UUerfrom  the  Secretary  of  War  ^transmitting  a  system  of  reorganizaiion 

of  the  militia  of  the  United  St^es. 

War  Dep^tment,  March  20, 1840. 

Sol:  In  compliance  with  the  resolution  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  9ih  instant,  "  that  the  Secretary  of  W^ar  be  requested  to  communi- 
«e  his  plan,  in  detail,  for  the  reorgani?/flition  of  the  raiUtia  of  the  Unitsd 
Stoto,"'  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report : 

The  impossibility  of  guarding  our  exposed  frontiers  by  the  small  regu- 
Iff  imce  of  the  United  States,  renders  it  necessary  that  some  plan  should 
be  devised  to  make  the  militia  available  without  burdening  the  country, 
ejther  by  too  great  an  expense  in  maintaining  it  in  the  field,  or  by  ab- 
ttncting  too  large  a  number  oi  useful  citizens  from  the  productive  labors 
rfaffliciilture  or  of  the  mechanic  arts. 

The  mass  of  the  militis  of  the  United  States,  as  at  present  organized, 

does  not  &11  short  of  one  million  five  hundred  thousand  men ;  and  every 

4iythat  they  are  mustered  for  inspection  or  exercise,  abstracts  at  least  one 

BillioD  of  dollars  from  the  earnings  of  labor,  without  adding  any  thing 

vhttever  to  the  militpfy  efficiency  of  the  country,  and  too  often  affecting 

iBJvioQsly  the  moral  condition  of  those  who  are  assembled  for  the  purpose. 

1^  by  the  little  instruction  they  receive  on  such  occasions,  without  dis- 

cipiiK.  subordination,  or  knowledge  of  the  use  of  arms,  and  totally  ignorant 

of  tbe  sanner  of  caking  care  of  tfiemselves  or  of  each  other  in  the  field, 

*ach  a  militia,  i/ called  out  in  mass,  would  rather  prove  a  burden  than  an 

<8si5tance  to  the  army  employed  in  the  defence  of  the  country,  as  is  shown 

bf  the  experi^^nce  of  General  Washington,  rej)eatedly  expressed  in  his  cor- 

^fspondencf^  as  well  as  by  the  result  of  more  recent  events  during  the  lasl 

nr.    It  i>  true  that,  in  the  principal  cities  of  the  United  States,  there  are  to 

kbund  well -organized,  disciplined,  and  soldierlike  companies,  battalions, 

Rfimetits,  brigades,  and  divisions,  of  volunteers;  men  who,  individually 

•deoiUecOvely,  would  do  good  service  in  the  field.    But  any  one  acquaint- 

^practicaJJy  with  wai  knows  thatto^ght  bravely,  and  even  tomanoBUVXd 
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coolly  and  skilfully,  on  the  field  of  battle,  are  not  the  most  necessary  qaal- 
ifications  of  the  soldier.  They  are,  perhaps,  the  most  common,  and  the 
least  oflen  called  into  action.  Soldiers  must  be  taught  their  duties  in  gar- 
rison, and  in  the  field,  in  marching' and  encamping,  in  the  police  and  mili- 
tary administration  of  an  army.  This  instruction,  so  essential,  and  withoat 
which  it  is  impossible  to  form  the  soldier,  cannot  be  given  in  a  day's  train* 
iDff,  by  officers  nearly  as  ignorant  of  these  branches  of  the  service  as  the 
soldiers  themselves.  I  speak  of  the  generality  of  the  militia  oflicers.  It 
must  be  imparted  by  veteran  and  skilful  officers,  in  garrison  and  in  camp, 
and  to  men  and  officers  alike ;  and  it  must  be  imparted  to  a  few  at  a  timBi 
Any  attempt  to  organize,  discipline,  and  render  every  way  fit  for  senrice  in 
the  field,  the  unwieldy  mass  of  the  militia  of  this  vast  country,  which  will 
soon  ascend  to  two  millions  of  men,  must  fail  for  want  of  means,  and  leave 
the  country  exposed  to  the  terrible  disasters  which  will  attend  the  fiisl 
burst  of  war  upon  its  frontiers,  if  they  are  to  be  defended  by  armed  but  on- 
disciplined  multitudes. 

It  has  been  supposed  that  it  will  be  sufficient  to  instruct  the  officers  enly, 
and  that  the  privates  can,  under  well-instructed  officers,  be  formed  into  su- 
diers  instantly,  by  the  magic  voices  of  good  commanders.    This  is  a  double 
and  a  most  dangerous  error.     In  the  first  place,  it  requires  time  to  forma 
soldier,  under  the  most  practised,  experienced,  and  skilful  officers;  and  our 
soil  might  be  polluted  by  the  foot  of  the  invader,  our  cities  taken  and  sacked, 
and  our  forts  occupied,  Ix^fore  our  armed  citizens  could  be  taught  the  ele- 
ments of  tactics,  or  the  simple  use  of  the  firelock.     And,  secondly,  it  will 
prove  a  fatal  error  to  suppose  that  an  officer  can  be  formed  by  being  drilled 
as  a  private.    The  habit  of  cc^mmand,  the  prompt  eye,  the  firm  totMi  ths^ 
self-possession  in  moments  of  diQculty  and  danger,  which  inspire  the  nsn^ 
with  confidence  and  courage,  and  ^re  so  essential  to  secure  their  ready  ols- 
dienco,  are  the  result  of  practice.    Th^  officers  and  privates  who  are  tt>  act  ^ 
together  in  the  field,  must  be  drilled  tog«»ther,  and  practised,  the  one  to  the' 
duties  of  obedience,  and  the  other  to  those  of  command.  '^ 

Satisfied  that  an  efficient  force  cannot,  be  created  by  drilling  the  oflkOB  * 
alone,  as  well  as  of  the  impracticability  of  rendering  the  whole  mass  of  Iho  ' 
militia  available,  at  the  same  time,  for  the  defence  of  the  country ;  and  eoi-^ 
vinced,  from  the  experience  of  our  past  wars,  that  it  is  necessary  to  oigei--; 
ize  and  discipline  a  select  body  of  citizen  soldiers,  who,  in  a  moment  of  te-''i 
ger,  will  know  their  stations,  and  their  duties  -vhen  assembled  there,  U/h 
who,  although  separated  from  the  mass  for  a  slort  time,  will  return  M^ 
impart  to  it  the  military  knowledge  and  experienct  they  have  acquired  dfr^ 
ring  their  period  of  service,  I  have  prepared  the  plan,  the  details  of  wfetf* 
are  herewith  submitted,  agreeably  to  the  resolution  of  the  House.  It  h  ll^ 
lieved  that,  on  examining  them,  it  will  be  apparent  that  the  scheme  is  JM^: 
liable  to  any  one  of  the  objections  that  are  ur;ged  againw  la^e  standinr^r 
mies ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  that  it  will  form  a  select  body  of  well-discipun'^f 
militia,  ready  themselves  to  defend  their  country  in  the  hour  of  daBM^ 
against  any  sudden  attack,  and  furnishing  a  corps,  around  which  the  W^ui 
instructed  mass  may  rally ;  possessing,  in  some  aegree,  the  military  kntfiril^ 
edge  and  skill  of  regular  soldiers,  they  will  be  able  alike  to  protect  ihskc 
country  from  a  foreign  foe,  and  to  guard  its  liberties  from  any  dangsi  flih 
may  threaten  them.  \ 

It  appears  to  me  that  the  organization  now  proposed  will  prereni'=tt?it 
necessity  of  maintaining  large  standing  annies,  e?en  in  time  of  war.    1Mb 
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m3iti&,  pTomplXy  drilled   and  instructed,  will  be  thereby  rendered  perfecdy 

efieieTii,  and  capable  of  defending  the  forts  along  our  maritime  frontieri 

which,  in  the  absence  of  such  an  organization,  would  require  a  regular 

umv  of  &fty  thoasand   men.    At  present,  the  militia  cannot  be  rendered 

iauoediately  arailable  against  a  surprise  j  whereas,  under  the  proposed  or- 

gaoizatioa.  they  would  repair  to  their  stations  at  the  first  alarm,  and  would 

be  efficient  soldiers  when  there.  In  case  of  war,  those  stations  would  becoma 

permaocot,  and  arrangements  might  easily  be  made  so  as  to  render  the  aer- 

Tice  as  little  burdensome  as  possible  to  the  artisan  and  mechanic. 

Emj  precaution  has  been  taken  to  avoid  all  interference  with  the  rights 
dAt  States,  or  to  lessen  their  means  of  defence.  The  militia  will  be  ciulad 
0K  in  the  manner  at  present  provided  for  by  law,  and  no  change  is  contem- 
phted  in  the  mode  of  officering  the  several  corps  of  which  the  active  class 
will  be  composed. 

It  will  not  abstract  a  single  man  from  the  defence  of  the  State  where  he 

reudes,  nor  separate  him  from  the  class  of  citizens  to  which  he  belongs.    It 

will,  on  the  contrary,  strengthen  the  defences  of  each  State,  by  furnishing 

it  with  a  well-organized  and  well-disciplined  force,  taken  from  the  people, 

and  making  part  of  the  people  equally  interested  with  their  fellow-citizens 

in  the  preservation  of  free  institutions,  and  ready  at  all  times  to  guard  the 

terntory  and  the  liberty  of  their  country.    Neither  docs  it  interfere,  in  any 

manner,  with  the  constitutional  rights  of  the  States  to  train  their  own  militia 

looording  to  the  discipline  prescribed  by  Congress,  because  the  active  militia 

vitl  be  employed  by  the  President  during  the  period  they  are  preparine  for 

warlike  service  in  g^arrison  and  in  the  field.    And  while  the  States  nave 

all  the  advantages  which  may  result  from  a  well-organized  and  disciplined 

militia,  they  will,  at  the  same  time,  be  exempt  from  the  losses,  ezpenstSi 

aoderlh,  which  follow,  necessarily,  from  the  assemblage  of  large  multitudes 

£ir  oeiely  a  nominal  military  instruction.    It  is  to  be  considered,  also,  that 

a  poitioo  of  the  militia  are  provided  with  opportunities  for  the  attainment  of 

Ae  essentials  of  military  knowledge;  and,  at  the  same  time  that  they  re* 

lieve  the  remainder  from  an  onerous  and  useless  burden,  they  themselves 

vill  not  be  oppressed  by  an  undue  amount  of  military  service  being  required 

of  Chem:  but,  on  the  contrary,  by  comparing  the  time  which,  under  the 

present  system,  is  devoted  to  that  object,  it  will  be  found  that  there  is  bot 

very  little  additional  service,  if  any  required,  and  for  that  time  they  will  be 

sefEcieotly  compensated.  The  compensation  contemplated  is  adequate  under 

tfood  administration  of  the  laws  proposed,  which  are  to  be  made  uniform 

ia their  application,  by  regulations  to  be  issued  by  the  President,  so  as  to 

jjmmM  any  expense  to  the  citizen  who  is  thus  called  out;  though  it  mar 

not  DRfia  amount,  to  the  sum  which  his  pursuits  insocial  life  might  affoid. 

The  total  amount  required  to  recompense  the  mit'itia  to  be  called  out  for 

ezerm  will  be  trifling,  when  compared  with  the  loss  of  time  experienced 

i^      by  oof  ftUow  citizens  under  the  present  imperftcX  organization,  and  of  the 

i     mriooM  evils  to  which  the  youth  of  the  country  are  exposed  by  the  frequent 

^     atfempcs  now  made  to  impart  to  them  a  very  imperfect  knowledge  of  the 

duties  of  the  soldier.    The  subjoined  plan  will,  it  is  believed,  tend  to  dimin- 

flhi  if  not  entirely  remove,  such  evils,  and  will  also,  by  engendering  an 

mmii  du  corps  throughout  the  militia  of  the  several  districts,  elevate  in  the 

■■d  of  every  citizen  the  character  of  the  duties  which  he  is  reqaired  le 

ivferm,  aad  thus  make  more  eertain  the  results  which  are  hoped  for  *bf 

MssyBiera  of  miblary  precaution  and  defence.    In  preparing  the  details  of 
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the  proposed  reorganization  of  the  militia  of  the  United  States,  I  have  been 
governed  by  an  earnest  desire  to  place  the  country  in  an  attitude  of  defence, 
and,  at  the  same  time,  to  secure  it  from  the  necessity  of  maintaining  at  any 
period  a  large  standing  army  ;  to  render  the  miUtia  effective,  without  with- 
drawing too  large  a  numlx^r  of  our  fellow- citizens  from  their  occupations  at 
any  one  time  ;  and  to  diffuse  throughout  the  community,  generally,  some 
knowledge  of  military  service,  without  taxing  the  Treasury  too  heavily. 
All  this,  it  appears  to  me,  will  be  effected  by  drilling,  during  four  years,  one 
hundred  thousand  men,  for  a  period  not  exceeding"  thirty  nor  less  than  ten 
days  in  each  and  every  year,  at  such  times  as  may  least  interfere  with  their 
ordinary  occupations ;  and,  for  an  equal  term,  keeping  that  force  so  organized 
that  it  may  serve  as  a  reserve,  ready  to  act  in  cases  of  emergency  :  doing, 
in  the  meanwhile,  ordinary  militia  duty,  such  as  is  now  reqiured  by  law  in 
the  several  States.  The  expense  of  the  system,  which,  if  carried  out,  wonU 
place  the  United  States  in  an  impregnable  state  of  defence,  will  not  exceed 
$1,362,093  yearly,  if  the  maximum  number  of  days  for  drill  be  adopted  by 
Congress ;  and,  as  it  is  believed,  that  ten  days  in  each  and  every  year  viU 
prove  sufficient,  the  aimual  expense  will  be  less  than  $500,000.

ompanies.  A  brigade  shall  consist  of  one  brigadier  general,  with 
lid-de-camp,  having  the  rank  of  captain,  two  brigade  inspectors,  with 
aok  of  major,  and  two  regiments.  A  division  shall  consist  of  one 
IT  general,  with  two  aids-de-camp,  with  the  rank  of  major,  one  divis- 
inspector,  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant  colonel,  one  division  quarter- 
iler,  with  the  rank  of  major,  one  judge  advocate,  and  four  brigades. 
h.  That  from  each  regiment  of  the  mass  there  shall  be  formed  two 
psnies  to  serve  as  light  infantry  or  riflemen ;  and  that  to  each  division 
e  XASS  there  shall  be  attached  one  company  of  artillery  and  one  com- 
■  of  horse,  formed  of  volunteers,  at  the  discretion  of  the  commander- 
licf  of  the  State,  not  exceeding  one  company  from  a  brigade,  and 
ibe  clothed  and  equipped  at  their  own  expense,  the  color  and  fashion 
s  determined  by  the  brigadier  general  commanding  the  brigade  to 
*h  they  belong.  That  tlie  romniissioned  officers  of  the  artillery  and 
itry  shall  be  armed  with  a  sword,of  such  description  as  is  commonly 
>minated  cut  and  tbnist.  That  the  commissioned  officers  of  cavalry 
.famish  themselves  with  good  horses  of  at  least  fourteen  and  a  half 
It  high,  and  be  armed  with  a  sabre  and  a  pair  of  pistols  and  holsters 
be  same.  Each  dragoon  to  furnish  himself  with  a  serviceable  horse 
Imi  fourteen  hands  and  a  half  high,  a  good  saddle,  bridle,  valise, 
H^ibie,  and  crupper,  a  pair  of  boots  and  spurs,  a  pair  of  pistols,  a 
Wf  «d  cartouch  box,  to  contain  twelve  cartridges  fi^r  pistols. 
th.  That  each  regiment  shall  be  provided  with  the  State  and  regimen- 
coJora,  and  each  company  with  a  drum  and  fife,  or  bugles,  as  the 
islatnre  of  the  respective  States  shall  direct. 

h.  That  the  divisions.  l«rip:;idcs,  and  regiments,  into  which  the  mass  is 
led  shall  be  numbered  at  the  period  of  their  fi)rmation,  and  a  record 
!of  made  in  the  adjutant  goncrars  oflice  of  the  State  ;  and  when  in  the- 
or  in  sen'ice  in  the  St;ite,  that  tiiey  shall  respectively  take  rank  accord- 
o  their  numbers,  reckoning  the  lowest  number  highest  in  rank ;  and, 
that  the  relative  rank  of  diil'erent  corps  shall  be  as  follows  :  Ist  caval- 
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ryi  2d  artillery,  3d  infantry,  4th  riflemen ;  and  that  the  said  order  shall  be 
observed  on  ail  parades  of  ceremony  and  review,  or  on  other  duty,  ezciipt 
when,  in  the  opinion  of  the  commanding,  officer,  the  good  of  the  serviee 
may  render  another  arrangement  necessary ;  and  further,  that  all  cominii- 
aioned  officers  shall  take  rank  accordinc;  to  the  date  of  their  commissions ; 
and  when  two  of  the  same  grade  bear  an  equal  date,  then  their  rank  shall 
be  determined  by  lot,  to  be  drawn  by  them  before  the  commanding  officer 
of  the  brigade,  regiment,  company,  or  detachment. 

7th.  That  there  shall  be  an  adjutant  general  appointed  in  each  State,  with 
the  rank  of  colonel,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  distribute  all  orders  from  the 
oommander-inchief  of  the  State  to  the  several  corps  ;  to  attend  all  public 
reviews,  .when  the  commander-in-chief  of  the  State  shall  review  the  militia, 
or  any  part  thereof;  to  obey  all  orders  from  him  relative  to  carrying  into 
execution  and  perfecting  the  system  of  discipline  which  may  be  established; 
to  furnish  blank  forms  of  different  returns  that  may  be  required,  and  to  ez- 
jdain  the  principles  on  which  they  should  be  made ;  to  receive  from  the 
several  officers  of  the  different  corps  throughout  ihe  State,  returns  of  die 
militia  under  their  commands,  reporting  the  actual  situation  of  their  amoi^ 
accoutrements,  and  ammunition;  their  delinquencies,  and  every  other  tfaiog 
which  relates  to  the  general  advancement  of  good  order  and  discipline :  all    . 
€S  which  the  several  commanding  officers  of  the  divisions,  brigades,  regi- 
ments, and  companies  should  be  required  to  make,  in  the  upward  order  of    . 
gradation,  and  in  such  form  and  at  such  times  as  the  Legislature  of  the  re- 
spective States  may  direct,  so  that  the  said  adjutant  general  may  be  duly 
furnished  therewith ;  and  the  said  adjutant  general,  from  the  returns  thus 
furnished,  should  annually  make  an  abstract  or  consolidated  report  of  the 
same  to  the  commander-in-chief  of  the  State  ;  and  he  should  also  make  a 
return  of  the  militia  of  the  State  to  which  he  belongs,  with  their  arms,  ac-    ' 
coutremonts,  and  ammunition,  to  ihe  adjutant  general  of  the  militia  of  the   . 
United  States,  on  or  before  (he  first  Monday  of  J«-inuary,  in  each  year: 
And  it  should  be  made  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  from  time  to  time^  ^ 
to  give  such  directions  to  the  adjutant  general  of  the  militia  as  might,  in  his  l"' 
opinion,  be  necessary  to  produce  uniformity  in  the  said  returns ;  and  he 
should  lay  an  abstract  of  tlie  same  before  Congress,  before  the  last  Monday 
of  February,  annually.  ;- 

8th.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  brigade  inspectors  to  attend  to  regi* 
mental  and  brigade  meetings  of  the  militia  composing  the  several  brigaM  ;^ 
during  the  time  of  their  being  under  arms;  to  inspect  their  arms,  ammuDi-  * 
tion,  and  accoutrements;  to  superintend  their  exercise  and  manoeuvres, and 
introduce  the  prescribed  system  of  military  discipline  throughout  the  bfi-  ' 
gade,  and  such  orders  as  they  shall,  from  time  to  time,  receive  from  the  ^ 
teommander-in  chief  of  the  State  ;  to  report  to  the  adjutant  general  of  the  - 
jSkate,  at  least  once  in  each  year,  the  condition  of  the  brigade  to  which  he  ^ 
belongs;  the  situation  of  the  arms,  accoutrements,  and  ammunition,  as  thev^ 
actually  may  be  at  the  time  of  inspection ;  and  every  other  thing  whicn  -; 
may,  in  his  judgment,  relate  to  the  government,  good  order,  and  military- 
discipline  of  the  brigade. 

9th.  That,  in  addition  to  the  officers  referred  to,  there  shall  be  also  one  '* 
quartermaster  general,  with  the  rank  of  brigadier  general,  to  the  militia  of 
each  State. 

lOth.  That  within months  after  the  adoption  and  establishment  of  * 

this  system,  there  shall  be  taken  from  the  mass  of  the  militia,  in  each  State, 
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.audDiistnct  of  the  United  States,  by  draft,  or  by  volantory  service, 
iber  between  the  ages  of  tweutyone  and  thirty  seven  years,  so  that

riiiit  the  ACTivK  or  moveable  force  shall  be  divided  into  compa- 
baltalions,  and  be  organized  as  follows :  A  company  shall  consist 
iptain,  one  first  and  one  second  lieutenant,  four  sergeants,  four  cor- 
mt  drummer  and  one  fifer,  and  ninety  privates.  A  battalion  shall 
of  one  major,  an  adjutant,  with  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant.,  one 
BaflCer,  with  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant,  one  sergeant-major,  one 
nasCer  sergeant,  and  four  companies.

16th.  That  the  battalions  of  the  active  and  sedentary  forces  shall  be 
numbered  at  their  formation,  and  a  record  made  of  the  same ;  and  that  they 
shall  take  precedence  according  to  the  rank  of  the  several  majors  com- 
manding the  same.  And  further,  that  when  the  battalion  of  two  or  more 
districts  of  the  active  or  sedentary  force  do  their  duty  together,  they 
shall  take  rank  according  to  the  number  of  their  respective  districts,  cour 
sidering  the  lowest  number  highest  in  rank.  And  nirther,  that  the  order 
of  precedence  between  the  army  of  the  United  States  and  the  militia  thereof^ 
and  between  the  several  classes  of  the  militia  with  one  another,  shall  be. 
as  follows:  1.  Troops  of  the  United  States.  2.  Militia  of  the  United 
States,  in  this  order,  to  wit :  1.  The  active  force.  2.  The  sedentary 
force.    3.  The  mass. 

16th.  That  the  officers  of  the  militia  of  the  several  classes  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  and  in  such  manner  us  the  Legislature  of  the  respective  States 
shall  direct,  and  in  the  Territories  of  the  United  States,  in  such  manner 
as  is  prescribed  by  existing  laws. 

17th.  That  the  President  of  the  United  States  he  autliorized  to  call  forth 
and  assemble  such  numbers  of  the  active  force  of  the  militia,  at  such 
places  within  their  respective  districts,  and  at  such  times,  not  exceeding 
twice,  nor  days,  in  the  same  year,  as  he  may  deem  necessary ;  and 

during  such  period,  including  the  time  when  going  to,  and  returning  from, 
the  place  of  rendezvous,  they  shall  be  deemed  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States^  and  be  subject  to  such  regulations  as  the  President  may  think  proper 
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'lO  adopl  {oT  ihe\i  iustruction,  discipline,  and  improvement  in  military  knowl- 
edge. 

18th.  That  whenever  the  United  States  shall  be  invaded,  or  be  in  immi- 
nent danger  of  invasion  from  any  foreign  nation  or  Indian  tribe,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  call  forth  such  number  of 
the  militia  of  the  States  or  States  most  convenient  to  the  place  of  danger  or 
scene  ot  action,  and  in  the  order  provided  for  in  the  15th  head,  and  oa  he 
may  jud^e  neccssaiy  to  repel  such  invasion  ;  and  to  issue  his  orders  to  the 
proper  oificer.  And  in  case  of  an  insurrection  in  any  State  against  the 
Gcrerament  thereof,  tliat  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President  of  tne  United 
&atts,  CD  application  of  tlie  Legislature  of  such  State,  or  of  the  Executive 
fviien  the  Legislature  cannot  he  convened)  to  call  forth  such  number  of 
the  miliiia  of  any  other  State  or  States  a5^  may  be  applied  for,  as  he  may 
jadge  sufficient  to  suppress  such  insurrection. 

19ih.  That,  whenever  the  laws  of  the  United  States  shall  be  opposed,  or 
the  execution  thereof  obstructed  in  any  State  by  combinations  too  powerful 
U) be  lappressed  by  the  ordinary  course  of  judicial  proceedings,  or  by  the 
powers  vested  in  the  marshals,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President  of  the 
United  States  to  call  forth  the  militia  of  such  State,  or  of  any  other  State  or 
Stales,  as  may  be  necessary  to  suppress  such  combinations,  and  to  cause 
tfielaws  to  be  duly  executed;  and  the  use  of  the  militia,  so  to  be  called 
forth,  may  be  continued,  if  necessary,  until  the  expiration  of  thirty  days 
atterthe  commencement  of  the  then  next  session  of  Congress;  provided 
that,  whenever  it  may  be  necessary  in  the  judgment  of  the  President  to  use 
ihe  uuiuary  force  thus  called  forth,  he  shall  forthwith,  by  proclamation, 
command  such  insur^r^-rits  to  disperse,  and  retire  peaceably  to  their  respect- 
ire  abodes  within  a  limited  time :  and  provided,  also,  that  the  militia,  which 
the  I^ident  is  thus  authorized  to  call  forth,  be  of  the  active,  or  of  the 
icnvE  and  sedentahy  forces,  when  such  force  or  forces  of  the  State,  or 
of  the  neighboring  States,  shall  be,  in  his  opinion,  sufficient;  and  when 
notthfo  such  portions  of  the  mass  as  he  shall  deem  necessary. 

dHh.  That  the  militia  of  the  United  States,  or  any  portion  thereof,  when 
employed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  shall  l)e  subject  to  the  same 
rales  and  articles  of  war  as  tlie  troops  of  the  United  States.  And  that  no 
officer,  non  commissioned  oflicer,  musiciau,  or  private  of  the  militia,  shall 
be  compelled  to  serve  more  timn  six  months  after  his  arrival  at  the  place 
of  rendezvous  in  any  one  year,  nor  more  than  in  due  rotation  with  every 
other  able-bodied  man  of  the  same  rank  in  the  regiment  to  which  he  be- 

^iUt  That  every  citizen  duly  enrolled  in  the  militia  shall  he  constantly 

provided  :i'ith  armi:,  accoutrements,  and  ammunition,  as  already  pointed 

ont,&oin  and  after  the  period  when  he  shall  have  been  duly  notified  of 

his  enrolmenc ;  and  any  notice  or  warninjs^  to  the  citizens  so  enrolled,  to 

ailend  a  company,  or  regimental  muster,  or  training,  which  shall  be  ac» 

cordiaz  to  ihe  Jaws  of  the  State  in  which  it  is  ^iven  for  that  purpose,  shall 

l»e  deeaoeti  a  Jt^iral  notice  of  his  enrolment. 

2^d.  T.jat  the  ofDcers.  non-couiniissioned  officers,  musicians,  artificers, 
^.nd  pnVares,  of  voliintc;ers  and  militia,  when  called  into  the  service  of  the 
I'niied  Stales,  m  the  manner  and  under  the  circumstances  referred  to,  shall 
te  eotiiJed  to  and  receive  the  same  monthly  pay,  rations,  clothing,  or 
lanoeyw  iiea  thereof,  and  forairc,  and  be  furnished  with  the  same  camp 
quipajp.  as  are  or  may  bo  provided  by  law  lor  the  olfioers,  musicians,  arti- 
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ficers,  and  privates  of  the  infantry  of  the  United  States ;  provided,  never- 
theless, that  such  portions  of  the  militia  as  may  be  called  out,  as  provided 
under  the  17th  head,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive  clothing,  or  money  in 
lieu  thereof;  nor  shall  any  officer  of  the  same  be  entitled  to  forage,  or 
money  instead,  for  more  than  one  horse,  nor  for  more  than  one  servant  each. 

23a.  That  the  officers  of  all  mounted  companies,  volunteers  or  militia, 
when  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  shall  each  be  entitled  to  receive 
forage,  or  money  in  lieu  thereof,  for  two  horses,  when  they  actually  keep 
private  servants,  and  for  one  horse  when  without  private  servants ;  and 
that  forty  cents  per  day  be  allowed  for  the  use  and  risk  of  each  horse,  ex- 
cept horses  killed  in  battle,  or  dying  of  wounds  received  in  battle.  That 
each  non-commissioned  officer,  musician,  artii]cer,and  private,of  all  mount- 
ed companies,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  forage  in  kind  for  one  horse,  with 
forty  cents  a  day  for  the  use  and  risk  thereof,  exept  horses  killed  in  battle, 
or  dying  of  wounds  received  in  battle ;  and  twenty-five  cents  per  day  in 
lieu  of  forage  and  subsistence  when  the  same  shall  be  f.imished  by  him- 
self, or  twelve  and  a  half  cents  per  day  for  cither,  as  the  case  may  be. 

24th.  That  any  officer,  non-commissioned  officer,  artificer,  musician|Or 
private,  of  militia  or  vohmteers,  required  to  be  mounted,  who  shall,  when 
in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  suffer,  without  any  fault  or  negligence 
on  his  part  while  in  said  service,  by  the  loss  of  a  horse  killed  in  battle,  or 
by  a  horse  dying  of  wounds  received  in  battle,  shall,  upon  due  and  siiuffi- 
cient  proof  thereof,  be  paid  for  the  same :  provided  that  not  more  than  one 
hundred  and  twenty  dollars  be  paid  for  each  horse  for  which  payment  ' 
may  be  thus  claimed. 

25th.  That  the  officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  artificers,  musicians, 
and  privates,  of  the  militia,  when  called  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,

26th.  That  when  any  officer,  non-commissioned  officer,  artificer,  musi- 
cian, or  private,  of  the  militia  or  of  volunteers,  who  shall  die  in  the  service  r_ 
of  the  United  States,  or  when  returning  to  his  place  of  residence  after  being  ^ 
mustered  out  of  service,  or  at  any  time  thereafter,  in  consequence  of  woundi     - 
received  in  service,  and  shall  leave  a  widow,  or,  if  no  widow,  a  child  or  - 
children  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  such  widow,  or,  if  no  widow,  mA    - 
child  or  children,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  half  the  monthly  pay  to  which 
the  deceased  was  entitled  at  the  time  of  his  death,  or  at  the  time  of  his  be-  .-

27th.  That  courts-martial,  for  the  trial  of  officers,  non-commissioned  . , 
officers,  artificers,  musicians,  or  privates,  of  the  militia  or  volunteer  coipSi 
shall  be  composed  of  militia  officers  only.  » 

28th.  That  every  officer,  non-commissioned  officer,  artificer,  musician, 
or  }Nrivate  of  the  militia,  who  shall  fail  to  obey  the  orders  of  the  United   ,.^ 
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States,  in  the  case  provided  for  calling  forth  the  active  force,  or  parts 

thereof,  (in  the  17th  head,)  shall  be  fined,  and  forfeit  a  sum  not  exceeding 

three  months'  pay,  nor  less  than  half  a  month's  pay,  according  to  the

of  the  said  court ;  and  such  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  shall 

be  liable  to  be  imprisoned  by  the  sentence  of  a  court-martial,  on  failure  of 

thepsfment  of  fines  adjudged  against  them,  for  one  calendar  month,  for 

emy  five  dollars  of  such  fine. 

99th.  That  all  fines  assessed,  as  described  in  the  preceding  head,  shall 

be  certified  by  the  officer  ordering  the  court,  or  the  revising  authority  of

30th.  That  the  marshals  and  their  deputies  shall  make  a  return  of  the

it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  adjutant  general  to  inform  the  Solicitor  of 

fhe  Trearary  of  the  United  States  of  the  same,  who  shall  be  required  to 

instrnct  the  district  attorney  of  the  United  States  to  proceed  against  the 

"aid  marshal  or  deputy  in  the  district  court  by  attachment,  for  the  recovery

3I»L  That  the  marshals  and  their  deputies  of  the  several  districts  shall 
lutre  the  same  pointers  in  executing  the  laws  of  the  United  States  as  sheriffs 
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and  their  deputies  in  the  several  States  have,  by  law,  in  executing  the  laws 
of  the  respective  States. 

32d.  That  the  money  or  moneys  collected  by  the  assessment  of  fines 
referred  to,  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  all  necessary  expenses,  as 
&r  as  the  same  may  be  sufficient,  for  the  repair  of  arms,  the  preparation 
and  preservation  of  military  munitions,  and  for  every  other  necessory  thing 
that  may  be  incident  to  the  calling  forth,  and  to  the  service  of  the  militia, 
as  provided  for  in  the  17th  head. 

c3d.  That  the  President  shall  appoint,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  one  adjutant  general  of  the 
militia  of  the  United  States,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  and  keep  in 
the  files  of  his  office  all  the  reports  and  returns  of  the  militia,  with  their 
arms,  accoutrements,  and  ammunition,  made  by  the  adjutants  general  of 
the  respective  States,  distinguishing  the  same  by  the  different  classes  inta 
which  they  are  divided  ;  also,  annually,  on  or  before  the  last  Monday  in 
February,  to  make  an  abstract  or  a  consolidated  return  of  the  same,  and 
lay  it  before  the  President  of  the  United  States,  to  be,  by  the  President, 
submitted  yearly  to  Congress.  That  it  shall  be  his  duty,  likewise,  to  keep 
a  record  of  copies,  in  a  book  provided  therefor,  of  all  certificates  of  the  as- 
sessment of  fines  by  the  judgment  of  militia  courts-martial,  for  delinqaen- 
cies  cited  in  the  17th,  18th,  and  19th  of  the  foregoing  heads ;  to  keep  a 
record  or  copy  of  the  returns  of  the  marshals  or  their  deputies,  of  the  exe- 
cution of  process,  or  the  collection  of  the  said  fihes,  noting  the  time  when 
the  returns  aforesaid  are  received ;  to  keep  a  regular  account  of  the  amount 
of  fines  collected  and  paid  over  to  him,  and  of  the  amount  expended  there- 
of; and  to  make  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  on  or  before  the  30th  of  June 
and  the  31st  of  December,  of  each  year,  a  statement  of  the  said  receipts 
and  expenditures.  The  money  or  moneys  thus  assessed,  collected,  and 
paid  over  to  the  adjutant  general,  forthwith  to  be  deposited  by  him  fi>r 
safekeeping  in  the  vaults  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  ;  and  the 
amounts  thus  deposited  to  be  passed  to  the  credit  of  the  adjutant  general, 
and  not  to  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury  except  upon  warrants  of  the  ad- 
jutant general,  countersigned  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  for  the  pur- 
poses which  have  been  specified. 

34th.  That  the  adjutant  general  of  the  militia  of  the  United  States  shall 
be  paid  the  annual  salary  of  three  thousand  dollars,  in  full  for  his  services, 
and  without  any  other  allowances  whatsoever,  excepting  such  fuel  and 
stationen*^  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  an  office,  under  the  regulations 
of  the  War  Department;  and  that  the  said  office  shall  be  attached  to,  and 
considered  as  one  of  the  bureaus  of,  the  War  Department,  and  be  sulnect 
to  such  rules  and  regulations  in  relation  to  all  duties  and  purposes  oi  its 
creation,  as  the  Secretary  of  War  may,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe. 

35th.  That  for  the  duties  of  the  office  of  the  adjutant  general  of  the 
militia  of  the  United  States,  there  shall  bo  allowed  two  clerks,  if  so  many 
be  necessary ;  and  that  the  same  be  transferred  from  the  office  of  the  Ad- 
jutant General  of  the  army  of  the  United  States,  with  annual  salaries,  not 
to  exceed  what  is  noAv  alloAved  by  law,  according  to  the  discretion  of  the 
Secretary  of  War. 

36th.  That  the  President  of  the  United  States  be  authorized  to  select 
such  number  of  places  for  the  establishment  of  depots,  in  each  militia  dis- 
trict of  the  United  States,  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  for  the  safekeeping 
of  munitions  and  arms,  and  as  the  rendezvous  of  the  militia,  or  portions 
thereof,  that  may  be  called  forth. 
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37lh.  That  the  officers,   non-commissioned  officers,  artificers,  musicians, 
and  privates  of  volanteers  or  militia,  in  the  service  of  the  United  States, 
except  when  called,  as  provided  for  in  the  17tli  head,  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  like  compeosation,  in  case  of  disability,  by  wounds  or  otherwise,  incur- 
red in  the  service,  as  is,  or  may  be,  allowed  to  officers,  non-commissioned 
officers,  artificers,  musicians,  and  privates,  of  the  army  of  the  United  States. 
3Sth.  That  the   several  corps  of  volunteers,  which  now  exist  in  the 
several  ^'(ates,  and    in    what  manner  soever  organized,  be  not  disturbed  or 
deprived  of  their   accustomed  privileges ;  but  nevertheless  be  subject  to 
neb  lesfrictions  as  their  respective  Legislatures  may  direct,  and  to  all  other 
(toes  required  by  this  system,  in  like  manner  with  the  other  militia. 
39th.  That  the  L^egislatures  of  the  several  States,  at  the  earliest  period  of 
Dme  alter  the  adoption  of  this  system,  enact  such  laws  as  may  be  necessary 
to  enrol  and  organize   the  militia  of  the  respective  States,  according  to  the 
provisions  contained    herein  :  provided  that,  until  such  enrolment  and  or- 
ginizaiioQ  be  made,  the  existing  laws  governing  the  militia  of  each  State 
becoasideiedas  still  in  force. 

40th.  Thai  the  term  militia  of  the  United  States  shall  be  so  construed  as 
to  embrace  within  its  meaning  all  troops  of  whatever  description,  not  of  the 
imlar  army  of  the  United  States.

Letter  from  the  Secretary  of  War  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
tke  Militia,  explanatory  of  the  plan  for  reorganizing  the  militia 
ef  the  United  States^  heretofore  submitted  to  the  Hov^e,  ^c, 

•  Houses  of  Representatives,  March  6, 1840. 

Sir  :  There  are  several  points  in  your  proposed  reorganization  of  the 
nAitia  of  the  United  States,  which  present  a  contrariety  of  opinions  to  the 
Committee  on  the  Militia,  to  whom  the  subject  was  referred,  and  they  re- 
ques:  me  to  address  you  for  the  purpose  of  suggesting  such  difficulties  as 
fvesenc  themselves,  and  to  ascertain  a  more  full  exposition  of  your  views, 
10  that  we  may  act  with  all  the  information  that  can  be  obtained,  as  con- 
Bcdnl  with  the  subject. 

By  the  I4th  proposition  of  the  system,  the  territory  of  the  United  States 
ii  ^vided  into  ten  districts ;  and,  with  the  exception  of  New  York,  each 
teict  is  composed  of  two  or  more  States.  Are  we  to  understand  that  the 
ApoideQt  is  empowered  to  call  out  the  whole  force  of  any  one  of  the  dis- 
tricts at  the  same  time,  and  at  any  point  he  may  designate? 

The  interpretation  of  the  <<  territory  of  the  United  States,"  is,  by  some, 
OfKlerstood  to  mean  the  public  lands  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  can- 
^K>t  embrace  the  limits  of  the  several  States  unless  there  be  a  misconstruc- 
tion of  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  Constitution  ;  which  declares  "a  well- 
nguUted  militia  as  being  necessary  to  the  security  of  a  free  state." 

By  the  17lh  proposition,  the  power  of  the  President  to  call  forth  and 
wtmhle  such  numbers  of  the  active  force  of  the  militia  as  he  may  deem 
ttBessary.  and  subject  them  to  such  regulations  as  he  may  think  proper  to 
<dopf  for  their  instruction,  discipline,  and  improvement  in  military  kuowl- 

«^  «  an  oigani^^^^  Buppaidd  to  be  incoj^patible  with  the  8th  aectioa 
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of  the  tst  article  of  the  Constitution  ;  that  <<  provides  for  calling  forth  the 
militia,  and  reserves  to  the  States,  respectively,  the  appointment  of  the  offi- 
cers, and  the  authority  of  training  the  militia  according  to  the  discipliiie 
prescrit)ed  by  Congress." 

With  a  sincere  desire  to  effect  the  object  of  reorganizing,  and  more  foUy 
disciplining,  the  militia,  the  great  bulwark  of  the  country,  you  will  not  deem 
it  importunate  that  we  thus  freely  confer  with  you  upon  the  subject

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the 
6th  instant,  stating  the  difficulties  which  have  suggested  themselves  to  the 
committee  to  which  was  referred  the  plan  for  the  reorganization  of  the  mililia 
of  the  United  States,  and  desiring  to  ascertain  my  views  more  fully  Ihan 
they  are  stated  in  the  plan  presented  to  the  House. 

The  details  of  the  plan  for  reorganizing  the  militia  having  beeo  ttlled 
for  by  a  member  of  the  committee,  I  took  it  for  granted  that  this  cMrse 
would  be  pursued,  and,  to  avoid  being  tedious,  did  not  enter  into  more 
minute  explanations.  1  therefore  avail  myself,  with  pleasure,  of  the  oppor- 
tunity now  afforded  me,  to  reply  to  the  objections  which  have  presented 
themselves  to  the  committee.  The  proposition  to  divide  the  territory  of  the 
United  States,  by  which  is  here  meant  the  area  embraced  by  the  geographi- 
cal boundaries  of  the  whole  confederacy,  is  intended  for  military  purpoMSi 
in  order  that  each  district  may  be  commanded  by  one  officer,  who  would 
have  the  general  direction  of  the  regulars  and  militia  within  the  distritt; 
but  the  plan  contemplated  that  the  power  of  the  President  to  call  out  this 
militia  should  be  restricted  to  assembling  the  militia  of  each  State  witlttD 
its  own  territorial  limits. 

With  regard  to  the  17th  article,  the  same  difficulty  which  presented  it-, 
self  to  the  commiltee,  occurred  to  me  when  considering  this  subject,  yu: 
that  provision  of  the  Constitution  which  restricts  the  power  of  ConipiV 
over  the  militia  to  organizing,  arming,  and  disciplining  them,  reserving  lo 
the  States,  respectively,  the  appointment  of  officers,  and  the  authority  of 
training  the  militia  according  to  the  discipline  prescribed  by  Cong  rag 
Although  the  word  ^^disciplining"  is  susceptible  of  a  different  interprstatioD 
from  that  given  to  it  here,  yet  the  subsequent  reservation  to  the  Statw  of 
the  power  to  train  the  militia  according  to  the  system  of  discipline  adopted 
by  Congress,  would  seem  to  define  its  meaning ;  and  as  we  cannot  he  too 
scrupulous  in  our  interpretation  of  the  Constitution,  I  propose  that,  in  the 
event  of  its  becoming  necessary  to  resort  to  draughts  in  order  to  fill  the 
ranks  of  the  active  class  of  militia,  to  apply  to  the  States  to  place  by  law 
their  contingents  at  the  disposition  of  the  General  Government^  for  a  period 
not  more  than  thirty  days  of  every  year,  for  the  purpose  of  their  beiii|^ 
trained  in  conjunction  with  regular  troops,  and  by  veteran  officers.  It  u 
not  probable  that  this  co-operation  will  be  withheld  by  any  State  wlien 
the  advantages  are  presented  to  it  of  possessing  a  body  of  well-osgaoind, 
meU-mriDod,  and  well-diaciplined  militiai  without  any  ezpenaa  oilher  to  die 
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Stales  01  \o  the  citizens  thereof;  and  when  they  are  made  aware  that 
itathemtentioD  ot  the  Government  to  assemble  such  militia  at  conve- 
nient poiuts  within  eacti  State,  and  in  the  vicinity  of  depots  of  arms,  which 
ilisptoyosed  to  establish  as  part  of  the  system. 

I  am,  however,  led  to  believe,  from  the  character  of  our  fellow-citizens, 
and  irom  circumstances  which  have  come  to  my  knowledge,  ihat  it  will 
scarcely  be  necessary  to  resort  to  militia  draughts  in  order  to  fill  the  ranks 
of  tbeictire  class,      ^^he  volunteer  corps  have  generally  evinced  so  much 
etgerness  to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  to  be  derived  from  an  asso- 
fliuoQ  with  regulars,  and  so  much  zeal  and  proper  feeline,  by  proffsring 
ifeeir  services  on  all  occasions  when  they  might  be  useful,  that  I  cannot 
doobt,  if  the  President  were  authorized  to  receive  them  into  the  service  of 
the  Uoited  States,  a  sufficient  body  of  volunteers  within  the  prescribed  age 
light  be  enrolled,  and  the  necessity  for  draughts  altogether  avoided.    I 
nopose,  therefore,   that  this  authority  be  granted;  but  restricted  to  as  to 
unit  \he  time,  even  of  voluntary  service,  to  a  period  not  exceeding  thirty 
dttfi  in  each  year.   Aware,  however,  of  the  importance  and  comprehensive- 
ness of  this  snbject,  together  with  the  many  difficulties  which  surround  it,  it 
iiby  DO  means  my  desire  to  precipitate  the  action  of  Congress  upon  a  ques- 
tioQofsuch  magnitude  and  consequence.    Subsequent  reflection  and  dis- 
eoBioa  have  but'strengthened  my  conviction  of  the  propriety,  practicability, 
ind expediency  of  the  proposed  plan  in  its  essential  features,  which  I  am  per- 
loided  have  but  to  be  examined  with  a  candid  mind  and  patriotic  feelings, 
lOKCure  general  approbation.     But  these  very  considerations  make  it  but 
\hie  moie  imperative  that  it  should  receive  the  fullest  and  most  mature  con- 
nteation,  even  should  this  have  the  effect  of  preventing  final  action  upon 
it, it  the  present  session  of  Congress.     It  is,  perhaps,  universally  proper 
tbil  qoestions,  involving,  in  a  hi^h  degree,  the  great  interests  of  the  people, 
shooid  be  subjected  to  popular,  as  well  as  legislative  investigation.    An  or- 
deal to  which  the  system  proposed  will  be  most  cheerhilly  submitted.     If, 
00  fflatnrer  deliberation,  there  be  any  thing  found  in  the  system  itself,  or  in 
its  details,  which  conflicts  with  the  rights  of  the  States,  or  with  the  interests 
of  onr  fellow- citizens,  the  objectionable  parts  may  be  amended  or  expunged, 
or  the  whole  system  altered  or  abandoned. 

If  the  committee  should  be  of  opinion  that  the  situation  of  the  country 
requires  the  adoption  of  some  immediate  measures  to  render  the  militia 
fixoe  more  available  for  defence  than  it  now  is,  it  is  respectfully  suggested 
fat  the  plan  submitted  by  the  Department  of  War  last  year  and  the  year 
Mm,  would  noi  only  prove  efficient,  but  would  test  the  practicability  of 
fa  BBeasure  now  proposed. 

Ibtf  plan  contemplated  authorizing  the  President  to  receive  into  the 
■nice,  &r  a  given  number  of  days  in  the  year,  volunteers  to  the  amount 

oif men,  at  such  points  as  he  may  designate,  for  the  purpose  of  bein? 

Inioed  and  disciplined,  and  made  acquainted  with  the  duties  they  would 

iflve  lo  perform  at  the  stations  they  nii^ht  be  required  to  defend  in  the 

event  oi  any  sudden  emergency.    At  this  moment  the  most  important  of 

our  navil  stations  and  most  valuable  cities  are  exposed  to  be  destroyed  or 

tilceii,  a/tiiOKgli  there  are  brave  men  enough  to  deiend  them;  but  who  le- 

qoire  previous  concert  and  more  perfect  training  to  render  them  efficient

Sir  :  Having  submitted  to  your  consideration  a  plan  for  the  arrange- 
ment of  the  militia  of  the  United  States,  which  1  had  presented  to  the  late 
Congress,  and  you  having  approving  the  general  principles  thereof,  with 
certain  exceptions,  I  now  respectfully  lay  the  same  before  you,  modified 
according  to  the  alterations  you  were  pleased  to  suggest. 

It  has  been  my  anxious  desire  to  devise  a  national  system  of  defence, 
adequate  to  the  probable  exigencies  of  the  United  States,  whether  aruing 
from  internal  or  external  causes ;  and,  at  the  same  time,  to  erect  a  standU 
ard  of  republican  magnanimity,  independent  of,  and  superior  to,  the  pow- 
erful influence  of  wealth. 

The  convulsive  events  generated  by  the  inordinate  pursuit  of  riches 4)r 
ambition  require  that  the  Government  should  possess  a  strong  corrective 
arm. 

The  idea  is  therefore  submitted,  whether  an  efllcient  military  branch  of 
government  can  be  invented  with  safety  to  the  great  principles  of  liborty, 
unless  the  same  shall  be  formed  of  the  people  themselves,  and  sappoited 
by  their  habits  and  manners.

THE  INTRODUCTION. 

That  a  well-constituted  republic  is  more  favorable  to  the  liberties  of  io- 
ciety,  and  that  its  principles  give  a  higher  elevation  to  the  human  mind 
than  any  other  form  of  Government,  has  generally  been  acknowledged  by. 
the  unprejudiced  and  enlightened  part  of  mankind. 

But  it  is  at  the  same  time  acknowledged  that,  unless  a  republic  prepaieB 
itself,  by  proper  arrangements,  to  meet  those  exigencies  to  which  all  stattf 
are  in  a  degree  liable,  its  peace  and  existence  are  more  precarious  than  ^  : 
forms  of  Government  in  which  the  will  of  one  directs  the  conduct  of  i^e  . 
whole  for  the  defence  of  the  nation. 

A  Government  whose  measures  must  be  the  result  of  multiplied  delibe- 
rations is  seldom  in  a  situation  to  produce  instantly  those  exertions  which  . 
the  occasion  may  demand ;  therefore,  it  ought  to  possess  such  energetic  , 
establishments  as  should  enable  it,  by  the  vigor  of  its  own  citizens,  lo  , 
control  events  as  they  arise,  instead  of  being  convulsed  or  subverted  by 
them. 

It  is  the  misfortune  of  modern  ages  that  Governments  have  been  formed 
by  chance  and  events  instead  of  system ;  that,  without  fixed  principldB, 
they  are  braced  or  relaxed,  from  time  to  time,  according  to  the  predomi- 
nating power  of  the  rulers  or  the  ruled ;  the  rulers  possessing  separate  in- 
terests from  the  people,  excepting  in  some  of  the  high-toned  monarchies 
in  which  all  opposition  to  the  will  of  the  prince  seems  annihilated. 
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Heace^we  look  Touud  Europe  in  vain  for  an  extensi\'e  Government^ 
rm%  on  the  pourer  inherent  in  the  people,  and  performing  its  operations 
entirely  for  their  benefit.     But  we  find  artificial  force  governing  efverjr 
¥heie,and  tlie  people  generally  made  subservient  to  the  elevation  and 
caprice  of  the  lew ;  almost  every  nation  appearing  to  be  busily  employed 
in  conducting  some  external  war,  grappling  with  internal  commotion^  or 
endBaforiDg  to  extricate  itself  from  impending  debts  which  threaten  to 
Ofenrhetm  it  with  ruin.     Princes  and  ministers  seem  neither  to  have 
leisure  nor  inclination  to  bring  forward  institutions  for  diffusing  general 
stRMth,  knowledge,  and  happiness ;  but  tliey  seem  to  understand  well 
iklbchiavelian  maxim  of  politics— divide  and  govern. 
Jfay  the  United  States  avoid  the  errors  and  crimes  of  other  Govern- 
neBls,  and  possess  the  wisdom  to  embrace  the  present  invaluable  oppor- 
imiily  of  establishing  such  institutions  as  shall  invigorate,  exalt,  and  per- 
petuate the  great  principles  of  freedom  ;  an  opportunity  pregnant  with  the 
mof  niUions,  but  rapidly  borne  on  the  wings  of  time,  and  may  never 
■igBin  Teiuni. 

The  public  mind,  unbiased  by  superstition  or  prejudice,  seems  happily 
sMpBiea  10  receive  the  impressions  of  wisdom.  The  latent  springs  of 
tndinii  aetion,  ascertained  by  the  standard  of  experience,  may  be  rem- 
laC0d  and  made  subservient  to  the  noble  purpose  of  forming  a  dignified 
national  character. 

Tlie  causes  by  which  nations  have  ascended  and  declined,  through  the 
uiioas  ages  of  the  world,  may  be  calmly  and  accurately  determined ;  and 
tihe\]mted  States  may  be  placed  in  the  singularly  fortunate  condition  of 
Gommencing  their  career  of  empire,  with  the  accumulated  knowledge  of 
all  the  known  societies  and  Goveniments  of  the  globe. 

Tht  strength  of  the  Government,  like  the  strength  of  any  other  vast 
and  complicated  machine,  will  depend  on  a  due  adjustment  of  its  several 
ports.  Its  agriculture,  its  commerce,  its  laws,  its  finance,  its  system  of 
Manoe,  and  its  manners  and  habits,  all  require  consideration,  and  the 
iortesi  exercise  of  political  wisdom. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  present  attempt  to  suggest  the  most  efficient 
cyMn  of  defence  which  may  be  compatible  with  the  interests  of  a  firee 
people;  a  system  which  shall  not  only  produce  the  expected  effect,  but 
vhieh,  in  its  operations,  shall  also  produce  those  habits  and  manners 
vUeh  will  impart  strength  and  durability  to  the  whole  Government 

ThH  nM)dern  practice  of  Europe,  with  respect  to  the  employment  of 
liitito(^  anni^s,  has  created  such  a  mass  of  opinion  in  their  &vor,  that 
gw^lhrtogophera  and  the  advocates  for  Uberty  have  firequently  confessed 
Aab  life  ana  necessity  in  certain  cases. 

Bttttrhoever  seriously  and  candidly  estimates  the  power  of  discijdine 

sBid  the  tmdency  of  military  habits  will  be  constrained  to  confess  that, 

vfttKm  may  be  the  efficacy  of  a  standing  army  in  war,  it  cannot  in  peace 

be  considered  as  friendly  to  the  rights  of  human  nature.    The  recent  in- 

4Mlce  in  France  cannot,  witli  propriety,  be  brought  to  overturn  the  gen- 

CMl  principle  built  upon  the  uniform  experience  of  mankind.    It  may  be 

fcud,  on  examining  the  causes  that  appear  to  have  influenced  the  mili- 

toy  of  France,  that,  while  the  springs  of  power  were  wound  up  in  the 

Mion  to  the  highest  pitch,  the  discipline  of  the  army  was  proportionably 

idazed    But  any  argument  on  this  head  may  be  considered  as  unueces* 

«nr  to  the  enlightened  citizens  of  the  United  States.

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A  small  corps  of  well -disciplined  and  well-infonned  artillerists  and  en- 
gineers, and  a  legion  for  the  protection  of  the  fix)ntiers  and  the  magazines 
and  arsenals,  are  all  the  military  establishment  which  may  be  required  for 
thepresent  use  of  the  United  States. 

The  pivates  of  tlie  corps  to  be  enlisted  for  a  certain  period,  and  after 
the  expiration  of  which  to  return  to  the  mass  of  the  citizens. 

An  energetic  national  militia  is  to  be  regarded  as  \he  capital  security  of 
a  free  republic ;  and  not  a  standing  army,  ibrming  a  distinct  class  in  the 
community. 
.  It  is  the  introduction  and  diffusion  of  vice  and  corruption  of  manners 
into  the  mass  of  the  people  that  render  a  standing  army  necessary.  It  is 
when  public  spirit  is  despised,  and  avarice,  indolence,  and  effeminacy  of 
manners  predominate,  and  prevent  the  establishment  of  institutions  which 
would  elevate  the  minds  of  the  youths  in  the  paths  of  virtue  and  honor,, 
that  a  standing  army  is  formed  and  riveted  forjcver. 

While  the  human  character  remains  unchanged,  and  society  and 
Governments  of  considerable  extent  are  formed,  a  principle  ever  ready  to- 
€zecute  the  laws  and  defend  the  state  must  constantly  exist.  Without 
this  vital  principle  the  Government  would  be  invaded  or  overturned,  ani 
trampled  upon  by  the  bold  and  ambitious.  No  community  can  be  long 
held  together,  unless  its  arrangements  are  adequate  to  its  probable  exi- 
gencies. 

If  it  should  be  decided  to  reject  a  standing  anny  for  the  military  branch 
of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  as  possessing  too  fierce  an  aspect,, 
and  being  hostile  to  the  principles  of  liberty,  it  will  follow  that  a  well- 
constituted  militia  ought  to  be  established. 

A  consideration  of  the  subject  will  show  the  impracticability  of  disci- 
plining at  once  the  mass  of  tlie  people.  All  discussions  on  the  subject  of 
a  powerful  militia  will  result  in  one  or  other  of  the  foUoAving  prin- 
eijMes: 

1st  Either  efficient  institutions  must  be  established  for  the  military 
education  of  the  youth,  and  that  the  knowledge  acquired  therein  shall  be- 
diffused  throughout  the  community  by  the  means  of  rotation ;  or, 

2dly.  That  the  militia  must  be  Ibrined  of  substitutes,  after  the  manner 
of  the  militia  of  Great  Britain. 

If  the  United  States  possess  the  vigor  of  mind  to  establish  the  first  in- 
stitution, it  may  reasonably  be  expected  to  produce  the  most  unequivoodr 
advantages.  A  glorious  national  spirit  will  be  introduced,  with  its  exten- 
sive train  of  political  consequences.  The  youth  will  imbibe  a  love  of 
tlieir  country ;  reverence  and  obedience  to  its  laws  ;  courage  and  eleva^- 
tion  of  mind ;  openness  and  liberality  of  character,  accompanied  by  a  just- 
spirit  of  honor ;  in  addition  to  which,  their  bodies  will  acquire  a  robnat-^ 
ness  greatly  conducive  to  their  personal  happiness,  as  Avell  as  the  defi^M^* 
of  their  country ;  while  habit,  with  its  silent  but  efficacious  operatioDS^ 
will  durably  cement  the  system. 

Habit,  that  powerful  and  universal  law,  incessantly  acting  on  the 
human  /ace,  well  deserves  the  attention  of  legislators.    Formed  at  fint. 
in  individuals,  by  separate  and  almost  imperceptible  impulses,  until  at 
lengtli  it  acquires  a  force  which  controls  with  irresistible  sway.    The* 
effects  of  salutary  or  pernicious  habits  operating  on  a  wliule  nation  are 
immense,  and  decide  its  rank  and  characu?r  in  the  world.

f  intelligent  mind  would  rejoice  in  the  establishment  of  an  insiti- 
mider  whose  auspices  the  youth  and  vigor  of  the  constitution 
be  renewed  with  each  successive  generation,  and  which  would 
to  secure  the  great  principles  of  freedom  and  happiness  against  the 
B  of  time  and  events. 

fcUowing  plan  is  formed  on  these  general  principles : 
That  it  is  the  indispensable  duty  of  every  nation  to  establish  all 
ryinstitutions  for  its  own  perfection  and  defence. 
,  That  it  is  a  capital  security  to  a  free  state  for  the  great  body  of 
iffe  to  possess  a  competent  knowledge  of  the  military  art. 
.  That  this  knowledge  cannot  be  attained  in  the  present  state  of 
',1mt  by  establishing  adequate  institutions  for  the  military  educa- 
jotth  ;  and  that  the  knowledge  acquired  therein  should  be  dif- 
foDiigfaout  the  community  by  the  principles  of  rotation. 
.  That  every  man  of  the  proper  age  and  ability  of  body  is  firmly 
>rihe  social  compact,  to  perform,  personally,  his  proportion' oi 
duty  for  the  defence  of  the  state. 

That  all  m«n  of  the  legal  military  age,  should  be  armed,  en- 
d  held  responsiblo  fiir  different  degrees  of  military  service. 
ily    That  agreeably  to  the  Constitution,  the  United  States  are 
jbr  org'aiiizing,  arming,  and  disciplining  the  militia, 
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g>V)emiiig  such  part  of  them  as  may  be  employed  in  the  service  of  the 
nited  States,  reserving  to  the  States,  respectively,  the  appointment  of 
the  officers,  and  the  authority  of  training  the  militia  according  to  the 
discipline  prescribed  by  Congress. 

THE  PLAN. 

The  period  of  life  on  which  military  service  shall  be  required  of  the 
citi^ns  of  the  TTnited  States,  to  commence  at  eighteen,  and  terminate  at 
the  age  of  sixty  years. 

lliemen  comprehended  by  this  description,  exclusive  of  such  ezcq»- 
tions  as  the  Legislatures  of  the  respective  States  may  think  proper  1o 
nudce,  and  all  actual  mariners,  shall  be  enrolled  for  different  degrees  of 
iQxUtaxy  duty,  and  divided  into  three  distinct  classes. 

The  first  class  shall  comprehend  the  youth  of  eighteen,  nineteen,  and 
twenty  years  of  age,  to  be  denominated  the  advanced  corps. 

The  second  class  shall  include  the  men  from  twenty -one  to  forty-five 
years  of  age,  to  be  denominated  the  main  corps. 

The  thud  class  shall  comprehend,  inclusively,  the  men  from  fi>rty-six 
to  sixty  years  of  age,  to  be  denominated  the  reserved  corps. 

All  the  militia  of  the  United  States  shall  assume  the  form  of  the  l^km, 
which  shall  be  the  permanent  establishment  thereof 

A  legion  shall  consist  of  one  hundred  and  fifty-three  commisnoiied 
officers,  and  two  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty  non-commimoned 
officers  and  privates,  formed  in  the  following  manner : 

1.  T/ie  legionary  stc^. — One  legionary,  or  major  general ;  two  aids-de- 
camp of  the  rank  of  major,  one  of  whom  to  be  tlie  Iceionary  quartermaster ; 
one  inspector  and  deputy  adjutant  general,  of  the  rank  of  lieutenant 
co.kmel ;  one  chaplain. 

2.  The  brigade  staff. — One  brigadier  general ;  one  brigade  inspectori  to 
serve  as  an  aid-de-camp. 

3.  The  regimental  staff. — One  lieutenant  colonel  commandant;  t«o 
maiors ;  one  adjutant ;  one  paymaster,  or  agent ;  one  quartermaster. 

4.  T\do  brigades  of  infantry. — Each  brigade  of  two  regiments ;  each  re- 
giment of  eight  companies,  forming  two  battalions ;  each  company  of  f 
captain,  lieutenant,  ensign,  six  sergeants,  one  drum,  one  fife,  and  sixty* 
£)ur  rank  and  file. 

6.  Two  companies  of  riflemen. — Each  company  to  have  a  captain,  lies- 
tenant,  ensign,  six  sergeants,  a  bugle-horn,  one  drum,  and  sixty-fi)ur  rank 
and  file. 

6.  A  battalion  of  artillery. — Consisting  of  four  companies,  each  to  havft 
a  captain,  captain-lieutenant,  one  lieutenant,  six  sergeants,  twelve  artifi- 
cers, and  fifty-two  rank  and  file. 

7.  A  squadron  of  cavalry. — Consisting  of  two  troops,  each  troop  to  bMf 
a  captain,  two  lieutenants,  a  cornet,  six  sergeants,  one  farrier,  one  saddler^ 
one  trumpeter,  and  sixty-four  dragoons. 

In  case  the  whole  number  of  the  advanced  corps  in  any  State  shoidd 
be  insufficient  to  form  a  legion  of  this  extent,  yet  the  component  pailii 
must  be  preserved,  and  tlic  reduction  proportioned,  as  iiearly  as  may  be, 
to  each  part. 

The  companies  of  all  the  corps  shall  be  divided  into  sections  of  twdve 
each.    It  is  proposed  by  this  division  to  establish  one  umfoim  vital  prin« 
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aple,irt)kb,{a  peace  and -war,  shall  pervade  the  militia  of  the  Unitecl 

AU  lequisitions  fi>r  Txien  to  form  an  army,  either  for  State  or  federal  pur- 
poses, shall  be  furnished  by  the  advancea  and  main  corps,  by  means  of 
the  sectioiis. 

TTic  Eiecutive  Government,  or  commander-in-chief  of  the  militia  of 
each  State,  will  assess  the  nimibers  required  on  the  respective  legions  of 
tbcsscoips. 

He  iq^onaiy  general  will  direct  the  proportions  to  be  furnished  by 
etcbjHTt  of  his  command.    Should  the  aemand  be  so  great  as  to  require 
flwnan  fiom  each  section,  then  the  operation  hereby  directed  shall  be 
jNrfbimed  by  single  sections.    But  if  a  less  number  should  be  required| 
they  will  be  furnished  by  an  association  of  sections  or  companies,  accord- 
ing to  the  demand.     In  any  case,  it  is  probable  that  mutual  convenience 
may  dictate  an  agreement  with  an  individual  to  perform  the  service  re- 
qi:uffed.    If,  however,  no  agreement  can  be  made,  one  must  be  detached 
by  an  indiscnminate  draught,  and  the  others  shall  pay  him  a  sum  of 
money  equal  to  the  averaged  sum  which  shall  be  paid  m  the  same  legion 
fertile  voluntary  performance  of  the  service  required. 

Id  case  any  sections,  or  companies  of  a  legion,  ailer  having  furnished 
its  own  quota,  should  have  more  men  willing  to  engage  for  the  service 
nqnired,  other  companies  of  the  same  legion  shall  haVe  pennissloH  to 
engage  them.    The  same  rule  to  extend  to  the  different  legions  in  the 

The  keionary  general  must  be  responsible  to  the  commander-in-chief 
of  themifitia  of'^the  State,  that  the  men  furnished  are  according  to  the  de- 
fiomiioD,  and  that  they  are  equipped  in  the  manner,  and  inarched  to  ihp 
rRMOfous,  conformably  to  the  orders  for  that  purpose. 

The  men  who  may  be  draughted  shall  not  serve  more  than  three  years 
at  one  time. 

The  reserved  coipa,  being  destined  for  the  domestic  defence  of  the  State, 
Ml  not  be  obliged  to  fiirnish  men,  excepting  in  cases  of  actual  invasion 
or  KMion,  and  then  the  men  required  «hall  be  furnished  by  means  of 
the  sections. 

The  actual  commissioned  officers  of  the  respective  corps  shall  not  be 
indiided  in  the  sections,  nor  in  any  of  the  operations  thereof. 

The  respective  States  shall  be  divided  into  portions  or  districts,  each  of 
^rUch  to  contain,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  some  complete  part  of  a  legion. 

dvcry  citizen  of  the  United  States,  who  shall  serve  his  country  in  the 
fi<U,fir  the  space  of  one  year,  either  as  an  officer  or  soldier,  shall,  if  under 
the  ap  of  twenty -one  years,  be  exempted  from  the  service  required  in  the 
*™ieed  corps.     If  he  shall  be  above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  then 
^^^yetr  he  shall  so  serve  in  the  field  shall  be  estimated  as  equal  to  six 
yBwa' senrice  in  the  main  or  reserved  corps,  and  shall  accordingly  exempt 
him  fiom  every  service  therein  for  the  said  term  of  six  years,  except  in 
cases  o/acmal  invasion  of  or  rebellion  within  the  State  m  which  he  re- 
sides,   ^nd  it  shall  also  be  a  permanent  establishment,  that  six  y^axs' 
•ctual  service  in  the  field  shall  entirely  free  every  citizen  flrom  any  further 
teMids  of  service,  either  in  the  militia  or  in  the  fi^ld,  unless  in  caises  of 
itmsioB  or  rebellion. 

AU  actual  mariners  or  seamen,  in  the  respective  States,  shall  be  regis- 
ta>ed  in  districts,  and  divided  into  two  classes;  the  first  class  to  consbil 
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of  aU  the  seamen,  from  the  age  of  sixteen  to  thirty  years,  inclusively ;  the 
aecond  class  to  consist  of  all  those  of  tlie  age  of  tiiirty-one  to  forty-five 
inclusively. 

The  first  class  shall  be  responsible  to  serve  three  years  on  board  of  somi 
public  armed  vessel  or  ship  of  war,  as  a  commissioned  ofiicer,  wanan 
officer,  or  private  mariner ;  for  which  service,  they  shall  receive  the  cus 
tomary  wages  and  emoluments. 

But  should  the  State  not  demand  the  said  three  ycars^  service  duriDj 
the  above  period,  from  the  age  of  sixteen  to  thirty  years,  then  the  party  ti 
be  exempted  entirely  therefrom. 

The  person  so  serving  shall  receive  a  certificate  of  his  service,  on  parch 
ment,  according  to  the  form  which  sliall  be  directed,  which  shall  exemp 
him  from  any  other  than  voluntary  ser\dce,  unless  on  such  exigencies  a 
mw  require  the  services  of  all  the  members  of  the  community. 

The  second  class  shall  be  responsible  for  a  proposition  of  service  in  tho» 
cases  to  which  the  first  class  shall  be  unequal. 

The  numbers  required  shall  be  furnished  by  sections,  in  the  same  man 
ner  as  is  prescribed  for  the  sections  of  the  militia. 

OF  THE  ADl'ANCKD  COm'S. 

The  advanced  corps  are  designed,  not  only  as  a  school,  in  which  the 
youth  of  the  United  States  are  to  be  instructed  in  the  art  ol  war,  bu 
they  are,  in  all  cases  of  exigence,  to  serve  as  an  actual  defence  to  th< 
community. 

The  whole  of  the  armed  corps  shall  be  clotlied  according  to  the  man 
ner  hereafter  directed,  armed  and  subsisted,  at  the  expense  of  the  Unitn 
States ;  and  all  the  youth  of  the  said  corps  y  in  each  State,  shall  be  en 
caniped  together,  if  practicable,  or  by  legions ;  which  encampments  shal 
be  d!enominated  the  annual  camps  of  discipline. 

The  youth  of  eighteen  and  nineteen  years  shall  be  disciplined  for  thirt; 
days  successively  in  each  year ;  and  those  of  twenty  years  shall  be  dis 
ciplined  only  for  ten  days  in  each  year,  which  shall  be  the  last  ten  dayi 
of  the  annual  encampments. 

The  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  are  not  to  receive  any  pa; 
during  the  said  time ;  but  the  commissioned  officers  will  receive  the  pq 
of  their  relative  ranks,  agreeably  to  the  federal  establishment  for  the  tun 
being. 

In  order  that  the  plan  shall  effectually  answer  the  end  proposed,  the  Is 
day  of  January  shall  be  the  fLxed  period,  for  all  who  attain  the  age  o 
eighteen  years  in  any  part  or  during  tlie  course  of  each  year,  to  be  enioU 
ed  in  the  advanced  corps,  and  to  take  the  necessary  oaths  to  perform,  pa 
sonally,  such  legal  miUtary  service  as  may  be  directed,  for  the  fall  m^ 
complete  term  of  three  years,  to  be  estimated  from  the  time  of  entrano 
into  the  said  corps ;  and  also  to  take  an  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  State,  an 
lo  the  United  States. 

The  commanding  officer,  or  general  of  tlie  advanced  legions  of  the  difl 
trict,  shall  regulate  the  manner  of  the  scr\ace  of  tiie  youth,  respectivirij 
whether  it  shall  be  in  the  infantry,  artillery,  or  cavalry ;  but  afler  havilii 
entered  into  either  of  them,  no  change  should  be  allowed. 

l^h  individual,  at  his  first  joining  tlie  annual  camns  of  discipline,  wil 
receive  complete  arms  and  accoutrements,  all  of  which,  previoudy  to  bk 
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bang  ^schaxged  fram   the  said  camps,  he  must  return  to  the  regimental 

quaitermasier,  on  the   penalty  of dollars,  or month^'  im- 

friaonmeut 

The  said  amis  and  accoutrements  shall  be  marked  in  yme  conspicuous 
pbcevith  the  letters  M.  U.  S.  And  all  sales  or  purchases  of  any  of  said 
anoB  or  accoutrements  shall  be  severely  punished  according  to  law. 

And  each  individual  shall,  also,  on  his  first  entrance  into  the  advanced 

ooipByjeceive  the  following  clothing :  one  hat,  one  uniform  short  coat,  one 

wsilooat,  and  one  pair  of  overalls,  which  he  shall  retain  in  his  own  pos- 

jeaioD,  and  for  which  he  shall  be  held  accountable,  and  be  compelled  to 

inboeall  deficiencies  during  his  service  in  the  annual  camps  of  discipline. 

lliose  who  shall  serve  in  the  cavalry  shall  be  at  the  expense  ortheir 

own  horses,  and  uniform  helmets,  and  horse  furniture ;  but  they  shall 

lecdve  forage  for  their  horses,  swords,  pistols,  and  clothing,  equal  in  value 

«>thein&ntr\^ 

Mthe  age  of  twenty-one  years,  every  individual  having  served  in  the 

TDanneT  and  for  the  time  prescribed  shall  receive  an  honorary  certificate 

thereof,  on  parchment,  and  signed  by^  the  legionary  general  and  inspector. 

The  names  of  all  persons  to  whom  such  certificates  shall  be  given  shall 

beidiiy  registered  in  books  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose. 

And  the  said  certificate,  or  an  attested  copy  of  the  register  aforesaid, 
siiall  be  required  as  an  indispensable  qualification  for  exercising  any  of 

tbe  rights  of  a  free  citizen,  until  ailer  the  a^  of years. 

The  advanced  legions,  in  all  cases  of  invasion  or  rebellion,  shall,  on 
i«t|iu»tion  of  lawful  authority,  be  obliged  to  march  to  any  place  within 
the  United  States ;  to  remain  imbodied  for  such  time  as  shall  be  directed, 
not  to  exceed  one  year,  to  be  computed  from  the  time  of  marching  from 
Ihe regimental  parades,  during  the  period  of  their  being  on  such  service; 
to  be  placed  on  the  continental  establishment  of  pay,  subsistence,  clothinff, 
bngdj  tents,  camp  equipage,  and  all  such  other  allowances  as  are  msde. 
to  £e  federal  troops,  at  the  same  time,  and  under  the  same  circum- 


If  the  military  service  so  required  shall  be  for  such  a  short  period  as  to 
render  an  actual  issue  of  clothing  unnecessary,  then  an  allowance  should 
be  made  in  proportion  to  the  annual  cost  of  clothing  for  the  federal  soldier, 
aooording  to  estimates  to  be  furnished  for  that  purpose  from  the  War  Ofiice 
of  the  United  States. 

In  case  the  legions  of  the  advanced  corps  should  march  to  any  place  in 

ttnequence  of  a  requisition  of  the  General  (iovemment,  all  legal  and 

1*|er  expenses  of  such  march  shall  be  paid  by  the  United  States.    But 

vidd  they  be  imbodied  and  march  in  consequence  of  an  order  derived 

te  die  authority  of  the  State  to  which  they  belong,  and  for  State  pur- 

Mtjtheu  the  expenses  will  be  borne  by  the  State. 

Hm  advanced  corps  shall  be  constituted  on  such  principles  that,  when 

completed,  it  will  Mceive  one-third  part,  and  discharge  one-third  part  of 

its  mimbers  annually.    By  this  arrangement,  two-thirds  of  the  corps  will 

^a/J  tones  be  considerably  discipline ;  but  as  it  will  only  receive  those 

<xf  c%faceen  years,  it  will  not  be  completed  until  the  third  year  after  its  in- 

s&ntion.     Those  who  have  already  attained  the  ages  of  nineteen  and 

tventjr  rears  will,  in  the  first  instance,  be  enrolled  in  the  main  corps. 

Bat  one-half  of  the  legionary  ofiicers  to  be  appointed  the  first,  and  the 
<Afa  the  second  y«&r  of  the  establishment. 
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The  ^kffie^rs  of  each  grade  in  the  States,  respectively,  shall  be  dinidod' 
uplO'lfiiee  classes,  which  shall  by  lot  be  numbered  one,  two,  lUQld^thlM; 
and  one  of  the  said  classes,  according  to  their  numbers,  shall  he  demgql 
ey^&ef  thiid  yei^  In  the  first  period  of  nine  years  one-third  part  viU'lnvtt' 
10  serve  tfiiee,  one-third  part  six,  and  one-third  part  nine  years ;  bul  aAlir 
the  sfdd  first  period,  the  several  classes  will  serve  nine  years,  which  mil 
be  the  limitation  of  service  by  virtue  of  the  same  appointment ;  and  in 
such  cases  where  there  may  not  be  three  officers  of  the  same  gradOi  tlis 
limitation  of  nine  years'  service  shall  be  observed.  All  vacancies  oeetr 
sioned  by  the  aforesaid  derangements,  or  any  casualties,  shall  be  immecU- 
atehr  filled  by  new  appointments. 

The  captains  and  subalterns  of  the  advanced  corps  shall  not  be  less  than 
twen^-one,  nor  more  than  thirty-five ;  and  the  field  officers  shall  not  ex- 
ceed rarty-five  years  of  age. 

Each  company,  battalion,  and  regiment,  shall  have  a  fixed  parade,  or 
place  at  which  to  assemble.  The  companies  shall  assemble  at  their  own 
parade,  and  march  to  the  parade  of  the  battalion,  and  the  battalions  to  the 
regimental  parade;  and,  when  thus  imbodied,the  regiment  will  nuizch  to 
the  rendezvous  of  the  legion.  Every  commanding  officer  of  a  c(HD{Maiy» 
battalion,  and  regiment,  will  be  accountable  to  his  superior  officer  that  his 
command  is  in  the  most  perfect  order. 

The  officers  to  receive  subsistence  money  in  lieu  of  provisions,.ia  pro- 
portion to  their  respective  grades;  and  those  whose  duties  require  tnem 
to  be  on  horseback  will  receive  forage  in  the  same  proportion. 

Every  legion  must  have  a  chaplain,  of  respectable  talents  and  chaneler, 
who,  beside  his  religious  functions,  should  impress  on  the  minds  of  Ilia 
youths,  at  stated  periods,  in  concise  discourses,  the  eminent  advantagas 
of  fiee  governments  to  the  happiness  of  society,  and  that  such  govern- 
ments can  only  be  supported  by  the  knowledge,  spirit,  and  virtuous  con- 
duct of  the  youth ;  to  be  illustrated  by  the  most  conspicuous  examples  of 
history. 

No  amusements  should  be  admitted  in  camp  but  those  which  correspond- 
with  war — ^the  swimming  of  men  and  horses,  running,  wrestling,  and 
such  other  exercises  as  should  render  the  body  flexible  and  vigorous. 

The  camps  should,  if  possible,  be  formed  near  a  river,  and  remote  fioift 
large  cities.  The  first  is  necessary  for  the  practice  of  the  manoeuviea; 
the  second  to  avoid  the  vices  of  populous  places. 

The  time  of  the  annual  encampments  shall  be  divided  into  six  peitB  oc 
periods,  of  five  days  each ;  the  first  of  which  shall  be  occupied  in  atC^ni- 
ring  the  air,  attitudes,  and  first  principles  of  a  soldier;  the  second,  in  lean- 
ing the  manual  exercise,  and  to  march  individually,  and  in  small  squadm- ' 
the  third  and  fourth,  in  exercising  and  manceuvring  in  detail,  and  by  bgl-  ' 
talions  and  regiments;  in  the  fifth,  the  youth  of  twenty  having  been  die- 
ciplined  during  the  two  preceding  annual  encampments  are  to  be  inclndeo.- 
This  period  is  to  be  employed  in  the  exercise  and  tactics  of  the  l^iqn|.0r». 
ii  more  than  one,  in  executing  the  grand  manoeuvres  of  the  whole  body«r- 
marching,  attacking,  and  defending,  in  various  forms,  difiereut  grofindf- 
wd  positions ;  in  fine,  in  representing  all  the  real  images  of  war,  ezceplf  ' 
iiig  the  effusion  of  blood. 

The  guards,  and  every  other  circumstance  of  the  camp,  to  be  peibdiff 
XMolated. 
iBach  State  will  determine  on  the  season  in  which  its  respective  aim^tf^ 
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eacflimimfnts  shall  lie  ftnied,  so  as  best  to  suit  the  healtli  pf  the  n^en  ^md 
thfiniien\  'wm^^Ss^ iff^  society.

llMie  officers  will  be  essential  to  the  uniformity,  economy,  and  efficacy 
of  Ae  system ;  to  be  appointed  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  ^e  Constitu- 
000  of  the  United  States. 

Dte  quartermaster  general  shall  be  responsible  to  tlie  United  States  for 
(he  pibUc  property  of  every  species  delivered  to  him  for  the  annual  camps 
of  diflcipline ;  and  his  deputy  in  each  State  shall  be  responsible  to  him. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  annual  camps  of  discipline,  the  deputy 
qostlemaster  will  make  regular  issues  to  the  legioneuy  or  regimental 
qumenDasteis^  as  the  case  may  be,  of  all  the  articles  of  every  species  pro- 
vided by  the  United  States. 

Tlie  lecum  for  the  said  articles  to  be  examined  and  certified  by  the 
highest  l^ionary  or  regimental  officer,  as  the  case  may  be,  who  shsdl  be 
/laqxMisibJe  for  the  accuracy  tliereof. 

At  the  expiration  of  the  annual  camps  of  discipline,  all  public  pnoperty 
idodiiiig  excepted)  shall  be  returned  to  the  deputy  quartermaster  of  the 
Sua,  Who  shall  hold  the  legionary  quartermaster  accountable  for  all  de< 
All  the  apparatus  and  property  so  returned  shall  be  carefiilly 
repaired,  and  deposited  in  a  magazine,  to  be  provided  in  each 

StMslbr  that  purpose,  under  the  charge  of  die  said  deputy  quartermaster^ 

uiid  the  ensuing  annual  encampment,  or  any  occasion  which  may  render 

>iinr  issue  necessary. 

Coipoieal  punishments  shall  never  be  infficted  in  the  annual  camps  of 
iisdpUne ;  but  a  system  of  fines  and  imprisonment  shall  be  formed  for 

to  Rgular  government  of  said  camps. 

OF  THE  MAIN  CORPS. 

As  the  main  and  reserved  corps  are  to  be  replenished,  by  the  principle^ 
<tf  rotation,  firom  the  advanced  corps,  and  ultimately  to  consist  of  men  who 
kMi  peceived  their  military  education  therein,  it  is  proper  that  one  uniform 
«Ba§ement  should  pervade  the  several  classes. 

It  is  for  this  reason  the  legion  is  established,  as  the  common  form  of  all 
tbe  «■!•  of  the  mihtia. 

"na  main  legions,  consisting  of  the  great  majority  of  the  men  of  the- 
nuitey  1^,  wiU  form  the  principal  defence  of  the  country. 

Tliey  ire  to  be  responsible  for  their  proportion  of  men,  to  form  an  army 
irAeaefer  necessity  shall  dictate  the  measure ;  and,  on  every  sudden  oc- 
cukm,  to  which  the  advance  corps  shall  be  incompetont,  an  adeqiutte 
BQiQtN9'«f  non-conunissioned  officers  and  privates  shall  be  added  thereto 
^om  Che  main  corps,  by  means  of  the  sections. 

The  main  corps  will  be  perfectly  armed  in  the  first  instance,  and  will 
pnctise  the  exercise  and  manoeuvres  four  days  in  each  year ;  and  will 
^'fuahk  in  their  respective  districts,  by  companies,  battalions^  xegimentSy 
«  hSMf^  if  s/iaii  be  directed  by  the  legjomoy  general ;  but  it  vdmbi  be  a 
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fixed  rale  that,  in  the  populous  parts  of  the  States,  the  legiments  mu 
assemble  once  annually,  and  the  legions  once  in  three  years. 

Although  die  main  corps  cannot  acquire  a  great  degree  of  milits 
knowledge  in  the  few  days  prescribed  for  its  annual  exercise,  yet  by  ti 
constant  accession  of  the  youth  IBrom  the  advanced  corps,  it  will  soon  ooi 
mand  respect  for  its  discipline  as  well  as  its  numbers. 

When  the  youth  are  transferred  from  the  advance  corps,  they  shall  i 
variably  join  the  flank  companies,  the  cavalry,  or  artillery  of  the  mi 
corps,  according  to  the  nature  of  their  former  services. 

OF  THE  RESERVED  CORPS. 

The  reserved  corps  will  assemble  only  twice  annually,  for  the  inspi 
tion  of  arms,  by  companies,  battalions,  or  regiments,  as  shall  be  diiecl 
hy  each  State.  It  will  assemble  by  legions,  wlienever  the  defence  of  t 
•State  may  render  the  measure  necessary. 

Such  are  the  propositions  of  tlie  plan,  to  which  it  may  be  necessary 
add  some  explanations. 

Although  the  substantial  political  maxim,  which  requires  personal  s 
vice  of  all  the  members  of  the  community  for  the  defence  of  the  state 
obligatory  under  all  forms  of  society,  and  is  the  main  pillar  of  a  6ee  Go 
^emment,  yet  the  degrees  thereof  may  vary  at  the  different  periods  of  li: 
•consistently  with  the  general  welfare.  The  public  convenience  may  al 
'dictate  a  relaxation  of  the  general  obligation,  as  it  respects  the  princi] 
nu^strates  and  the  ministers  of  justice  and  of  religion,  and  perhaps  aoi 
leligious  sects.  But  it  ought  to  be  remembered,  that  the  measures  of  i 
tional  importance  never  should  be  fnistrated  by  the  accommodation 
individuals. 

The  military  age  has  generally  commenced  at  sixteen,  and  termina] 
at  the  age  of  sixty  years  ;  but  the  youth  of  sixteen  do  not  commonly 
^n  such  a  degree  of  robust  strength  as  to  enable  them  to  sustain,  wi 
•out  injury,  the  hardships  incident  to  the  field  ;  therefore  the  commeo 
ment  of  military  service  is  herein  fixed  at  eighteen,  and  the  terminatii 
-as  usual,  at  sixty  years  of  age. 

As  the  plan  proposes  that  the  militia  shall  be  divided  into  three  capi 
classes,  and  that  each  class  shall  be  formed  into  legions,  the  reasons 
which  shall  be  given  in  succession. 

The  advance  corps  and  annual  camps  of  discipline  are  instituted 
order  to  introduce  an  operative  military  spirit  in  the  community ;  to  esti 
lish  a  course  of  honorable  military  service,  which  will  at  the  same  ti 
mould  the  minds  of  tlie  young  men  to  a  due  obedience  of  the  laws ; 
irtruct  them  in  the  art  of  war ;  and,  by  the  manly  exercise  of  the  fie 
form  a  race  of  hardy  citizens,  equal  to  the  dignified  task  of  defending  tk 
<x>untry. 

An  examination  into  the  employments  and  obligations  of  the  individn 
composing  the  society,  will  evince  the  impossibility  of  diffusing  an  ai 

auate  knowledge  of  the  art  of  war  by  any  other  means  than  a  couiM 
iscipline,  during  the  period  of  non-age.  The  time  necessary  to  acqa 
this  important  knowledge  cannot  be  afforded  at  any  other  period  of  li 
with  so  little  injury  to  the  public  or  private  interests. 

Without  descending  to  minute  distinctions,  the  body  of  the  people 
the  United  States  may  be  divided  into  two  parts :  the  yeomanry  of  t 
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ndthe  men  of  various  employments  resident  in  towns  and  cities. 
nts  it  is  usual  for  the  male  children,  from  the  age  of  fourteen  to 
le  yeais,  to  learn  some  trade  or  employment,  under  the  direction 
It  or  master.

No  evil  would  result,  if  the  establishment  of  the  advanced  corps  i 
be  omitted  in  such  districts  for  a  few  years.  Besides,  the  forb«un 
this  respect  would  lessen  the  expense,  and  render  the  institution 
compatiole  with  the  public  finances. 

The  several  State  Legislatures,  therefore,  as  best  understandin] 
local  interests,  might  be  invested  with  a  discretionary  power  to  on 
enrolments  for  the  advanced  corps  in  such  of  their  frontier  and  thii 
habited  counties  as  they  may  judge  proper. 

If  the  niunber  of  three  milUons  may  be  assumed  as  the  total  nun 
inhabitants  within  the  United  States,  half  a  million  may  be  dm 
therefrom  for  blacks ;  and,  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  ideas,  anothf 
million  may  be  deducted  on  aocount  of  the  thinly  settled  paits  • 
country. 

The  proportion  of  men  of  the  military  age,  from  eighteen  to  sixty 
inclusively,  of  two  millions  of  people,  of  all  ages  and  sexes,  may  fc 
mated  at  four  hundred  thousand.  There  may  be  deducted  from  this 
ber,  as  actual  mariners,  about  fifly  thousand,  and  a  further  num 
twenty 'five  thousand,  to  include  exempts  of  religious  sects,  and  of 
other  sort  which  the  respective  States  may  think  proper  to  make. 

Three  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand,  therefore,  may  be  asi 
as  the  number  of  operative  fencible  men  to  compose  the  militia.

Thus,  for  a  sum  less  dian  four  hundred  thousand  dollars  annually^ 
which,  apportioned  on  three  millions  of  {)eople,  would  be  little  moie  tUm 
one-eighth  of  a  dollar  each,  an  energetic  republican  militia  may  be  dura- 
bly established  ;  the  invaluable  principles  of  liberty  secured  and  perpetu- 
ated ',  and  a  dignified  national  fabric  erected  on  the  solid  foundation  of 
public  virtue. 

The  main  and  reserv'ed  corps  must  be  perfectly  organized  in  the  first 
instance,  but  the  advanced  corps  will  not  be  completed  until  the  thild 
year  of  its  institution.  '  ' 

The  combination  of  troops,  of  various  descriptions,  into  one  body,  so  as 
to  invest  it  with  the  highest  and  greatest  number  of  powers,  in  every 
possible  situation,  has  long  been  a  subject  of  discussion  and  difference  of' 
opinion.  But  no  other  form  appears  so  well  to  have  sustained  the  crite- 
non  of  time  and  severe  examination,  as  the  Roman  legion.  This  formi- 
dable organization,  accommodated  to  the  purposes  of  modern  war,  still 
ietains  its  original  energy  and  superiority.  Of  the  ancients,  Polybiut 
and  Yegetius  have  described  and  given  the  highest  encomiums  of  the 
legion.  The  former,  particularly,  in  his  comparative  view  of  the  advan- 
tages and  disadvantages  of  the  Macedonian  and  Roman  arms,  and  their 
respective  orders  of  battle,  has  left  to  mankind  an  instructive  and  impor** 
tant  legacy.  Of  the  modems,  the  illustrious  Mareschal  Saxc  has  modelled 
the  legion  for  the  use  of  firearms,  and  strenuously  urges  its  adoption,  inf 
preference  to  any  other  form.  And  the  res{)ectablc  and  intelligent  vetem^ 
fate  inspector  general  of  the  armies  of  the  United  States,  recommends  the 
adoption  of  the  legion.* 

"  Upon  a  review,^'  says  he, "  of  all  the  military  of  Europe,  there  does 
not  appear  to  be  a  single  fonn  which  could  be  safely  adopted  by  the 
United  States.  They  are  unexceptionably  different  from  each  other,  and, 
like  all  other  human  institutions,  seem  to  have  started  as  much  out  of  ac-   -

The  artillery  and  its  numerous  appendages,  arms,  and  accoutrements 
of  every  kind,  and  all  species  of  ammunition,  ought  to  be  manufitetuted 
within  the  United  States.  It  is  of  high  importance  that  the  present  pStioi 
should  be  embraced  to  establish  adequate  institutions  to  produce  the  ne- 
cessary apparatus  of  war. 

It  is  unworthy  the  dignity  of  a  rising  and  free  empire  to  depend  on 
foreign  and  fortuitous  supplies  of  the  essential  means  of  defence. 

The  clothing  for  the  troops  could,  with  ease,  be  manu&ctured  withih 
the  United  States,  and  the  establishment  in  that  respect  would  tend  to  the 
encouragement  of  important  manu&ctories. 

The  disbursements  made  in  each  State  for  the  rations,  forage,  and  olher 
necessary  articles  for  the  annual  camps  of  discipline,  would  most  bttiefi- 
cially  circulate  the  money  arising  from  the  public  revenue. 

The  local  circumstances  of  the  United  States,  their  numerous  seMiorts, 
and  the  protection  of  their  commerce,  require  a  naval  armament.  Hence 
the  necessity  of  the  proposed  plan,  embracing  the  idea  of  the  States  ob- 
taining men  on  republican  princiirfes,  for  the  marine  as  well  as  the  land 
service.  But  one  may  be  accomplished  with  much  greater  fecility  than 
the  other,  as  the  preparation  of  a  soldier  for  the  field  requires  a  dcnrce  of 
discipline  which  cannot  be  learned  without  much  time  and  labor ;  i^beieis, 
the  common  course  of  sea  service  on  board  of  merchant  vessels  diffsM  but 
little  from  the  service  required  on  board  of  armed  ships ;  theiefcve,  the 
education  for  war,  in  this  respect,  will  be  obtained  without  any  expense 
to  the  state.  All  that  seems  to  be  requisite  on  the  head  of  marine  service 
is,  that  an  efficient  regulation  should  be  established  in  the  respective 
States  to  register  all  actual  seamen,  and  to  render  those  of  a  certain  ag§ 
amenable  to  the  public  for  personal  service,  if  demanded  within  a  gives 
period. 

The  constitutions  of  the  respective  States,  and  of  the  United  S(atai| 
having  directed  the  modes  in  which  the  officers  of  the  militia  shall  be  %. 
pointed,  no  alteration  can  be  made  therein.   Although  it  may  be  suppeail 
that  some  modes  of  appointment  are  better  calculated  than  otners  to  mt(0li 
the  highest  propriety  of  conduct,  yet  there  are  none  so  defective  as  to  svM' 
Bs  a  sufficient  reason  for  rejecting  an  efficient  S3rstem  for  the  militia.    It  ii  .' 
certain  that  the  choice  of  officers  is  die  point  on  which  the  reputation  Mjl^  : 
importance  of  a  corps  must  depend.    Therefore,  every  person  who  nii^  ^ 
be  concerned  in  the  appointment  should  consider  himself  as  rrapokidHr  , 
CO  his  country  for  a  proper  choice. 

The  wiisdom  of  the  States  will  be  manifested  by  inducing  those  citMHI  .

law,  and  such  orders  as  they  shall,  from  time  to  time,  receive  from  the 
conunander-in-chicf  of  the  State  ;  to  make  reninis  to  the  adjutant  general 
of  the  State  at  least  once  in  cver^^  year,  of  the  militia  of  the  bri^de  to 
which  .he  belongs,  reporting  therein  the;  artnal  situation  of  the  arms, 
accoutrements,  and  ammunition  of  the  several  corps,  and  every  other 
thing,  which,  in  his  judgment,  may  relate  to  their  government  and  the 
general  advancement  of  good  order  and  military  discipline  ;  and  the  ad- 
jutant general  shall  make  a  return  of  all  the  militia  of  the  State,  to  the 
commander-in-chief  of  the  said  State,  and  a  duplicate  of  the  same  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States. 

And  whereas  sundry  corps  of  artillery,  cavalry,  and  infantry,  now  exist 
in  several  of  the  said  States,  which,  by  the  laws,  customs,  or  usages 
thereof,  have  not  been  incorporated  with,  or  subject  to,  the  general  regu- 
lations of  the  militia : 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  furtlier  enacted^  That  such  corps  retain  their  accus- 
tomed privileges,  subject,  nevertheless,  to  all  other  duties  required  by  this 
act  in  like  manner  with  the  other  militia. 

Approved  May  8, 1792.

of  the  same  before  Congress,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  Febiwyy 
annually.  v 

Sec.  2.  A^id  be  it  furthci'  enacted,  That  every  critizen,  duly  enrolled  ill' < 
the  militia,  shall  be  constantly  provided  with  anus,  accoutrements,  wJkt' 
ammunition,  agreeably  to  the  direction  of  the  said  act,  from  and  after llB  * 
shall  be  duly  notified  of  his  enrolment;  and  any  notice  or  warning  to  ^^ 
citizens  so  enrolled,  to  attend  a  company,  battalion,  or  regimental  mnsttf'r: 
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;  txflimi^p,  vrluch  shall  be  according  to  the  laws  of  the  State  in  which  it 
\  men  m  that  purpose,  shall  be  deemed  a  legal  notice  of  his  enrolment. 
8sG.  3.  And  be  it  furihet-  enacted^  That,  in  addition  to  the  officers  pM- 
rided  fcr  bjr  tiie  said  act,  there  shall  be  to  the  militia  of  each  State  one 
^nartermasier-geucral ,  to  each  brigade  one  quartermaster  of  brigade,  and 
to  each  n^^ent  cue  chaplain.

REORGANIZATION  OF  TUE  MIUTIA. 
(Cotomii mealed  tu  the  House  of  Representatives,  January  17,  1817.] 

Mr.  Hariuson  made  the  following  report : 

Tke  eooumt/ee  of  the  Hotise  of  Representatives^  to  w/iam  was  referred  so 
nmck  rf  the  President's  messanj^c  as  relates  to  the  reorganizaiion  and 
dud/Seaiion  of  t/w  militia,  and  the  report  of  the  acting  Secretary  of  War 
rftkt  13M  ultimo,  report  herewith  a  bill  for  that  purpose. 

The  organization  of  regiments,  brigades,  and  divisions,  has  been  adopted 
by  the  conunittee  in  opx)Osition  to  very  high  authority,  because  it  is  the 
QM^kh  has  heretotbre  been  used  ui  all  the  States,  and  because  it  ap- 
pnred  better  suited  to  the  tactics  of  the  present  day,  than  the  more  com- 
plez  system  of  the  legion  recommended  by  General  Knox  in  his  report  of 
1790. 

lliemode  of  classificution  contained  in  the  bill  has  been  frequently 

recommended  in  the  reports  of  committees  of  the  House,  and  in  those  of 

(be  Department  of  War.     The  efiects  of  this  plan  will  be  felt  only  when 

the  militia  are  called  into  the  service  of  tlie  United  States,  and  will  not 

affiBct  the  constitution  of  the  corps  as  it  now  exists,  for  the  ordinary  duties 

of  master  and  discipline.     The  advantages  of  a  system  that  will  bring 

into  die  same  corps,  for  the  duties  of  the  field,  men  of  the  same  a^  and 

yigotj  and  throw  the  burden  of  military  duty  upon  that  class  of  citizens 

who  would  be  enabled  to  perforiii  it  with  fewer  personal  sacrifices,  were 

the  motives  to  its  adoption.

In  Ae  performance  of  the  tluty  assigned  them,  the  committee  progressed 
tinis  6r  without  ditficulty ;  but  they  considered  their  task  as  barely  com- 
mcoced.  An  organization,  however  perfect,  is  but  a  single  step  toward 
the  desirable  object;  the  great  difficulty  to  be  encountered  is  the  appK^ 
Horn  of  a,  system  of  discipline,  or  military  instruction,  to  a  great  population 
w.meied  over  an  immense  territory. 

The  accomplishnient  of  this  object  at  once  is  evidently  not  within  the 
I»ver  of  the  Govermncnt.  To  instruct  the  present  militia  of  the  country 
is  any  useful  extent,  would  require  a  larger  portion  of  their  time  thAfi 
thef  can  possibly  spare  fix)m  the  duty  of  providing  for  their  ftmihsitf^ 
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unless  they  are  liberally  paid ;  to  pay  them,  would  absorb  all  the  resources 
of  the  nation.  The  sdtemative  appears  to  be,  to  direct  the  eflforts  of  the 
<3ovemment  to  instruct  such  a  portion  of  the  militia  as  their  means  will 
allow,  and  which  would  produce  the  most  beneficial  result  upon  the 
whole  mass,  leaving  to  the  effects  of  another  system  the  gradual  introduc- 
tion of  those  military  acquirements  which,  in  a  republican  Govemmenti  it 
is  so  essential  for  every  citizen  to  possess. 

Acting  upon  this  principle,  and  believing  that  the  instruction  which  it 
is  in  tlie  power  of  the  (Jovornmenl  to  give  would  be  more  usefully  be- 
stowed upon  the  wliole  of  the  officers  and  sergeants  of  the  militia  than  ' 
upon  any  particular  class,  the  sections  of  the  bill  which  relate  to  this  pait 
of  the  subject  have  been  adopted  by  the  committee.  They  have  also  con-  " 
sidered  it  to  be  proper  to  annex  some  estimate  of  the  annual  expense  of 
the  system  they  recommend. 

Although  it  may  be  considered  that,  by  presenting  a  bill  for  the  "  organ- 
ization and  classification  ■'  of  the  militia,  and  the  exposition  of  their  mo- 
tives which  accompany  it,  the  committee  have  performed  the  task  assigned 
them  by  the  resohition  under  which  they  jictcd,  they  have,  neverthdess, 
believed  it  to  be  their  duty  to  submit  some  further  views,  the  result  of  - 
their  deliberations  upon  this  imp<ntant  subject. 

This  course  may  be  more  excusable,  as  th«»  committee  liave  no  hesita- 
tion in  acknowledging  that  the  plan  embraced  by  the  }>ill  is  a  mere  expe- 
dient, a  choice  of  diiliculties ;  a  system  which,  altiiough  it  will  place  the    ■ 
militia  on  a  much  better  footing  than  they  have  bctbre  stood,  yet  it  is  not    - 
likely  to  produce  that  great  desideratum,  that  indispensable  requisite  in  a 
Government  constituted  like  ours,  tho  diffusion  of  a  military  spirit  and  ': 
military  information  throughout  the  great  mass  of  the  people.  '■ 

The  part  of  the  subject  which  still  remains  to  be  discussed,  will  behest  r- 
understood  by  dividing  it  into  two  distinct  projwsitions. 

1st  Is  it  desirable  that  the  whole  male  population  of  the  United  States, 
of  the  proper  age,  should  be  trained  to  the  use  of  arms,  so  as  to  supersede,  . 
under  any  circumstances,  the  neccjssity  of  a  standing  army!   2dly.  Is  it  «. 
practicable  ? 

The  solicitude  which  has  been  mani tested  by  the  great  men  who  have  \_ 
successively  filled  the  office  of  Chief  Magistrate  of  the  United  States,  fx  ^ 
the  adoption  of  a  system  of  military  discipline  for  the  militia  which  would  '  - 
produce  the  effect  contemplated  by  the  first  proposition,  sufficiently  man-  ^^ 
ifests  their  sense  of  its  imjwrtance.     The  subject  was  often  and  wanol^  . 
recommended  by  the  father  of  his  country ;  nud,  at  an  early  period  of  hil  ^ 
administration,  a  plan  for  the  purpose  was  proposed  by  the  Secretary  of 
War;  and,  being  corrected  agreeably  to  his  suggestions,  was  submitftBd  _ 
to  the  national  Ijegislaturc.    It  is  believed  that  objections  to  the  expense, 
and  supposed  difficulty  of  executing  this  plan,  and  not  to  its  object,  wm  i 
the  cause  of  its  being  rejected.     Is  the  opinion,  which  prevailed  at  tfait  l:

ty,"  is  the  proper  defence  of  a  government  constituted  like  ours?   Do  the  . 
events  of  the  late  war  show  that  discipline  is  not  necessary  for  the  militiA?  r 
or  does  the  present  aspect  of  tlie  political  world  afford  so  nmch  socnritir  l 
as  to  justify  the  indifference  wliich  prevails  in  providing  an  effectual  - 
JMiondl  deience  7 
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itsible  that  any  American  can  recur  to  many  of  the  events,  and 
ID  the  concluding  scenes,  of  the  late  war,  without  feeling  that 
rmind  whicli  a  rocollection  of  his  coimtry^s  glory  is  calculated 
There  are,  however,  others,  and  not  a  few,  that  are  eminently 
10  show  that  an  inmionse  sacrifice  of  blood  and  treasure  can  be 
need  to  the  want  of  discipline  in  the  militia.  The  glorious 
ich,  in  several  instances,  crowned  their  efforts,  was  the  result  of 
valor,  or  of  valor  united  with  the  advantage  of  a  position  suited 
cdiar  character.  The  greater  part  of  the  American  militia,  ac- 
torn  their  early  youth  to  the  use  of  firearms,  are,  doubtless,

Whatever  security  tliere  may  be  derived  from  tlieur  policy,  none 
inly  be  expected  from  their  forbearance,  whenever,  from  a  change 
ostanccs,  they  may  think  it  proper  to  change  their  policy.

)f  America  must,  then,  be  preserved,  as  they  were  won,  by  the 
discipline,  and  the  valor,  of  her  freeborn  sons. 
3  defence  of  our  country  against  a  foreign  enemy  does  not  con- 
c  only  (perhaps  not  the  chief)  motive  of  military  improvements 
tent  contemplated  by  tlie  proposition  we  are  considering.  The 
I  republic  depends  as  much  upon  the  equality  in  the  use  of  arms 
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among  its  citizens,  as  upon  the  equality  of  rights.  Nothing  can  be 
mpze  dangerous  in  such  a  government  than  to  have  a  knowledge  of  the 
military  art  confined  to  a  part  of  the  people :  for  sooner  or  later  that  part 
will  govern. 

The  effects  of  discipline  possessed  by  a  few,  to  control  numbers  with- 
out, is  to  be  seen  in  all  the  despotic  governments  of  modern,  as  well  as 
ancient  times. 

In  general,  however,  the  subjects  of  those  desjwtic  governments  which 
preserve  their  authority  by  standing  armies,  are  not  allowed  the  use  of 
arms ;  but  the  use  of  arms  is  not  alone  sufficient.  A  striking  cxampfe  of 
this  IS  to  be  foimd  in  one  of  the  Cirecian  republics :  tlie  Spartans  weie 
enabled,  by  the  force  of  discipline  alone,  to  keep  in  subjection  ibr  ages 
the  Helots,  and  other  ancient  inhabitants  of  Laconia.  These  men  weie 
not  only  allowed  the  use  of  arms,  but  upon  almost  rvery  occasion  formed 
the  greater  part  of  the  Lacedemonian  army ;  nor  were  they  deficient  in 
bravery ;  but  they  were  not  permitted  to  learn  that  admirable  discipline 
which  distinguished  the  oplitcs,  or  heavy  armed  infantr\',  of  Sparta. 

Another  important  consideration  urging  the  diffusion  of  a  military  spirit 
among  our  citizens,  is  the  counterix>ise  it  M'ill  afford  to  that  inordinate 
desire  of  wealth  which  seems  to  have  pervaded  the  whole  nation,  bringing 
with  it  habits  of  luxury,  manners,  and  principles  highly  unfitvorabie  to 
our  republican  institutions. 

The  first  effect  of  this  slate  of  society  is,  the  substitution  of  a  standing 
army  for  a  national  militia.    Upon  this  subject  the  coinmiltee  beg  leave  to 
make  a  quotation  from  the  rejwrt  of  General  Knox,  correc^ted  by  President 
Washington:  "It  is,"  says  the  patriotic  Secretaiy, '•  the  introduction  of  ' 
vice  and  corruption  of  manners  into  the  mass  of  the  people  that  renders  a  ' 
standing  army  necessary.   *It  is  Aviion  public  spirit  is  despised,  and  avarice, 
indolence,  and  effeminacy  ot*  manners,  predominate,  and  prevent  the  estab- 
lishment of  institutions  which  would  elevate  the  minds  of  the  youth  in 
the  paths  of  virtue  and  honor,  that  a  standing  army  is  formed  and  riveted 
for  ever."    So  tnie  is  the  principle  here  contended  for,  that  it  is  believed  *' 
there  is  no  instance  in  history  of  a  notion  losing  its  liberties  where  the   ■ 
military  spirit  of  the  people  did  not  decline  in  the  same  ])roportion  that  the   • 
corruption  of  manners  advanced.     Nor  was  any  free  government  ever    • 
overturned  by  an  internal  convulsion,  until  the  destruction  of  that  spirit 
had  been  first  produced  in  the  body  of  the  people     It  was  not  until  the 
amusements  oi  the  theatre,  the  batlis,  and  the  public  gardens,  had  supec-  '- 
seded  the  exercises  of  the  Campus  Martins,  that  a  Roman  anny  dared  to  • 
revolt  against  its  country^,  and  with  the  power  of  the  sword  to  substitute,   " 
for  its  free  institutions,  the  arbitrary  will  of  a  dictator.     Eighty  years  be-  ^ 
fore  the  successful  usurpation  of  Caisar,  the  revolt  of  an  army  could  have  ■ 
produced  no  such  consequence.     But  the  habits  of  tlie  people  liad  bcea  ^ 
changed.    No  longer  in  every  Roman  citizen  was  to  be  found  a  trained 
and  practised  soldier.     The  higher  tactics  were  cultivated,  indeed,  with  - 
zeal  and  success  by  a  martial  nobility  ;  no  period  had  been  more  prolific  :

age,  indeed,  but  at  so  advanced  a  period  of  it,  that  all  the  objections  whi< 
could  be  made  to  disciplining  the  militia  at  a  more  advanced  age  w 
apply  equally  to  it,  Avith  the  addition  of  others  which  are  more  coger 
and  which  are  supposed  to  be  inherent  in  the  system  itself  Of  his  a 
vanced  corps,  composed  of  the  youth  of  eighteen,  nineteen,  and  twen' 
years  of  age,  those  of  eigliteen  and  nineteen  are  to  be  drawn  out  for  thin 
days  in  each  year,  and  tliose  of  twenty  for  ten  days,  to  be  instmcted  i 
camps  of  discipline. 

It  has  been  strongly  urged  against  this  plan,  that  the  separation  of  th 
youth,  at  that  critical  age,  from  the  superintending  vigilance  of  their  p 
rents  and  guardians,  would  be  a  very  dangerous  ste]) ;  and  that  the  loi 
of  time  firom  the  pursuit  of  their  professions  and  occui>ations  would  pioi 
to  them  a  most  serious  evil. 

Whatever  force  tlicre  may  be  in  these  objections,  the  committee  are  full 
persuaded  that  the  improvement  to  be  derived  from  the  execution  of  th 
plan  would  not  compensate  for  the  expense  and  loss  of  time  it  would  a 
casion.  The  perfection  of  discipline,  as  it  regards  the  soldier,  is  the  grac 
the  precision,  and  address  with  wliich  he  performs  certain  evolutions.  1 
arrive  at  this  perfection,  long-continued  practice  is  essential. 

And  since  it  must  be  evident  that  the  time  necessary  for  this  puipof 
cannot  be  taken  from  the  avocations  of  our  citizens  after  they  have  amve 
at  the  age  of  manhood,  the  only  alternative  is,  to  devise  a  system  of  mil 
tary  instruction,  which  shall  be  engrafted  on,  and  fonn  a  part  of,  the  oidi 
nMv  education  of  our  youth. 

The  organization  of  a  system  thus  extensive  in  its  operations  mus 
necessarily  be  a  work  of  some  time  and  difficulty.  The  want  of  statist! 
cal  information  will  prevent  the  committee  from  submitting  to  the  Hous 
at  this  time  more  than  the  outline  of  tlieir  plan.  It  is  embraced  in  th 
following  propositions : 

As  the  important  advantiges  of  the  military  j>art  of  the  education  c 
youth  will  accme  to  the  community,  and  not  to  the  individuals  who  ac 
quire  it,  it  is  proper  that  the  whole  expense  of  the  establishment  shoul 
be  borne  by  the  public  Treasury. 

That,  to  comport  with  the  equality  which  is  the  basis  of  our  constiti] 
tion,  the  organization  of  the  establishment  should  be  such  as  to  extenc 
without  exception,  to  every  individual  of  the  proper  age. 

That,  to  secure  this,  the  contemplated  military  instruction  should  nc 
begiven  in  distinct  schools  established  for  that  purpose,  but  that  it  shoul 
jfijza  a  branch  of  education  in  every  school  witliin  the  United  States. 
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ThU  a  eoTp6  of  the  military  institutions  should  be  formed  to  attend  to  the 
symnastic  and  elementary  part  of  education  in  every  school  in  the  United 
Stun,  vhile  the  more  scientific  part  of  the  art  of  war  shall  be  communi- 
cated V7  professors  of  tactics,  to  be  established  in  all  the  higher  semi- 
nines. 

The  committee  are  fully  aware  that  the  establishment  of  an  institution 
^riiicb) from  its  nature,  is  calculated  to  produce  an  important  change  in 
fteottuiers  and  habits  of  the  nation,  will  be  received  with  caution  and 
dime  by  a  people  jealous  of  their  liberties,  and  who  boast  of  a  Govem- 
which  executes  its  powers  with  the  least  possible  sacrifice  of  indi- 
'  lights.  An  encroachment  upon  individual  rights  forms  no  part  of 
Adr  system.    It  is  not  a  conscription,  which  withdraws  from  an  anxious 

ea  son,  for  ^w^hose  morals  he  fears  more  tlian  for  his  life.     It  is  not  a 
1  or  Turkish  mandate,  to  educate  the  youth  within  the  purlieus  of 
toomifit court;  but  a  system  as  purely  republican  in  practice  as  in  iirin- 
djike. 

The  means  are  furnished  by  the  Government,  and  tlie  American  youtli 
•re  called  upon  to  qualify  themselves,  under  the  immediate  inspection  of 
fteir  parents,  or  of  tutors  chosen  by  their  parents,  for  the  sacred  task  of 
ddending  the  liberties  of  their  country. 

Ahhoagh  the  system  of  General  Knox  widely  differs  from  that  which 
Ittsbeen  recommended  by  the  committee,  his  opinion  of  the  effects  to  be 
induced  by  it  is  conceived  to  be  more  peculiarly  applicable  to  the  latter. 
**lf  ihe  United  States,"  says  he,  "  possess  the  vigor  of  mind  to  establish 
ftefim  institution  for  the  military  instruction  of  the  youth,  it  may  reason- 
«Ny  be  expected  to  produce  the  most  unequivocal  advantages.  A  glori- 
ous nadonal  spirit  will  be  introduced,  with  its  extensive  train  of  political 
coBMouences.  The  youth  will  imbibe  a  love  of  their  country,  reverence 
lod  obedience  to  its  laws,  courage  and  elevation  of  mind,  openness  and 
iibenlity  of  character,  accompanied  by  a  just  spirit  of  honor.  In  addition 
to  vhich,  their  bodies  will  acquire  a  robustness  greatly  conducive  to  their 
penonal  happiness :  while  habit,  witli  its  silent  but  efficacious  operations, 
viA  durably  cement  the  system." 

Hiat  the  House  may  possess  all  the  information  necessary  to  act  upon 
Ihia  important  subject,  the  committee  respectfully  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  the  following  resolution  : 

Ruolved^  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be  required  to  prepare  and  lay 
Mm  this  House,  at  tlie  next  session  of  Congress,  a  plan  for  the  military 
Mnction  of  all  the  youth  in  tlie  United  States,  in  the  way  which  is  best 

ciitriiied  for  the  purpose,  with  as  little  injury  as  possible  to  the  ordinary 

cwne  of  education.

Sbc.  33.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  the  marslials  of  the  several 
States  and  Territories,  and  their  deputies,  shall  have  the  same  powers  in 
execvdng  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  as  sherilfs  and  their  deputies  in 
tht^sereral  States  have,  by  law,  in  executing  the  laws  of  the  respective 
States. 

Sec.  34.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  all  the  laws  heretofore  enacted 
fcr  omnizinsT,  classing,  arming,  and  calling  forth  the  militia  into  the 
«nriceof  the  United  States  be,  and  hereby  are,  repealed,  so  far  as  I'espects 
the  organization,  classification,  arming,  and  calling  the  militia  into  the 
•nroeof  the  United  StJte^,  subsequent  to  tlie  passage  of  this  act.

^nifisrc/a/es  to  the  militia.^  hice  had  that  suhject  under  consideration^ 
•■rffc"^  leave  to  report : 

^  Thr.the  Constitution  grants  to  Congress  the  following  powers  in  rela- 
tion to  the  militia,  to  wit :  To  provide  l()r  orgtmizing  the  militia;  Ibrami- 
ingthem:  for  disciplining  them;  f)r  calling  them  into  the  service  of  the 
rniiied  States  ;  for  governing  them  therein  ;  and  for  compensating  them  for 
their  services  :  wliii^h  j)«)\vors  the  commiltoe  luivo  considered  separately. 

1.  The  crminiittee  are  of  opinion,  that,  in  organizing  the  militia,  it  would 
beagFKit  improvement  to  divide  them  into  two  classes,  with  a  view  to 
tnin  diligently,  and  to  provide  to  arm  innnediately,  the  young  men,  and 
exempt  tiie  eMerly  men  from  that  sacrifice  of  time  which  effective  training 
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would  require ;  the  organization  of  the  militia  might  remain  in  all  other 
respects  nearly  as  heretofore  established. 

2.  The  Constitution  having  made  it  the  duty  of  Congress  to  provide  for 
arming  the  militia,  this  power  is  not  duly  exercised  by  merely  enacting 
that  the  militia  shall  arm  themselves.  A  law  to  tliat  effect,  unsanctioned 
by  penalties,  will  be  disregarded,  and  if  thus  sanctioned,  will  be  unjust, 
for  It  will  operate  as  a  capitation  tax,  which  the  opulent  and  the  needy  will 

Sy  equally,  and  which  will  not  be  borne  by  the  Slates  in  the  proportion 
:ed  by  the  Constitution.  The  committee  do  not  approve  of  putting  pub- 
lic arms  into  the  hands  of  the  militia,  when  not  necessary.  That  mode 
would  expose  the  arms  to  be  lost  and  destroyed.  They  conceive  that 
Congress  should  provide  arsenals,  from  which  the  militia  of  every  part  of 
the  United  States  could  draw  arms  when  necessary,  which  would  be  a 
sufficient  exercise  of  the  power  to  provide  for  arming  the  militia. 

3.  Congress  having  power  to  provide  for  governing  the  militia  only 
when  they  arc  in  the  service  of  tlie  United  States,  and  the  authority  of 
training  them  belonging  to  the  State  Governments,  the  conunittec  have 
not  deemed  it  proper  that  Congress  should  prescribe  the  time  to  be  devo- 
ted to  training  or  the  manner  in  which  that  object  will  be  best  effected. 
It  is  the  duty  of  the  State  Legislatures  to  enact  the  necessary  laws  for  that 
purpose.  The  committee  deem  it  a  sufficient  exercise  of  the  power  to  jao- 
vide  for  disciplining  the  militia,  to  direct  the  appointment  of  the  necessary 
officers,  to  prescribe  their  duties,  and  to  provide  a  system  of  discipline, 
comprehending  the  camp  duties,  instruction,  field  exercise,  aud  field  ser- 
vice of  the  militia. 

4.  The  committee  are  of  opinion,  that  the  regulations  for  calling  forth 
the  militia  may  remain  substantially  as  at  present  existing ;  that  the  Pres- 
ident should,  in  all  cases,  address  his  orders  immediately  to  some  officer 
of  the  militia,  and  not  to  the  executive  of  any  State.  The  Governor  of  a 
State  is  not  a  militia  officer,  bound  to  execute  the  orders  of  the  President; 
he  cannot  be  tried  for  disobedience  of  orders,  and  punished  by  the  sen- 
tence of  a  court  martial. 

5.  In  providing  for  governing  the  militia  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  it  has  appeared  to  your  committee  that  the  senior  class  might  be 
exempted  from  being  marched  out  of  the  State  to  which  they  may  belong; 
that  the  junior  class,  composed  of  ardent  and  vigorous  men — the  efficient 
force  of  the  nation — should,  when  called  into  service,  continue  therein  some 
time,  after  having  acquired  the  knowledge  and  habits  of  soldiers ;  that  the 
officers  should,  by  their  own  consent,  be  continued  still  longer  in  service, 
as  military  knowledge,  principles,  and  habits,  are  most  essential  to  the  of- 
ficers, who  are  the  souls  of  an  army.  It  has  also  appeared  to  your  com- 
mittee, that  those  principles  would  be  best  acquired  by  the  officers  of  the 
militia,  in  serving  with  officers  of  the  regular  troops,  on  court  martial,  for 
the  trial  of  offenders  either  of  the  regular  troops  or  militia. 

6.  The  compensation  to  the  militia  lor  their  services,  consisting  of  pay 
and  allowance  for  clothing,  and  of  pensions  in  case  of  disability  by  woundls 
received  in  the  service,  the  conmiittee  would  allow  to  remain  nearly  as 
heretofore  fixed  by  law. 

The  committee,  acting  according  to  the  foregoing  principles,  report  a  bill 
to  provide  for  organizing,  arming,  and  disciplining  the  militia,  for  caliinff 
them  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  lor  governing  them  therein,  and 
for  compensating  them  for  their  ser\  ices.

RficpECTPCLLY  showeth: 

Tlat  for  many  years  past  he  has  directed  his  attention  to  the  improre^ 
ment  of  small  arms  and  cannon,  and  after  employing  much  labor,  and  at 
his  own  private  expense,  has  arrived  at  results  that  have  received  very  high 
commendation. 

Having  invented  a  mode  of  constructing  wrought-iron  cannon,  rifled  or 

smooth  bore,  to  load  at  the  muzzle  or  breech,  to  throw  round  shot  and 

shells,  and  also  oblong  or  conical  shot  and  shells,  which  has  met  the  ap- 

(nhatioD  of  many  scientific  and  talented  officers,^  and  is  now  anxious 

that  the  Government  shall  profit  by  the  discovery,  especially  as  our  forti- 

fitations  and  public  ships  will  require  a  very  large  number  of  cannon, 

^^Wch,  it  is  understood,  will  be  ordered  immediately,  or  within  a  short  pe- 

liod;  and  as  the  late  improvements  in  arms  for  these  purposes  point  to  a 

nwii  larger  cannon  than  those  heretofore  made,  particularly  to  throw 

shrill  horizontally,  and  it  being  found  that  large  cannon  of  brass,  if  even 

mited  10  the  object,  would  be  too  costly,  and  that  cast-iron  will  not  an- 

^^  in  such  large  masses  as  is  required,  because  of  the  irreralar  condac- 

tion  in  cooling,  which  renders  the  gun  defective  and  unsafe,  and  bein^, 

wkbalf  too  costly,  from  its  great  weight  and  expense  of  transportation— it 

ii  coofidently  believed  that  cannon  made  of  wrou^ht-iron,  in  the  manner 

ooDtemplated  by  your  memorialist,  would  accomplish  every  desirable  end. 

,  It  is  proper  to  remark  that,  fix)m  the  earliest  use  of  cannon,  wrouriit- 

ma  has  unifbnnly  been  regarded  as  the  best  suited  material  for  their  raK- 

ncition  in  all  the  warlike  countries  of  Europe ;  but  an  insuperable  diffl- 
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culty  was  always  found  in  its  application  to  that  use,  in  the  defective 
welding.  All  the  experiments  made  by  them  resulted  in  the  rupture  of 
the  gun  at  the  place  of  welding,  the  grain  or  fibre  of  the  iron  being  there 
Inoken ;  and  for  that  reason  this  invaluable  material  has  been  thrown 
aside,  and  wholly  lost  for  such  purposes,  though  in  all  other  respects  it  is 
universally  admitted  to  be  far  superior  to  any  other  metal. 

Your  memorialist,  having  much  experience  in  working  of  metals,  par- 
ticularly in  the  manufacture  of  cannon  and  small  arms,  and  having  di- 
rected liis  attention  long  and  closely  to  the  defect  above-mentioned,  has, 
after  great  labor  and  expense,  so  completely  overcome  that  difficulty,  that, 
by  his  plan  of  welding  wroughtiron  may  be  safely  used  in  the  manuftc- 
ture  of  cannon  generally,  for  field  service,  ships,  and  fortifications ;  and  its 
adoption  will  be  recommended  by  the  highest  considerations,  such  as,  re- 
duced  cost,  greater  lightness  and  durability,  and  much  additional  efiect,  &c. 

It  is  obvious  that  a  rifled  cannon  would  be  competent  to  throw  a  shot 
or  shell  a  greater  distance,  with  more  certainty  of  aim,  and  with  increased 
effect,  over  the  cannon  now  in  use,  of  whatever  metal ;  and  it  is  equally 
obvious,  that  wrought-iron  is  the  only  metal  that  admits  of  such  applica- 
tion *,  and  when  to  these  great  advantages  are  superadded  lightness,  cheap- 
ness, durability,  and  safety,  a  series  of  benefits  are  presented,  that  seem  to 
claim  the  attention  and  the  confidence  of  the  Government. 

Your  memorialist  will  not  attempt  to  show,  in  detail,  the  manv  advan- 
tages which  would  result  from  the  use  of  wrought-iron  in  the  febrication 
ofcannon,  some  of  which  will  suggest  themselves ;  and  will  at  present,  by 
way  of  example,  only  contrast  the  weight  and  cost  of  a  12-pounder  gun 
made  of  brass,  with  a  like  sized  cannon  made  of  wrought  iron :

When,  therefore,  I  heard  that  you  had  triumphed  over  these  obs 
and  made  a  small  wrought-iron  cannon,  of  every  necessary  geom 
exactness,  Joined  with  great  strength,  and  an  astonishing  small  thic 
of  metal  (three-fourths  of  an  inch),  which,  too,  had  sustained,  unin 
much  heavy  firing,  I  felt  a  sensible  pleasure  at  the  prospect,  that  thi 
agitated  ardllery  problem  might  at  length  be  solved,  and  our  artillc 
consequence,  greatly  improved.  I  did  not,  indeed,  look  at  the  advai 
or  disadvantages  of  loading  particularly  at  the  breech,  confident,  as  '. 
that  if  the  gun  could  be  made  at  all,  it  could  be  made  according  to  t 
the  old  principle  of  construction,  and  that  either  might  be  adopted, 
tenor  experiments  should  dictate. 

Wliether,  therefore,  the  wrought-iron  gun  were  made  with  a  < 
breech,  as  at  present  used,  with  an  opening  and  closing  one,  so  as  to 
of  loading  and  sponging  at  the  breech ;  or  with  a  breech  moveable  c 

f)ivot,  after  the  manner  of  some  small  arms,  appeared  to  me  a  mat 
ittle  consequence  in  the  first  experiments ;  since,  in  the  success  o 
one  of  the  three  cases,  the  problem  would  be  equally  solved,  afford 
wiDUght-iron  cannon  of  geometrical  form,  capable  of  resisting  the  i 
sion  of  artillery,  and  of  loading  at  the  muzzle  in  the  ordinary  manni 
the  mere  capacity  of  loading  at  the  breech  could  not,  evidently,  of 
be  an  objection,  if  it  did  not  interfere  with  the  loading  at  the  mu] 
the  ordinary  manner. 

I  did  not  think  that  the  probable  expense  of  these  cannon,  whe 
nished  in  lai^  quantities  to  the  Government,  or  the  advantages  or 
vantages  of  loading  at  the  breech,  were  questions  which  o^^t  to  be  p 
ted  to  complicate  the  experiment,  alresuly  sufSciently  difficult ;  espi 
as  their  decision  could  be  much  more  appropriately  reserved  for  a 
of  wider  information  and  maturer  views,  the  natural  consequence  c 
ceding  experiments.

it  Sir:  I  have  your  favor  of  the  12th  instant,  and  in  reply  I  would 
hit  bom  my  own  actuul  observation,  I  am  confident  that  no  portion 
Uoiied  States  calls  more  loudly  for  the  protecting  care  of  Congress, 
lat  part  of  Wiskonsin,  washed  by  the  waters  of  Lake  Michigan ;  a 
{lance  at  the  map,  must  satisfy  any  one  who  feels  interested  in  the 
atioD  ot  human  life,  of  the  deep  necessity  there  exists  for  immediate 
ioD  on  this  important  subject.  From  death's  door,  the  northern  point 
ikoniin,  on  Lake  Michigan,  till  you  reach  Chicago,  a  distance  of  noC 
in  250  miles,  there  is  not  a  solitary  port  of  refuge  offered  to  the 
jomd  mariner,  and  along  this  coast  to  the  north  of  Chicago,  there 
Un  than  five  different  points,  capable  of  being  converted  into  ezcel- 
rbori,  with  but  a  comparatively  trifling  expense.  The  first  of  thesOi 
woe,  must  be  looked  to  as  the  future  pinery  of  all  the  country  on 
II  ^e  of  Lake  Michigan.

I  trust  your  praiseworthy  exertions  for  them  may  l)e  crowned  with  ample 
8UC0C8S ;  and  if  Congress  will  only  look  at  that  country  as  it  is,  and  as  it  is 
destined  to  be ;  with  a  population  already  large,  and  hourly  increasing;  a 
commerce,  the  astonishing  increase  of  which  has  baffied  all  anticipation ; 
and  the  future  extent  of  which  must  be  commensurate  with  the  demand  of 
its  millions  of  inhabitants  ;  and  not  a  single  harbor  on  Us  whole  extent  of 
inritory^  to  afford  safety  and  protection  to  those  engaged  in  this  pursuit,  it 
cannot  fail  to  second  in  every  practicable  manner,  the  generous  eflforts  yon 
are  making  to  accomplish  these  desirable  objects.

Milwaukie  is  situated  on  Lake  Michigan,  on  the  most  westeriy  biMd

te  from  'Zfibo,    During  the  past  summer  Milwaukie  has  incteased  ^BjMf  - 
jnftopulation  and  business,  while  the  surrounding  country  has  been  fillilf  ^ 

a  with  an  intelligent  and  enterprising  class  of  inhabitants,  who  aio  lift  ~ 
ing  to  the  wealth  and  developing  the  resources  of  the  country.    Drtfiif^ 
Ae  year  1838  the  number  of  steamboats  and  vessels  that  amved  atMP'^ 
^ii^kie  was  three  hundred  and  twenty-three;  and  during  fhe 
vMr  one  hundred  and  fifty  steamboats  and  forty  vessels,  making  tfao 
ber  of  arrivals  at  this  place  for  two  years  last  past  upward  otjtm  hundifVlr 
A  majority  of  these  have  been  steamboats  and  vessels  of  Ihto  fargoet 
mMgating  and  engaged  in  the  commerce  of  the  lakes^  whioh^  on  ac< 
of  the  bar  off  the  month,  are  unable  to  enter  the  liver  and  upproMb' 
tmrh. 
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Tbe'ffilvaukie,  after  uniting  with  the  Menomonic  river,  in  the  centre 

ofthe  town,  empties  into  the  Milwaukic  bay.     Through  the  whole  length 

oi the  town  it  alfords  a  depth  of  water  sufficient  to  float  the  largest  class 

of  vessels  employed  in  the  trade  of  the  lakes,  and  has  a  current  sufficiently 

strong  to  keep  the  harbor,  when  completed,  entirely  free  from  the  drifting 

smd. 

The  Milwaukie  bay  is  an  indentation  of  Lake  Michigan,  of  about  six 
miles  in  length  and  three  in  depth.  The  water  is  from  eighteen  to  forty  feet 
deep,  and  having  a  clay  bottom,  not  liable  to  be  washed  or  shifted  by  the 

C ruling  winds,  isirill  much  diminish  the  expense  of  constructing  a  har- 
:   Within  a  mile  of  the  town  is  found  a  great  abundance  of  stone  and 
amber,  of  the  finest  quality  for  the  construction  of  the  piers. 

The  iniiaLnt  commerce  of  Lake  Michigan,  which,  under  every  disadvan- 
tage and  discouragement,  has  increased  to  its  present  prosperous  and  flour- 
is&ng  GondiUon,  is  daily  exposed  to  injury  and  loss  from  the  want  of 
haiboTS.   Owing  to  their  absence  during  the  past  five  years,  a  large  amount 
of  fropeny  has  been  lost  and  many  valuable  lives  sacrificed.     The  present 
season  several  vessels  have  been  entirely  lost,  and  a  large  number  beached 
and  partially  injured. 

Chicago  is  the  only  place  on  the  west  side  of  Lake  Michigan  where  any 
qjpiopriation  has  been  made  for  the  improvement  of  our  harbors,  leaving 
the  whole  western  coast  unprotected,  and  subjecting  our  commerce  to 
great  loss  and  risk.  Vessels  arriving  at  this  place,  on  account  of  the  bar 
are  unable  to  enter  the  river  or  approach  the  town,  and  are  obliged  to 
anchor  off  in  the  bay,  at  a  considerable  distance  from  the  shore,  thereby 
saUecting  our  citizens  to  great  inconvenience  and  expense  in  the  landing 
of  Height  and  passengers. 

Youi  memorisdists  beg  leave  to  state  one  fact  (aside  from  the  business 
and  importance  of  Milwaukie  and  the  protection  of  navigation),  showing 
the  necessity  of  the  immediate  construction  of  a  harbor  at  this  place : — 
that  in  the  autumn  of  1835  freight  from  Buffalo  to  this  lake,  within  one 
month,  arose  from  one  dollar  per  barrel  bulk  to  five  dollars  per  barrel  bulk, 
and  diat  since  that  time,  during  the  fall  months  of  each  year,  on  account 
of  the  risk  run  by  ship  owners,  the  price  of  freight  has  been  greatly  in- 
creased from  that  of  the  summer  months.  This  is  a  heavy  tax,  which 
your  memorialists  are  obliged  to  pay  the  carriers  on  these  lakes,  on  ac- 
eoant  of  the  risk  they  incur  in  entering,  in  the  autumn,  the  vast  sheet  of 
vaier  of  Lake  Michigan,  on  the  western  shore  of  which  there  is  but  one 
hiAor  into  which  vessels  may  run  on  the  approach  of  a  storm. 

In  relation  to  the  sale  of  the  public  lands,  your  memorialists  beg  leave 

to  sMe  that  there  has  been  paid  into  the  United  States  Treasury,  through 

the  medium  of  the  land  offices  in  the  Territory,  and  nearly  all  at  the  land 

ofioeaithis  place,  during  the  past  year,  upward  of  a  million  of  dollars,  and 

tittt  they  now  ask  at  the  hands  of  Congress  that  a  small  portion  of  it  be 

ezpeaded  in  the  construction  of  a  harbor  at  this  place,  where  it  is  so  much 

vaated  K)  promote  the  prosperity  and  general  welfare  of  the  Territory,  as 

well  as  to  give  new  life  and  energy,  and  afibrd  additional  security  to  the 

■imdy  extensive  commerce  of  the  lalce. 

In  view,  therefore,  of  the  above  reasons,  and  as  tending  to  increase  the 
taluc  of  the  public  lands,  and  cause  their  rapid  sale  and  settlement,  add 
to  national  and  individual  wealth,  and  diminish  the  dangers  and  expense 
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of  lake  navigation,  your  memorialists  respectfully  pray  that  appropriations 
tm  be  made  for  the  construction  of  a  harbor  at  this  place. 
And  your  memorialists,  as  in  duty  bound,  will  ever  pray.

The  petition  of  the  undersigned  respectfully  showeth,  that  your  peti- 
tioners are,  many  of  them,  deeply  engaged  in  the  operations  of  commeroe^- 
and  in  business  transactions  connected  with  the  navigation  of  the  gVBil , 
lakes  surrounding  this  peninsula;  that  they  feel  deeply  the  importanoe 
for  increased  protection  of  their  interests,  by  opening  new  harbors  iod^ 
building  light-houses  along  the  great  chain  of  the  lakes  in  the  west;  iai 
that,  in  securing  by  such  means  the  property  and  lives  of  the  citizens  w . 
on  the  lakes,  they  feel  assured  the  wel&rc  of  the  whole  Union  is  gram 
enhanced.    The  inuneusc  accessions  to  the  agricultural  products  of  MMdn . 
gan,  Indiana,  Illinois,  and  Wiskonsin,  during  the  last  three  years ;  thede.' 
velopment  of  the  boundless  fisheries  of  Lakes  Huron  and  MichigaUi  tS  '. 
gether  with  the  general  improvements  of  the  west,  have  called  iuto  opM 
tion  an  amount  of  shipping  interest  unknown,  except  upon  the  wateni

No  such  proof  was  offered 
made,  and  the  annexed  letter  from  the  First  Comptroller  of  the  Treasi 
will  show  that  it  could  not  have  been  made,  as  the  share  of  the  commissic 
to  which  Mr.  Lewis  was  entitled,  with  the  small  exception  hereafter  notic 
was  retained  by  Mr.  Owen,  and  not  either  paid  to  Mr.  Lewis,  or  paid  o* 
to  the  public  Treasury. 

It  will  be  seen,  from  the  letter  of  the  Comptroller,  that  Mr.  Owen,  (or  ' 
portion  of  the  year  1829,  during  which  he  held  the  office  of  collector,  a 
also  for  the  whole  of  the  year  1830,  retained,  from  the  commissions  receiv 
the  full  amount  which  the  law  authorized  him  to  retain  under  any  circu 
stances ;  and  that,  during  that  period,  the  bonds  handed  over  by  Mr.  Le^ 
fell  due,  and  were  collected.  Not  making  to  Mr.  Lewis  any  paymeni 
small  surplus  of  commissions,  amounting  to  $214  87,  remained  in  his  hai 
at  the  close  of  the  year  1830,  after  retaining  the  highest  salary  which  i 
•  law  would  allow  him  to  retain,  and  that  surplus  he  paid  into  the  TiessD 

It  will  lurther  appear,  from  the  letter  of  the  Comptroller,  that,  since  I 
j^ar  1830,  Mr.  Owen  has  fallen  in  arrear  to  the  United  States  to  the  amoi 
of  $2,101  22 ;  and  that  a  credit  upon  this  account  to  him  of  the  9^14  I 
the  surplus  of  commissions  paid  into  the  Treasury  at  the  close  of  the  y 
1830,  has  been  already  directed,  and  is  now  to  his  credit  in  his  accoi 
with  the  United  States. 

This  leaves  the  estate  of  Mr.  Owen  justly  indebted  to  Mr.  Lewis  for 
whole  amount  of  the  commissions  received  by  him  upon  the  revenue  boi 
delivered  over,  to  which  Mr.  Lewis  was,  by  law,  entitled,  without  any  re 
ence  to  the  national  Treasury.  Mr.  Lewis's  share  of  these  commissic 
the  Comptroller  states  to  be  one  and  one-half  per  cent,  upon  the  amoun 
the  bonds.  If  the  recovery  was  beyond  the  true  amount,  the  fault  n 
have  been  in  a  failure  to  make  the  proper  defence  to  the  suit.  All  the  b 
were  within  Mr.  Owen's  knowledge  and  within  his  power,  and  certsi 
the  United  States  cannot  be  held  responsible  for  the  lachesof  himself  or 
representatives,  in  conducting  the  prosecution  instituted  against  him  for 
failure  to  pay  over  moneys  in  his  hands. 

There  are  two  statements  in  the  petition  which  the  committee  feel  bo^ 
to  notice.  The  first  is  that,  by  an  agreement  between  Mr.  Lewis  and , 
Owen,  the  claim  of  the  former  to  commissioBs  upon  the  bonds  ban 
over  was  to  be  submitted  to  the  Comptroller  or  Secretary  of  the  Treasi 
and  that  a  decision,  upon  that  submission,  adverse  to  the  claim  of  Mr.  iM 
was  given.  The  letter  of  the  Comptroller  (annexed)  will  show  that  '1 
statement  is  a  mistaken  one.    He  sajrs : 

"The  moiety  of  commissions  on  bonds  transferred  should  have  hi 
promptly  paid  by  Mr.  Owen  to  Mr.  Lewis,  and  such  have  been  the  unjib 
instructions  of  this  office,  nor  can  I  find,  by  a  reference  to  the  books  o(i 
office,  that  any  other  directions  have  been  given  in  this  case." 

To  reconcile  the  statement  in  the  petition  with  that  in  the  Comp(ro|l 
letter,  if  it  be  proper  for  the  committee  to  indulge  in  a  conjecture,  it  ii^  - 
Mr.  Lewis  claimed  the  moiety  of  the  commissions  in  hand,  and  Mr.  (iLi 
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that  the  collections  upon  the  bonds  were  to  be  the  measnie  of  lia- 
Wty,  and  that  this  was  the  real  question  submitted  and  decided  agaioit 
Mr.  Lbwis.  Any  other  supposition,  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee, 
vonld  not  only  be  presupposing  an  ignorance  on  the  part  of  the  Comptiol- 
kr  as  to  those  provisions  of  the  law  with  which  his  letter  annexed  shows 
him  to  be  so  conversant,  but  would  be  convicting  Mr.  Owen  of  a  de^^ree  of 
want  of  understanding  of  that  portion  of  the  law.  upon  the  execution  of 
which,  ID  an  important  position,  he  was  just  entering,  which  would  do  pal* 
ptk  injustice  to  the  reputation  he  held  when  appointed,  and  which  the 
qwiiniftpe  hope  he  will  prove  to  have  retained  during  the  discharge  of  his 
atdal  duties. 

If  the  mistake  tliey  have  conjectured  has  been  made  by  his  widow  and 
pisonal  representatives,  they  find  nothing  singular  or  surprising  in  it  She 
cumot  be  supposed  to  have  made  herself  acquainted  with  the  complex  pro- 
mona  ol  the  revenue  laws ;  and,  as  submission  of  the  question  as  to  the 
time  and  amortnt  of  liability  on  the  part  of  her  husband,  may  well  have  been 
Hiwta¥ftt  by  her  for  a  submission  of  the  question  of  liability  or  not 

As  a  confiunation  of  this  mistake,  she  states  that,  after  the  decease  of  her 
hMbaad,  the  moiety  of  conmiissions  due  to  him  upon  the  bonds  handed 
em  le  his  successor  in  office,  has  been  actually  paid  to  the  estate  from  the 
ftUUe  Treasury.  In  making  this  statement,  she  was  evidently  ignorant 
that  the  successor  of  her  deceased  husband  had  first  paid  these  commissions 
inlo  the  public  Treasury ;  and,  being  then  in  trust  for  his  estate,  they  were 
«f  eoone  paid  upon  the  requisition  ot  the  person  legally  entitled  to  receive 
than. 

b  any  aspect  of  this  case,  therefore,  the  committee  can  see  no  foundation 
far  a  daim  asainst  the  United  States,  and  they  therefore  ask  to  be  discharged 
ino  the  further  consideration  of  the  matter.

Tb frets  in  the  case  are  as  follows,  viz:  G.  W.  Owen  was  appointed 
cdttr  of  the  customs  at  Mobile  on  the  11th  of  March,  1829,  in  place  of 
^^b  Lewis,  whose  term  of  office  expired  on  the  9th  of  March,  1829.  Mr. 
Owoi  noeipted  to  Mr.  Lewis  (per  report  56,492,  on  Lewis's  account)^  for 
thenmoi  S110,208  71,  consisting:  of  bonds  in  suit    -  -    $9,326  70 

And  bonds  not  due     .  -  -  .100,882  01 

110,208  71 


Mr.  Owen  reports  this  sum  as  the  amount  of  bonds  transferred  in  report 
lb.  66,514. 

The  act  2d  March,  1799  (ch.  129),  provides,  « that,  whenever  a  collector 
M  die  or  resign,  the  commissioij^  to  which  be  is  entitled;  on  the  receipt 
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of  the  duties  bonded  by  bim,  shall  be  equally  divided  between  the  coUeetoi 
resigning,  or  the  legal  representatives  of  such  deceased  collector  and  hii 
jmocessor  in  office."  And  it  was  the  duty  of  Mr.  Owen  to  have  paid  llr. 
Lewis  his  moiety,  viz :  one  and  a  half  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  bonds 
which  were  receipted  for  by  Mr.  Owen,  when  such  bonds  were  paid. 

Mr.  Owens  accounts  of  official  emoluments  for  the  fractional  year  ol 
18Si9,  shows  that  he  received  a  pro  rata  compensation  of  $3,000,  the  nuud 
mum  allowed ;  and,  also,  for  the  year  1830,  the  maximum  of  $3,000.  I 
was  in  these  years  that  the  bonds  taken  by  Mr.  Lewis,  and  transferred  ti 
Mr.  Owen,  fell  due  and  were  paid.  There  was  a  surplus  of  emolumenti 
for  the  years  1829  and  1830,  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Owen,  on  31st  December 
1^0,  of  $214  87 ;  for  which  sum  Mr.  Owen  is  entitled  to  credit  on  tiM 
account  of  emoluments,  up  to  26th  July,  1836,  now  in  suit  for  the  balana 
due  the  United  States,  viz :  $2,101  22 ;  and  I  have  addressed  the  Fin 
Auditor  of  the  Treasury,  requesting  a  further  adjustment  of  that  account 
in  order  that  the  sum  of  $214  87  may  be  brought  to  his  crellit  This  is  thi 
only  claim  the  estate  of  G.  W.  Owen  has,  which  can  be  admitted  at  tin 
Treasury.

Thil  the  petitioner  claims  the  repayment  to  him  of  the  amount  of  a 
reranie  bond  which  he  assumes  he  has  twice  paid.  The  facts,  as  they  ap- 
peu  from  the  papers  in  the  case,  are  substantially  these: 

Fmn  the  year  1800  to  1807  the  petitioner  resided  at  Portland,  then  in 
the  dirtrict  of  Maine,  and  within  the  Ck>mmonwealth  of  MassachasetH, 
iww  in  the  State  of  Maine,  and  was  a  merchant.    On  the  11th  day  of  Oc- 
tober, 1802,  he  imported  into  the  district  of  Portland  and  Falmouth,  in  a 
biig  ailed  the  "  Snow  Mary,''  from  Trinidad,  a  car^  of  merchandise,  for 
the  daties  npon  which  he  was,  by  the  laws  then  in  force,  entitled  to'a  credit 
^m  execQiing  the  ordinary  bonds  with  sureties  to  secure  the  payment 
«i  the  daties^the  one  half  in  three,  and  the  remaining  half  in  six  montlM. 
The  fffiiiioDer  did  execute  two  bonds  in  the  ordinary  form,  each  in  the 
P*ifhy  of  $2,000,  and  conditioned  to  pay  that  sum  or  the  ascertained 
vtiei  on  the  carf;o  of  the  brig  aforesaid ;  and  James  Neal  and  Benjamia 
Qige,  meichaots  of  Portland,  were  his  sureties  upon  the  bonds.    Tha 
^■nrat  of  ascertained  duties  upon  each  bond  was  $1,024  75f ,  and  tha-

He  says  that  he  was  detached  firom  his  com- 
fmy  fir  diis  duty ;  but  to  prove  the  feet,  no  evidence  is  furnished  to  this 
toamittee,  save  the  bare  declaration  of  the  claimant — and  he  ezpressW* 
ilaiti  in  one  of  his  affidavits,  that  <'  he  volunteered  as  an  assistant  artifi- 
vi,aDd  served  as  such"  for  four  months.  His  service  in  the  militia 
to  about  two  months  and  twenty  days.

tie  of  Bridgewater  in  1814.  He  first  received  an  invalid  pension  of  $3  76 
pffooBtfa;  which  he  relinquished  in  1818,  anfl  was  pensioned  under  the 
vtoTMnth  18, 1818.  This  pension  of  $96  per  annum  he  still  receives; 
^  it  is  all  that  existing  laws  give  in  his  and  similar  cases.  He  applies 
ivthe  restoration  of  his  fonner  invalid  pension.

Thomas  Collins  and  J.  H.  Lincoln  are  adlicted  with  rheumatic  affec- 

^WM,  which,  as  they  represent,  were  occasioned  by  exposure  in  the  ser- 

nceof  the  United  States.     It  is  not  proved  by  the  testimony,  to  the  satis- 

A^oofthis  committee,  that  their  disabilities  were  immediately  superin- 

inoed  by  any  cause  arising  from  the  performance  of  military  duty. 

Hinm  Saul  proves  by  a  witness  that  he  lost  a  thumb  and  part  of  a 
bger  by  the  bursting  of  a  gun ;  but  it  is  not  shown  that  he  was  in  the 
iine  of  his  duty  at  the  time. 

Nathaniel  Davis  alleges  that,  while  aiding  in  putting  down  a  riot  in  the 
wnp,  in  obedience  to  the  orders  of  the  orderly  sergeant,  he  received  a  kick 
A  the  abdomen  from  a  soldier  which  caused  a  violent  rupture,  rendering 
^  unable  to  do  military  duty,  and  that  he  was  discharged  on  this  ao- 
Mbl 

MmB.  Hogan  says,  that  Davis  was  discharged  in  consequence  of  a 
i  rafbue;  but  he  cannot  state  in  what  manner  the  injury  was  incurred. 
fciinot disputed  that  the  injury  was  occasioned  in  some  way  during  his 
"■■■i;  tmi,  nothing  is  produced,  except  his  own  assertion,  to  show  that 
Imvh  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty  at  the  time.  Mr.  Hogan  does  not 
bow  any  thing  of  the  riot;  and  it  is  doubtfril  whether  the  blow  was  le- 
^fi^,  as  Davis  represents,  while  assisting  to  quell  a  riot,  or  whether  it 
IBi  inflicted  in  a  brawl,  or  private  quarrel,  in  which  he  might  have  been 
•  qodly  guilty  actor  with  others. 

In  relation  to  the  case  of  Barton  Hooper,  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions 
■yi  that  his  discharge,  now  on  file  in  the  Pension  Office,  shows  that  "  he 
^  discharged  in  consequence  of  ulcered  legs ;"  and  that  no  mention  is 
ye  in  it  of  any  disabUitv  occasioned  by  wounds^  or  any  other  injury  ia 
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the  service.  Hooper  says,  that  he  received  a  gun-shot  wound  in  the  leg ; 
but  he  produces  no  testimony  to  prove  that  he  was  wounded  or  disabled 
in  any  way  while  in  the  performance  of  military  duty.  The  degree  of 
disability  is  not  stated  by  the  surgeon,  who  certifies,  in  loose  terms,  that 
"his  leg  is  considerably  inflamed;" — ^*Hhe  wound  not  healed,  and  still 
baving  an  unhealthy  appearance ;  and  must  incapacitate  him  from  attend- 
ing to  his  ordinary  business."  The  case  is  not  sustained  by  proof  which 
would,  in  the  opinion  of  this  committee,  justify  the  passs^e  of  the  bill. 

In  the  case  of  Isaac  Justice,  the  evidence  is  insuflicient  to  show  that 
the  present  disability  is  attributable  to  the  causes  assigned.  He  is  afflict- 
ed with  rheumatic  affections,  which  he  imputes  to  hardships  and  expo- 
sures in  the  service.  The  surgeons,  who  certify,  assign  no  cause  what- 
ever. 

The  great  delay  which  has  intervened  since  the  occurrence  of  the  inja- 

X,  justly  raises  a  strong  presumption  against  these  claims.     In  none  of 
em  is  the  delay  satis&ctorily  explained,  and  in  many  no  explanation  is 
offered.

Tbst  it  appears  George  Tucker  having  petitioned  for  a  grant  of  eighty 
cpsBs  iqiure  on  both  sides  of  the  middle  branch  of  Dog  river,  for  a 
whene,  that  the  commandant  of  Mobile,  on  the  17th  of  August,  recom- 
mmded  the  same  to  the  governor  general,  stating  that  the  petitioner  had 
a^ittBtitjof  cattle,  d^c,  and,  in  consequence.  Governor  de  Lemos,  on 
the  Slstof  September,  1798,  made  a  grant  of  the  same  to  Tucker ;  that 
a  tOBsb  was  made  on  the  3d  of  May,  1807,  by  Tucker  to  Kennedy. 
IhsdumwBs  filed  before  Crawford,  commissioner,  and  entered  as  No, 
Via  liis  report.  No.  6  of  rejected  claims.  The  petitioner  states  that  he 
iBdnoed  evidence  to  show  that  it  had  been  inhaoited  and  cultivated,  but 
ID  sQch  evidence  appears  upon  record ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  the  claim 
m  rqacted  for  the  want  of  such  evidence.  It  was  subsequently  prs- 
Mad  to  Barton  and  Bennett,  commissioners,  and  entered  in  their  report 
Fa  ff.  dated  July  11, 1820 ;  of  rejected  claims  as  No.  3,  with  the  ibllow- 
if  additional  evidence  :  ^^  Inhabited  and  cultivated  from  1798  fi^r  four  or 
leyean,  under  claim  of  said  Tucker,  but  not  by  said  Tucker.''  TTie 
ipiter,  in  his  remarks  upon  these  claims,  says  :  "  These  clalEUs  were  all 
sported  against  by  the  former  commissioner,  the  most  of  them  as  having 
ma  jbrfeited  under  the  Spanish  law,  for  want  of  habitation  and  cultiva*' 
Kan.  They  have  been  revived  under  the  seventh  section  of  the  act  of 
HodiS,  1819,  and  additional  testimony  has  been  offered  in  their  support 
Bat  theJestimony,  in  most  cases,  does  not  amount  to  satisfactory  proof 
9finhamtation  and  cultivation,  according  to  the  Spanish  regulations; 
lod  in  those  cases  where  the  proof  of  habitation  and  cultivation  is  satis- 
Kfenrjr,  there  are  other  reasons  apparent  which  invalidate  the  claims,  as 
Q  the  following,  viz  :  Nos.  96,  99,  89,  93, 101,  in  report  No.  6,  which 
liima  are  founded  on  sales,  the  terms  of  which  do  not  appear  to  have 
eea  complied  with  by  the  purchasers." 

By  the  third  section  of  the  act  of  May  8, 1822,  which  is  in  the  foUow- 
ng  woids  :  "  That  every  person,  or  his  or  her  legal  representative,  whose 
Mm  is  comprised  in  the  Usts  or  registers  of  claims  reported  by  the  regis- 
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ters  and  receivers,  and  the  persons  embraced  in  the  lists  of  actaal  settler 
or  their  legal  representatives,  not  having  any  written  evidence  of  clai 
reported  as  aforesaid,  shall,  when  it  appears  by  the  said  reports,  or  by  tl 
lists,  that  the  land  claimed  or  settled  on  had  actually  been  inhabited 
cultivated  by  such  person  or  persons,  in  whose  right  he  claims,  on 
before  the  10th  day  of  April,  1813,  be  entitled  to  a  grant  for  the  land 
claimed  as  a  donation  :  Provided^  That  not  more  than  one  tract  shall  I 
thus  granted  to  any  one  person,  and  the  same  shall  not  contain  more  thi 
640  acres  ;  and  that  no  lands  shall  be  thus  granted  which  are  claimed 
recognised  by  the  preceding  sections  of  this  act,  or  by  virtue  of  aconfin 
ation  under  an  act  entitled  '  An  act  for  the  adjusting  claims  to  lai 
and  establishing  land  offices  in  the  districts  east  of  New  Orleans,'  8 
proved  March  3, 1819;  djii,  provided^  alsoy  That  no  claim  shall  be  co 
firmed  where  the  quantity  was  not  ascertained,  and  a  report  made  there 
by  the  registers  and  receivers  prior  to  the  25th  day  ot  July,  1820,"  t 
claimant  was  confirmed  in  his  right  of  Tucker  to  640  acres  as  a  donatio 
and  a  certificate  of  confirmation  appears  to  have  been  issued  on  the  17 
of  June,  1828.  The  petitioner  states  the  certificate  was  issued  to  h 
without  any  agency  on  his  part,  and  that  he  never  asked  fi)r  the  confim 
tion  of  the  whole  or  jxnj  part  as  a  donation. 

The  claim  was  agam  revived  in  August,  1827,  before  Hazard  ai 
Owen,  commissioners,  and  is  entered  as  No.  11  on  their  report,  A  No. 
of  rejected  claims,  with  these  remarks :  ^'  Inhabitation  and  cultivatk 
fiam  some  years  before  1803-1814  to  indefinito  present  tima"  Tl 
grounds  for  their  not  recommending  the  claim  for  confirmation  are  tin

b  iho  Senate : 

The  importance  of  the  subject  to  the  tranquillity  of  onr  country  makai.* 
proper  that  I  should  communicate  to  the  Senate,  in  addition  to  the  in- 
rmatioo  heretofore  transmitted  in  reply  to  their  resolution  of  the  17th  ofi( 
DfMuy  last,  the  copy  of  a  letter  just  received  from  Mr.  Fox,  announcing 
I  determination  of  the  British  Government  to  consent  to  the  principles^ 
r  last  proposition  for  the  settlement  of  the  question  of  the  northeastena. 
lodarjr,  with  a  copy  of  the  answer  made  to  it  by  the  Secretary  of  Staler 
anuot  doubt  that,  with  the  sincere  disposition  which  actuates  both  Govw 
iments  to  prevent  any  other  than  an  amicable  termination  of  the  contns 
ny,  it  will  be  found  practicable  so  to  arrange  the  details  of  a  conventional 
reenent  on  the  principles  alluded  to,  as  to  effect  that  object. 
The  British  commissioners,  in  their  report  communicated  by  Mr.  Foil. 
prase  an  opinion  that  the  true  line  of  the  treaty  of  1783  is  materially  dtf» 
ent  from  that  so  long  contended  for  by  Great  Britain.    The  report  is  at 
gstheff  esparto  in  its  character,  and  has  not  yet,  as  far  as  we  are  informed, 
en  adopted  by  the  British  Government.    It  has,  however,  assumed  a  fi>ras-

Government  by  Colonel  Mudge  and  Mr.  Featherstonhaugh,  the  commis- 
sioners employed  during  the  last  season  to  survey  the  disputed  territory. 

The  undersigned  is  instructed  to  say  that  it  will,  of  course,  have  become 
the  duty  of  her  Majesty's  Government  to  lay  the  said  report  and  map  be- 
fore Parliament;  but  her  Majesty's  Government  have  been  desirous,  as  a 
mark  of  courtesy  and  consideration  towards  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  that  documents  bearing  upon  a  question  of  so  much  interest  and 
importance  to  the  two  countries  should,  in  the  first  instance,  be  communi- 
cated to  the  President.  The  documents  had  been  officially  placed  in  the 
hands  of  her  Majesty's  Government  only  a  few  days  previously  to  the  date 
of  the  instruction  addressed  to  the  undersigned. 

Her  Majesty's  Government  feci  an  unabated  desire  to  bring  the  long 
pending  questions  connected  with  the  boundary  between  the  United  States 
and  the  British  possessions  in  North  America  to  a  final  and  satisfactory  set- 
tlement ;  being  well  aware  that  questions  of  this  nature,  as  long  as  they  re- 
main open  between  two  countries,  must  be  the  source  of  frequent  irritatioii 
on  both  sides,  and  are  liable  at  any  moment  to  lead  to  events  that  may  en- 
danger the  existence  of  friendly  relations. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  questions  at  issue  between  Great  Britain  and  the 
United  States  must  be  beset  with  various  and  really  existing  difficulties,  or 
else  those  questions  would  not  have  remained  open  ever  sinco  the  year 
1783,  notwithstanding  the  frequent  and  earnest  endeavors  niade  by  each 
Ck)vernment  to  bring  them  to  an  adjustment ;  but  her  Majesty's  Govera- 
ment  do  not  relinquish  the  hope  that  the  sincere  desire  which  is  fidt  by 
both  parties  to  arrive  at  an  amicable  settlement  will  at  length  be  attended 
with  success. 

The  best  clew  to  guide  the  two  Governments  in  their  future  proceedings 
may  perhaps  be  obtained  by  an  examination  of  the  causes  of  past  failure; 
ami  the  most  prominent  amongst  these  causes  has  certainly  been  a  want  of 
correct  information  as  to  the  topographical  features  and  physical  cbiiader 
of  the  district  in  dispute. 

This  want  of  adequate  information  may  be  traced  as  one  of  the  difknl- 
ties  which  embarrassed  the  Netherlands  Government  in  its  endeavoii  to 
decide  the  points  submitted  to  its  arbitration  in  18^0.  The  same  hastoeD 
ftit  by  the  Government  in  England  ;  it  has  been  felt  and  admitted  by  ibe 
Government  of  the  United  States,  and  even  by  the  local  Government  ol  the 
contiguous  State  of  Maine. 

The  British  Government  and  the  Government  of  the  United  States  agned, 
therefore,  two  years  ago,  that  a  survey  of  the  disputed  territory,  by  a  join! 
oommission,  would  be  the  measure  best  calculated  to  elucidate  and  mIvs  ^ 
the  questions  at  issue.    The  President  proposed  such  a  commiSBiony  sod  yj 
her  Majesty's  Government  consented  to  it ;  and  it  was  believed  by  her  Jb-   4 
jesty's  Government  that  the  general  principles  upon  which  theoomovaii  •* 
was  to  be  guided  in  its  local  operations  had  been  settled  by  mutual 
Hient,  arrived  at  by  means  of  a  correspondence  which  took  place  h 
the  two  Governments  in  1837  and  183S.    Her  Majesty^  GoTisrmnfliC^ 
cordingly  transmitted,  in  April  of  last  year,  for  the  consideratioD  flf  ^  _  ^ 
President,  thedraught  of  a  convention  to  regulate  the  proceedings  of  Ibfi^  J 
posed  commission.    The  preamble  of  that  draught  recited  texftH^T  ^ 

Mieement  that  had  been  come  to  by  means  of  notes  which  had  tB<j|f'^ 

eaaoged  between  the  two  Governments ;  and  the  articles  of  the  A^pl| 
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were  framed,  as  her  Majesty's  Government  considered,  in  strict  conformity 
vith  that  as:reement« 

But  the  Government  of  the  United  States  did  not  think  proper  to  assent 
to  the  convention  so  proposed. 

The  United  States  Government  did  not,  indeed,  allege  that  the  proposed 
convention  was  at  variance  with  the  result  of  the  previous  correspondence 
between  the  two  Governments ;  but  it  thought  that  the  convention  would 
establish  a  commission  of  "  mere  exploration  and  survey ;"  and  the  Presi- 
dent was  of  opinion  that  the  step  next  to  be  taken  by  the  two  Governments 
should  be  to  contract  stipulations,  bearing  upon  the  face  of  them  the  pro- 
mise of  a  final  settlement,  under  some  form  or  other,  and  within  a  reason- 
able time. 

The  United  States  Government  accordingly  transmitted  to  the  under- 
signed, for  communication  to  her  Majesty's  Government,  in  the  month  of 
July  last,  a  counter-draught  of  convention,  varying  considerably  in  some 
parts  (as  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States  admitted,  in  his  letter 
to  the  undersigned  of  the  29th  of  July  last)  from  the  draught  proposed  by 
Great  Britain.  But  the  Secretary  of  State  added,  that  the  United  States 
Government  did  not  deem  it  necessary  to  comment  upon  the  alterations  so 
made^  as  the  text  itsvAt  of  the  counter-draught  would  be  found  sufficiently 
perspicuous. 

Her  Majesty's  Government  might  certainly  well  have,  expected  that  some 
reasons  would  have  been  given  to  explain  why  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment declined  to  confirm  an  arrangement  which  was  founded  upon  propo- 
sitions made  by  that  Government  itself,  and  upon  modifications  to  which 
that  Government  had  agreed  ;  or,  that  if  the  American  Government  thought 
thedrau&;ht  of  convention  thus  proposed  was  not  in  conformity  with  the  pre- 
vious agreement,  it  would  have  pointed  out  in  what  respect  the  two  were 
consjdffed  to  differ. 

Ht^r  Mujiisty's  Government,  considering  the  present  state  of  the  boundary 
question,  concur  with  the  Government  of  the  United  States  in  thinking  that 
it  is,  on  every  account,  expedient  that  the  nt;xt  measure  to  be  adopted  by  the 
two  Governments  should  contain  arrangements  which  will  necessarily  le^d 
to  a  fiiial  seitlement ;  and  they  think  that  the  co  ivention  which  they  pro- 
posed lust  year  to  the  President,  instead  of  heing  framed  so  as  to  constiiute 
a  mere  commission  of  exploration  and  survey,  did,  on  the  contrary,  contain 
slipuhitions  calculated  to  lead  to  the  final  ascertainment  of  the  t>oundary 
between  ihe  two  countries. 

There  was,  however,  undoubtedly,  one  essential  difference  between  the 
British  draught  and  the  American  counter-draught.  The  British  draught 
contuiot'd  no  |)rovision  embodying  the  principle  of  arbitration.  The  Amer- 
ican counter-draught  did  contain  such  a  provision. 

The  British  draught  contained  no  provision  for  arbitration,  because  the 
|irinciple  of  arbitration  had  not  been  proposed  on  either  side  during  the  ne- 
(Dtuitionsupon  which  that  draught  was  founded  ;  and  because,  moreover,  it 
Vas  understood,  at  that  time,  tiiat  the  principle  of  arbitration  would  be  de- 
cidedly objectt^d  to  by  the  United  States. 

But  as  the  United  Stales  Government  have  now  expressed  a  wish  to 
embody  the  principle  of  arbitration  in  the  proposed  convention,  her  Majesty's 
Government  are  perfectly  willing  to  accede  to  that  wish. 

Thft  inidersigned  is  accordingly  instructed  to  slate,  officially,  to  Mr.  For- 
^S^,that  tier  Majesty's  Government  consent  to  the  two  priuc\p\edwti\cVvlottDL 
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the  main  foundation  of  the  American  counter-draught,  namely :  first,  that 
the  CDmmission  to  be  appointed  shall  be  so  constituted  as  necessarily  to  lead 
to  R  final  settlement  of  the  questions  of  boundary  at  issue  between  the  two 
countries ;  and,  secondly,  that,  in  order  to  secure  such  a  result,  the  cod* 
▼ention  by  which  tlie  commission  is  to  be  created  shall  contain  a  provision 
for  arbitration  upon  points  as  to  which  the  British  and  American  oommii- 
doners  may  not  be  able  to  agree. 

The  undersi&:ned  is,  however,  instructed  to  add,  that  there  are  rnaof 
matters  of  detail  in  the  American  counter-draught  which  her  Majesty's  Got- 
ernment  cannot  adopt.  The  undersigned  will  be  furnished  from  his  Got- 
ernment,  by  an  early  opportunity,  with  an  amended  draught,  in  conformity 
with  the  principles  above  stated,  to  be  submitted  to  the  consideration  of  the 
President.  And  the  undersigned  expects  to  be  at  the  same  time  furnished 
with  instructions  to  propose  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States  a  fresh, 
local,  and  temporary  convention,  for  the  better  prevention  of  incideutal  bonier 
collisions  within  the  disputed  territory  during  the  time  that  may  be  occupied 
in  carrying  through  the  operations  of  survey  or  arbitration. 

The  nndersigned  avails  himself  of  thi»  occasion  to  renew  to  the  Secretary 
of  State  the  assurance  of  his  distinguished  consideration.

Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States,  has  had  the 
honor  to  receive  a  note  addressed  to  him  on  the  22d  instant  by  Mr.  Foi, 
envoy  extraordinary  and  minister  plenipotentiary  of  Great  Briiarn,  f ndos- 
iDg  printed  copies  of  the  report  and  map  laid  before  the  British  Government 
by  the  commissioners  employed  during  the  last  season  to  survey  the  terri- 
tory in  dispute  between  the  two  countries,  and  communicating  thecouseot 
of  her  Britannic  Majesty's  Government  to  the  two  principles  which  form 
the  main  foundation  of  the  counter  proposition  of  the  United  States  for  the 
•liyustment  of  the  question. 

The  undersigned,  having  laid  Mr.  Fox's  note  before  the  President,  is  in- 
structed to  say,  in  answer,  that  the  President  duly  appreciates  the  moiim 
of  courtesy  which  prompted  the  British  Government  to  communicate  \o 
that  of  the  United  States  the  documents  referr^  to;  and  that  hederivfli 
creat  satisfaction  from  the  announcement  that  her  Majesty^  GovemmeBl 
do  not  relinquish  the  hope  that  the  sincere  desire  which  is  felt  by  \ifA 
parties  to  arrive  at  an  amicable  settlement  will  at  length  be  attended  wilt 
snccess;  and  from  the  prospect  held  out  by  Mr.  Fox  of  his  beinj^aoeprf' 
iDgly  furnished,  by  an  early  opportunity,  with  the  draught  of  a  propoi*^ 
amended  in  conformity  with  the  principles  to  which  her  Majesty^  GofSt-* 
ment  has  acceded,  to  be  submitted  to  the  consideration  of  this  Gtfvn*' 
ment. 

Mr,  Fox  states  that  his  Government  might  have  expected  that,  wtethc

These  were  the  reasons 
indaoed  the  President  to  introduce  in  the  new  projet  the  provisions 
!ie  tiioaght  calculated  for  the  attainment  of  so  desirable  an  object  ; 
idi,  in  nis  opinion,  rendered  obviously  unnecessary  any  allusion  to 
riont  agreements  referred  to  by  Mr.  Fox.  The  President  is  grati- 
Snd  that  a  concurrence  in  those  views  has  brought  the  minds  of  her 
fm  Government  to  a  similar  conclusion ;  and  from  this  fresh  indica- 
taannony  in  the  wishes  of  the  two  cabinets,  he  permits  himself  to 
ale  the  most  satisfactory  result  from  the  measure  under  considera-

'tiio  Donnell)  to  ^o  ;  but,  as  there  was  no  other  steamboat,  he  could  not 
I  imne  until  another  came  in  to  relieve  me,  as  he  could  not  do  without 
*  This  was  about  the  1st  of  April.  Soon  afterwards,  upon  repeating 
Bqoest,  and  expressing  his  increasing  fears  for  the  safety  of  the  boa^ 
UQ  Donnell  had  permission  to  go  to  Charleston  with  some  Indian  pris- 
i ;  and  Monday  the  23d  of  April  was  the  time  appointed  for  his  leaving 
tveron  his  return. 

I  Sunday  morning,  the  22d  of  April,  Captain  Donnell  towed  a  vessel 
1^  bar,  and,  after  casting  her  off,  discovered  the  buoy  of  an  anchor 
^ad  been  lost  by  some  vessel.    He  stopped  to  take  it  up,  which  de-

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tained  him  a  short  time ;  and.  in  returning  over  the  bar,  the  boat  touched 
the  bottom,  although  he  states  "  the  rub  was  not  heavy  enough  to  do  any 
injury,  nor  did  any  manifest  itself."  He  got  back  to  anchor  at  seven  o'clock 
in  the  morning,  and  during  the  day  had  the  boat  scraped.  He  further  states 
that,  about  one  o'clock  on  Monday  Morning,  a  leak  was  discovered,  which 
increased  rapidly ;  and  notwithstanding  every  effort  to  arrest  it  by  the  crev 
and  fifty  men  sent  from  the  fort,  it  continued  to  increase,  and  about  twelve 
o'clock  meridian,  on  Monday,  she  sunk.  He  also  says  he  has  <'  no  donbt 
that  she  was  lost  by  reason  of  the  injury  from  worms." 

John  Robinson,  one  of  the  firm  which  acted  as  the  agents  of  the  claim- 
ants, valued  the  boat,  at  the  time  she  left  Charleston,  at  $15,000 ;  and  two 
other  witnesses  testify  that  she  was  worth  that  sum  at  the  time  of  her  de- 
struction. The  claimants,  however,  aver  that  the  boat  was  worth  tint 
amount,  when  lost,  exclusive  of  the  engine^  which  was  saved ;  and  now 
claim  that  sum  of  the  United  States,  alleging  that  she  was  lost  by  reason 
of  injury  from  worms,  in  consequence  of  lie  refusal  of  Lieutenant  Hbolur 
to  let  her  be  examined  and  repaired. 

The  foregoing  statement  of  the  facts  is  derived  from  the  letters  and  cer- 
tificates  of  Captain  Donnell,  and  other  witnesses,  introduced  by  the  claim- 
ants. It  is  entirely  exparte^  and,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  doei 
not  satisfactorily  prove  that  the  loss  of  the  boat  was  caused  by  the  iigiuy 
done  by  the  worms,  owing  to  her  remainine  too  long  in  the  Florida  wilefs 
without  being  overhauled,  as  contended  by  the  memorialists.  But  eveo  had 
this  fact  been  clearly  established,  the  committee  cannot  admit  that  the  Doi- 
ted States  could  properly  be  held  accountable  for  a  loss  arising  from  tiiii 
cause:  It  can  only  he  regarded  as  one  of  the  ordinary  dangen  incidBBtto 
the  service  in  which  the  boat  was  employed ;  and  the  liberal  price  of  94^000 
per  month,  paid  for  her  charter,  when  the  testimony  is  clear  that  her  wiidf 
value  did  not  exceed  $15,0U0,  furnishes  the  most  convincing  proof  that  thi 
peculiar  and  well-known  dangers  attending  her  employment  in  the  Fkiridi 
waters  were  taken  into  consideration  and  charged  for  at  the  timaof  eoMf^ 
ing  into  the  charter-party,  as  well  as  the  comnion  and  ordinary  Marisfcii 

It  is,  however,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  wholly  unskaamxj  to 
place  the  rejection  of  the  claim  upon  this  ground ;  as  they  have,  sinoe  the 
niBnx>rial  was  referred,  obtained,  through  the  Quartermaster  GenenHi  De- 
partment, a  statement  from  Lieutenant  Hooker,  which  gives  a  very  diftmt 
aspect  to  the  case  from  that  presented  by  the  claimants,  and  raodflP  tha 
robability  very  strong  that  the  loss  of  the  boat  is  to  be  attributad  entiRily  to 
er  striking  on  the  bar  the  morning  previous  to  her  wreck ;  and  if  in  aay 
decree  owing  to  this  circumstance,  mere  is  not  the  slightest  prvtaDce  fiff  At 
claim  set  up.

Sir  :  The  papers  relating  to  the  claim  for  the  loss  of  the  steamer  James 
Boatwright,  while  in  service  of  the  duartermaster's  Department  of  the 
anny,  at  Indian  river,  in  Florida,  22d  April,  1838,  and  which  you  referred 
to  me  under  date  of  18th  ultimo,  were  duly  received  ;  but  as  the  testimony 
was  only  such  as  had  been  procured  on  the  part  of  the  claimants,  I  deemed 
it  proper  to  take  immediate  measures  for  obtaining  a  statement  ftovci  Lien- 
tenant  Hooker,  the  officer  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  who  b 
spoken  of  in  the  testimony  furnished  by  the  claimants ;  and  his  statement, 
having  now  come  to  hand,  I  enclose  herewith. 

It  will  be  seen  that  this  statement  of  the  case  by  Lieutenant  Hooker 
differs  from  that  presented  by  the  claimants,  principally  in  relation  to  the 
circumstances  attending  the  picking  up  of  the  anchor  on  Sunday,  23d 
April,  1838 ;  as  Captain  DonncU's  affidavit  of  1st  April,  1840,  states  ihu 
he  did  not  lose  more  than  twenty  minutes  nor  any  depth  of  water  there- 
by, and  that  it  was  done  by  permission  of  the  Government  pilot  on  board, 
(Amow,)  who  said,  when  she  touched,  that  it  was  nothing,  and  could  not 
hurt  her ;  whereas,  Lieutenant  Hooker  says  that,  while  she  remained 
fishing  for  anchors,  the  tide  ebbed  so  much  as  to  prevent  her  recrossiiif 
the  bar  without  striking,  and  that  Arnow  assured  him  (Lieutenant  Hooker) 
that  the  blow  was  a  severe  one,  and  that  it  unquestionably  occasioned  the 
loss,  by  wrenching  a  plank  from  her  bottom ;  and  in  corroboration  of  the 
probability  that  a  plank  was  so  wrenched  off,  Lieutenant  H.  speaks  of 
fish  being  seen  in  her  hold.

Th 
earliest  commissions  for  a  longer  term  than  twelve  months  were  issued  h\ 
Virginia,  subsequently  to  the  4th  of  July,  1776.  His  claim  might  be  li 
lowed  for  ten  months'  service  in  1776,  subject  to  refund  the  overpayiml 

Isaac  Boyd  has  never  applied  to  this  office  for  a  pension,  ana  has  no 
adduced,  in  support  of  his  petition  to  Congress,  the  evidence  of  a  commis 
sioned  officer  that  he  was  wounded  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  de 
scribed  ;  nor  the  certificate  of  two  respectable  surgeons,  showing  the  preseo 
disability,  and  tracing  it  to  the  wound  descrited  by  the  comBUsnoiM 
officer.  The  rolls,  at  the  period  of  the  alleged  wound,  do  not  snatun  tb 
allegation,  but  show  that  he  continued  in  service  four  years  after  th 
alle^d  disability  was  incurred. 

William  Glover  has  also  petitioned  Congress  without  applying  ID  ibu 
office.  His  proofs,  as  to  the  fact  of  receiving  a  wound  in  ttie  wtmietf  snd 
of  the  degree  of  consequent  disability,  are  not  such  as  the  luki  of  Ihi 
department  require,  and  are  liable  to  the  same  objections  as  the  iMOBdiq 
case. 

Stephen  Appleby's  case  is  liable  to  the  objections  made  to  ttiat  of  bw 
Boyd.    He  has  never  applied  for  a  pension  to  this  office.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  in  obedience  to  your  instructiov, 
letters  have  been  addressed  to  the  various  officers  who,  it  was  supposed, 
might  be  able  to  procure  the  information  required  by  the  resolution  of  the 
Senate  of  the  12th  of  March,  to  wit :  "  Resolved^  That  the  President  of  the 
United  States  be  requested  to  communicate  to  the  Senate,  if,  in  his  ju^* 
ment,  compatible  with  the  public  interest,  any  information  which  may  be 
in  poflsession  of  the  Goremment,  or  which  can  be  conyenienUy  obtained, 
of  the  military  and  naral  preparations  of  the  British  authorities  on  the  north- 
em  frontier  of  the  United  States,  from  Lake  Superior  to  the  Atlantic  ocean ; 
distingnaishing  the  permanent  from  the  temporary  and  field-works,  and, per 
tieulany  by  noting  those  which  are  within  the  claimed  limits  of  the  tiniled 
States."  In  answer  to  the  letter  addressed  to  him  on  the  subject,  and  iraA 
regard  to  the  Senate's  resolution,  as  far  as  relates  to  "  military  preparatiooi 
of  the  British  authorities  on  the  northern  frontier  of  the  United  Statei,' 
General  Scott  communicates  the  following  facts :  That  he  has  paid  bot 
little  attention  to  the  forts  and  barracks  erected  by  the  British  auChoriliei 
near  the  borders  of  Maine,  above  Frederickton,  in  New  Brunswick,  or  in 
Upper  Canada,  above  Cornwall,  being  oi  the  fixed  opinion  that  all  such 
structures  would  be  of  little  or  no  military  value  to  either  of  the  parlieB,in 
the  event  of  a  new  war  between  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain ;  thst 
he  was  last  summer  at  the  foot  of  Lake  Superior,  and  neither  saw  nor  hsud 
of  any  British  fort  or  barracks  on  the  St.  Mary*^  river ;  that  betweea  Uksi 
Hqion  and  Erie,  the  British  have  three  sets  of  barracks — one  at  Wiadnr, 
opposite  to  Detroit,  one  at  Sandwich,  a  little  lower  down,  and  the  thiid  al 
Maiden,  eighteen  miles  below  the  first,  all  built  of  sawed  logs,  strengthened 
by  block- houses,  loop-holes,  ice. ;  that  Maiden  has  long  been  a  military  ptMt, 
with  slight  defences :  these  have  been  recently  strengthened.  The  worb 
at  Sandwich  and  Windsor  have  also,  he  thinks,  been  erected  within  the  last 
six  or  eight  months ;  that,  near  the  mouth  of  the  Niagara,  the  British  have 
two  small  forts — George  and  Mississanga ;  both  existed  during  the  lail  war ;

of  the  positions  so  occupied  by  British  troops,  are  within  the  claimed  linoiL* 
of  the  United  States ;  that  these  military  preparations  (it  has  been  heretofors 
understood)  have  been  made  by  the  British  authorities,  to  suppress  rebelUoc 
and  insurrection  among  the  Canadian  population. 

Captain  Johnson  reports,  from  Fort  Brady,  that  he  has  heard  nothing  jn 
the  subject  of  the  resolution,  but  mere  rumors ;  and  that  there  is  no  appear 
ance  of  any  works  goine  up,  anywhere,  on  the  Canada  side  of  the  St. 
Mar]r's  river.  The  files  of  the  Adjutant  General's  OfSce  have  been  examiaed. 
but  no  further  information  has  been  elicited.

lie  remonstrance  of  the  Marine  Insurance  Companies  of  the  city  of 

New  York, 

Respectfully  represents  : 

That  your  memorialists,  deeply  interested  in  the  regulation  of  the  pilot 
rBtem,  in  the  harbor  of  New  York,  have  watched,  with  anxious  solici- 
ide,  the  moTements  of  the  honorable  the  House  of  Re{»resentatives  in 
iation  thereto,  and  have  only  refrained  from  presenting  their  remon* 
nmoe  to  your  honorable  body  at  an  earlier  period  of  the  session,  from 
eeonfidence  they  entertained  that  no  alteration  would  have  been  deemed 
Ivisable  to  be  made  in  the  present  law  regulating  that  service. 
The  subject  having  engaged  the  attention  of  the  honorable  the  House 
'  Representatives,  the  memorialists  beg  leave  to  lay  before  you  their 
monstrance  against  the  repeal  of  the  act  of  1837,  experience  having 
ovad  that  its  operation  has  been  attended  with  the  most  beneficial 
raits,  as  well  to  the  great  interests  of  commerce  as  to  the  cause  of  hu- 
■nitj  and  justice. 

Opportonities  have  been  afforded  to  your  remonstrants,  arising  firom 
sir  line  of  business,  by  which  they  have  been  enabled  to  examine  the 
ygkinga  of  the  entire  pilot  system  under  the  present  regulation,  and 
lile  interests  of  magnitude  are  daily  involved  in  the  conduct  of  pilots, 
^lelled,  as  they  are,  to  repose  the  utmost  reliance  on  their  skill,  energy, 
1  enterprise,  they  cannot  but  feel  the  deepest  sense  of  alarm  at  the  pas- 
te of  any  measure  calculated  to  disturb  the  safe  and  wholesome  regula- 
a  by  which  the  present  system  is  controlled.  Nothing  but  a  sincere 
m  to  protect  the  interests  confided  to  their  charge  impel  them  to  offer 
ir  remonstrance  in  the  present  instance.  A  large  amount  of  capital  is 
Nssted  in  the  business  of  marine  insurance,  and  so  far  as  that  is  repre- 
Ited,  there  is  a  unanimous  expression  of  opinion  against  any  measure

A  recurrence  to  circumstances  connected  with  the  act  of 
passage  may  throw  some  light  upon  the  subject  It  is  um 
Congress  expressly  reserved  the  power  of  regulating  this  bi 
vice,  under  the  act  of  1789,  by  which  its  was  provided  "  T 
in  the  bays,  inlets,  rivers,  harbors,  and  ports,  of  the  United 
continue  to  be  regulated  in  conformity  with  the  existing 
States  respectively  where  such  pilots  may  be,  or  with  sue! 
States  may,  respectively,  hereafter  enact  for  the  purpose,  until 
lative  provision  shall  be  made  by  Congress."  The  State  oj 
under  the  act,  exercised  the  power  of  passing  laws  regulating 
pilotage  for  the  port  of  New  York.

half  frozen,  to  their  shattered  vessels,  abandoned  to  their 
entire  days  had  transpired  without  obtaining  a  pilot  who  could 
them  from  an  awful  death.

Your  remonstrants  further  represent,  that  their  expectations  have  bea 
realized  greatly  beyond  the  extent  of  their  anticipations  by  the  passage  of 
the  act  of  1837.  The  salutary  competition  which  prevails,  compels  eiox 
individual  to  rely  upon  his  own  resources  of  activity  and  skill  fin- suoceii; 
and  any  interference  at  this  time  with  a  law  which  the  commerdal  oon- 
munity  regard  as  one  of  the  most  important  that  ever  engaged  the  attra- 
tion  of  your  honorable  body,  would  be  unwise,  impolitic,  and  deUinwoni 
to  the  great  interests  which  the  legislature  of  the  Union  is  boood  lo 
protect. 

They  therefore  pray  that  the  act  of  1837,  regulating  the  pilots,  naf  not 
be  repealed.

Baltimore,  February  20, 1840. 

Sm :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  in  obedience  to  your  instructions 
E"  the  16th  of  March  ultimo,  constituting  me  the  agent  and  engineer  on 
fce  part  of  the  Topographical  Bureau  for  the  purpose  of  superintendinap 
srtain  works  of  internal  improvement  in  the  Temtory  of  Iowa,embracea 
1  ^  lav  of  the  session  of  Congress  of  1838,  dated  the  7th  of  July,  and  ott» 
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of  the  last  session^  of  the  31st  March,  I  repaired  to  that  Territoiy  as  tou 
thereafleT  as  practicable,  and  commenced  the  necessary  surreys  K>r  cany- 
ing  said  laws  into  effect,  as  follows  : 

1st.  For  the  road  "  from  Burlington,  through  the  counties  of  Dea  Moino, 
Henry,  and  Van  Buren,  towards  the  seat  of  the  Indian  agency  on  theD« 
Moines,"  a  party  was  orgainzod  in  Burlington  in  June,  and  commeneed 
the  location  of  the  road  between  said  points.  Leaving  Buriingbtn  it 
a  stake  in  the  road  opposite  a  blacksmith's  shop,  the  line  follows  a  iKtim 
inclining  to  the  nortli  to  the  prairie ;  on  reaching  which,  it  approachei  Ae 
township  line,  along  which  it  runs  until  within  a  few  miles  of  "  Skunk 
liver,"  when,  the  ground  being  very  much  broken,  the  line  iodiues  to dia 
north,  and  follows  a  ridge  to  the  crossing  of  Cedar  creek  -,  thence,  along  a 
rii^,  to  the  mouth  of  Alud  creek,  and  thence  along  the  1*81167  of  Skiuk 
river  to  Smith's  mill ;  crossing  Skunk  river  at  Smith's  mill,  the  line  Al- 
lows a  ridge  to  a  ford  of  Prairie  creek ;  thence,  over  a  prairie,  to  IJtde 
Cedar,  crossing  Williamson's  creek  and  a  branch  of  Cedar.  AAer  cmi- 
ing  Little  Cedar,  the  line  follows  the  Fort  Madison  road  to  the  tovnof 
Washington  ;  thence,  acros.s  a  Hat,  wet  prairie,  to  the  head  of  Lick  creek; 
and  thence,  along  a  river,  to  the  Indian  agency  on  the  Des  Moines:  the 
whole  line  being  seventy-six  (T6)  miles  in  length. 

On  the  completion  of  the  survey,  the  road  was  put  under  constiuctiM 
between  Burlington  and  Skunk  river,  a  distance  of  about  20  miles.  Oa 
this  part  the  necessary  bridges  have  been  consiructed,  wet  places  in  the 
piaine  ditched,  hills  graded,  and,  where  the  line  passes  through  woods, 
the  clearing  and  grubbing  completed.  But  little  renuiina  to  be  dooeon 
this  section  to  midcc  as  good  a  road  as  can  be  required. 

This  road  mny  justly  be  regarded  as  of  gretit  importance  to  the»ctioDflf 
country  through  which  it  passes,  coiinecting  a  rapidly  increasing  and  fioar- 
ishing  population  in  the  interior  with  one  of  the  principal  towps  ODtbt 
liver,  and  passing  tlirough  a  region  entirely  destitute  of  roads.

Jnanaley  creek,  Kitty's  creek,  and  Fawn  creek  :  tha  line  crosses  lie  "^  !^**=fc 
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npioicon  (forty- eight  miles  from  Dubuque)  at  the  mouth  of  the  Bufialo  fork^ 
ind  follows  a  ridge  to  the  summit  at  Kussel's ;  thence  over  a  rolling  prairio 
to  Cedar  river,  which  it  crosses  about  seventy  miles  from  Dubuque ;  and 
thenoe  to  Iowa  City  (the  seat  of  ^vernment^  on  tlie  Iowa  river,  having  crossed 
Indian  creek,  Rapid  creek,  and  several  interior  streams :  crossing  the  Iowa 
river  at  the  seat  ol  government,  the  line  passes  over  a  prairie  to  Harris's  creek, 
Old  Man's  creek;  and  thence  to  Davis's  creek,  along  a  ridge,  having  crossed 
English  river ;  thence  over  a  level  prairie  to  Mount  Pleasant,  (the  county 
mat  of  Washington  county.)  having  crossed  Goose  creek,  several  branches 
of  Long  creek,  Crooked  creek,  and  some  smaller  streams ;  from  Mount 
Pleasant  the  hne  follows  a  ridge  to  Skunk  river,  which  it  crosses  at  Hughes's 
ftrry ;  thence  to  Little  Cedar,  and  over  a  level  prairie  (passinsr  through  the 
town  of  Washington  and  the  head  of  Bratting  grove)  to  a  ridge  leading  to 
Keosauqua,  a  flourishing  town  on  the  Des  Moines  river,  and  seat  of  justice 
of  Yaa  Buren  county. 

On  completing  the  surveys,  the  road  was  put  under  construction  between 
Dubaqne  and  Iowa  City,  a  distance  of  eighty-six  miles.  The  timber  on 
<he  line  of  the  road  was  cut  out  for  forty  feet,  twenty  of  which  were  grubbed. 
Over  wet  places  in  the  prairie,  a  great  number  of  which  occurred,  the  road 
was  ditched  and  bridged ;  hills  graded ;  bridges  were  constructed  nearly 
over  all  the  streams,  and  over  some  (as  Prairie  creek,  White-water,  and  the 
Wapsipinicon)  with  stone  abutments,  and  of  a  more  permanent  character. 
With  the  exception  of  some  additional  bridges  and  grading,  nothing  is 
wanting  to  make  a  good  road  between  those  points.  An  estimate  for  thesey 
and  for  the  completion  of  the  road,  accompanies  this. 

In  reference  to  this  work,  1  beg  leave  to  say  that  I  regard  it  as  the  noost 
important  with  which  I  was  charged. 

Leaving  the  town  of  Dubuque,  on  the  Mississippi,  (one  of  the  most  im« 
poilant  and  flourishing  in  the  Territory,)  it  passes  through  the  seat  of  gov- 
enunent  lately  established  on  the  Iowa  river ;  and  thence  to  the  southern 
boundary,  through  several  county  towns,  traversing  a  beautiful  and  fertile 
eonntry,  and  greatly  enhancing  the  value  of  the  lands,  which  are  settling 
widi  unprecedented  rapidity.  This  region  is  destitute  of  roads,  and  the  in* 
Inooarse  greatly  embarrassed  by  the  want  of  bridges  over  some  of  the 
ideams. 

4th.  For  the  improvement  of  the  mail  route  from  the  northern  boundary 
tf  Missouri  to  some  point  on  the  Mississippi,  between  Dubuque  and  Prairie 
4&Chien: 

Upon  an  examination  of  this  route,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  defer  all 
VMB  until  authority  was  obtained  to  make  changes  in  the  location  which 
snieemed  essential.  The  road,  as  now  located,  is  very  circuitous ;  run* 
SingiloDg  the  river,  it  crosses  all  the  ravines  and  streams  making  into  it, 
tiwraby  passing  over  much  worse  ground,  and  greatly  enhancing  the  dis- 

Bilween  Dubuque  and  Davenport,  for  example,  a  line  can  be  obtained 

IMiing  at  least  ten  miles  in  distance,  and  passing  through  a  countrv  over 
*^icE  a  road  can  be  made  for  a  much  smaller  amount,  and,  from  the  na- 
^  of  the  ground,  be  always  in  better  condition.  I  would  suggest  the 
fyPfiety  ofhaving  a  general  mail-route  laid  out  between  the  points  indi- 
2j«i  in  the  law,  and  have  the  smaller  towns  on  the  river  accommodated 
-  r*  cress-mails.  Such  a  road  is  already  very  much  needed,  and  the  ne* 
for  it  daily  increasing. 
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6th.  Surrey  for  a  canal  between  Bloomington  and  Mo0COW|  on 
Cedar  river : 

Leaving  the  town  of  Bloomington,  on  the  Mississippi^  the  lii 
the  valley  of  Mad  creek  to  its  head,  distant  about  six  miles,  att 
elevation  of  193  feet ;  from  this  point  to  where  the  ground  fall 
the  Cedar,  a  distance  of  about  four  miles,  it  is  of  a  uniform  el 
about  186  feet,  (except  one  depression — a  tributary  of  a  stream 
into  Cedar  below  Moscow  ;)  it  then  falls  towards  the  Cedar,  whic 
cow,  is  about  90  feet  above  the  Mississippi  at  Bloomington. 

A  eanal  between  the  abovementioned  points  would  have  to  be 
from  the  Cedar  river,  and  a  survey  was,  therefore,  made  above 
and  a  line  of  levels  run  to  ascertain  its  fall,  which  was  found  tc 
one  foot  and  a  half  in  a  mile ;  so  that  if  a  cut  of  30  feet  be  made  at 
mit,  (a  cut  of  four  miles  in  length,)  it  will  be  necessary  to  tap  the  I 
liver  40  miles  above  Moscow,  and  supply  the  canal  by  a  feedei 
will  tlicn  be  between  150  and  160  feet  to  be  overcome  by  locks  on  t1 
wards  the  Mississippi,  and  between  60  and  70  on  the  side  toward 
Cedar.  The  expense  involved  in  these  operations,  compared  wit 
ject  to  be  attained,  settled  the  question,  in  my  judgment,  so  far  \ 
practicability,  as  to  render  more  minute  surveys  unnecessary,  esi 
this  region  of  country  was  at  the  time  extremely  unhealthy,  and 
had  already  been  detained  for  several  weeks  by  sickness. 

The  Red  Cedar  river  is  one  of  the  finest  and  largest  streams  ii 
ritory ;  its  depth  varies  considerably  at  different  points,  but,  at  t 
stage  of  water,  between  3  and  4  feet  can  be  found  in  the  chani 
principal,  if  not  the  only,  obstacle  to  its  navigation  by  boats  of  ligh 
are  sandbars,  which  are  continually  shifting  as  in  the  Missoui 
course,  any  attempt  to  improve  the  navigation  by  their  removal 
useless.  At  the  town  of  Westport,  near  the  Indian  boundary, 
rapids  which  will  require  some  improvements  to  continue  the  i 
beyond  them.

ill  provides  that  the  mileage  of  each  member. of  Congress  shall  be 
i  on  a  straight  line  from  tke  seat  of  Ck>ngre8s  to  his  place  of  resi- 
nd  that  the  distance  shall  be  ascertained,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  by 
nent  upon  a  correct  or  approved  map,  and  such  other  eviaence  as 
roduced,  at  each  session  of  Congress.

Public  seatimeDt,  indignant  at  the  chan^  from  a  daily  allov- 
ance  to  an  annual  salary  to  members  of  Congress,  compell«d  the  repeal  of 
the  act  at  the  succeeding  session.  It  was  the  introduction  of  the  Qovel  p[i]i> 
dple  of  placing  the  representatives  of  the  States  and  the  people  in  Congtea 
on  annual  salaries,  rather  than  the  amount  allowed,  that  excited  the  genenl 
ieeling  of  disapprobation  which  the  measure  incurred.  Even  the  certainty 
of  rendering  the  sessions  shorter  conld  not  reconcile  the  American  people 
to  the  change.  This  act  is  the  only  one,  in  relation  to  the  compensatiai 
and  mileage  of  members,  that  has  ever  met  their  disapprobation. 

A  law  was  therefore  passed,  and  approved  on  the  iZd  of  January,  1S13, 
at  a  time  of  pressure,  wlien  money  was  scarce  and  produce  cheap,  fixinr 
the  compensation  of  Senators  and  Representatires  at  $8  per  diem,  and  8> 
for  every  twenty  miles  of  distance,  estimated  by  the  most  usual  road,  6oo 
their  places  of  residence  to  the  seat  of  Congress.

sent  up  petitions  for  its  repeal.  Dissatisfaction  has  been  extensively  ud

The  allowance,  if  restricted  to  that  pitgi^J 
always  been  too  great.     No  road  or  route,  travelled  in  any  modei'''^ 
■OBt  96  or  98  for  every  twenty  miles.    The  sum  fimd  upon  vu  i* 
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to  enable  members  to  bring  their  families,  if  they  chose,  to  the  seat  of 
Government }  and  those  who  do  bring  them,  with  all  the  improved  ftcili- 
ties  and  economy  of  travelling,  save  none  of  their  mileage. 

Members  who  reside  a  thousand  or  fifteen  hundred  miles  from  the  seat 
of  Government,  and  who  are  compelled  to  leave  their  fiimilies  at  home^ 
necessarily  incur  the  double  expense  of  supporting  themselves  at  Wash- 
ington, and  their  families  at  their  residences.  Their  professional  and 
other  pursuits,  their  farms  and  plantations,  arc  neglected  for  six  months 
in  the  year.  The  pecuniary  loss,  the  privation  of  domestic  comfort,  are 
great.  The  daily  compensation,  and  the  mileage,  computed  as  at  present^ 
are  no  adequate  remuneration  for  these  losses  and  privations. 

If  the  compensation  and  mileage  be  reduced  to  the  actual  expenses  of 
the  individual  members,  no  citizen  of  limited  means  could  accept  of  a 
seat  in  Congress.  The  democracy  of  virtue  and  talent  would  be  excluded 
from  these  halls.  The  aristocracy  of  wealth,  if  not  of  ignorance,  would 
alone  occupy  these  seats.  Identity  of  interest,  sympathy  of  feeling,  with 
the  mass  of  the  people,  would  seldom  here  be  found.  It  is  for  that  mass 
to  determine  how  far  such  a  state  of  things  would  be  compatible  with  the 
equal  rights  of  al]  classes,  with  the  spirit  and  genius  of  their  republican 
institutions,  or  with  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  country. 

Neither  the  bill  referred  to  the  committee,  nor  any  other  bill,  could 

Sualize  the  mileage.  And  they  cannot  but  regret  the  apparent  existence 
a  spirit  of  dissatis&ction  with  an  inequality  which  is  the  result  of  a 
diflSeience  in  local  habitation,  and  of  the  unavoidable  necessity  growing 
out  of  that  difference.  The  inequality  of  mileage  is  met  by  a  more  than 
eonesponding  inequality  of  distance  from  our  business,  our  homes,  and 
fionilies,  and  the  consequent  disruption,  for  one-half  of  the  year,  of  all' 
the  domestic  relations  and  endeamients. 

In  a  more  important  view  of  the  subject,  the  committee  believe  that  the 

ooestion  of  mileage  hasan  influence  on  the  permanent  location  of  the  seat  of 

Government,  and  probably  on  the  stability  of  the  Union.     If  a  liberal  com- 

pmsation  for  the  fatigues  of  travelling,  and  its  ravages  upon  the  physical  con*

It  has  been  suggested  that  Albemarle  sound  will  not  afford 
water  adequate  to  keep  Roanoke  inlet  free  of  obstructions;  thati 
lowance  has  not  been  made  for  evaporation  ;  and  that  the  quani 
discharged  by  the  rivers  may  have  been  overestimated. 

To  investigate  these  matters  fully,  would  occupy  more  tinx 
more  expense  than  1  consider  them  worthy  of — unless,  indeed,! 
such  doubts  myself.  I  am  willing  to  rely  on  the  statemeati 
made  relative  to  them ;  and  upon  such,  together  with  myovm 
the  quantity  flowing^  through  Croatan  sound  into  Pamlico  wh 
enced  by  winds,  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  there  will  be 
quantity  for  all  purposes — and  that,  too,  without  taking  intothei 
quantity  thrown  in  by  the  influx  tides.

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liarbor,  therefore,  under  such  circumstances,  with  no  land-water  ranning 
into  it,  ought  to  be  deep ;  its  bottom  ought  to  be  below  the  influence  df 
the  waves  of  the  bottom,  and  its  entrance  wide  enough  to  admit  a  quan- 
tity of  tide- water  to  flow  in  and  out  twice  a  day,  sufficient  to  keep  the 
mud  and  other  matter  in  agitation  and  from  settling.  A  tendency  to 
form  a  bar  at  the  inlet,  and  to  silting,  can  only  be  counteracted  by  conlraci- 
ing  the  entrance,  and  thereby  increasing  the  strength  of  the  ebb  tide,  or 
by  damming  up  the  waters  at  high  tide,  or  by  throwing  in  fresh  water  to 
obtain  an  artificial  scour.  But  to  widen  an  outlet  (which  would  be  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  above  theory)  with  the  view  of  deepening  it,  is  a  plan 
not  yet  tried,  and  is  in  direct  opjwsition  to  the  theory,  or  rather  the  axiom, 
that  the  depth  of  streams  is  in  the  inverse  ratio  of  their  widths.  Surely 
this  plan  would  not  be  practised  in  improving  the  entrance  into  rivers, 
and  certainly  would  not  succeed  in  restoring  an  entrance  into  a  lagoon. 
An  artificial  harbor,  therefore,  at  Roanoke  inlet,  should  be  very  deep. 
Agreeably  to  uiy  estimate  of  the  Hircc  of  the  bottom-waves  on  this  partol 
the  coast,  it  sliould  be  at  least  20  feet  deep ;  and  then  it  would  be  abso- 
lutely necessary  to  jjrotcct  its  entrance  by  stone  walls,  which,  together  wilh 
the  excavation,  and  the  cx|>ensc  of  a  canal  through  Roanoke  island,  and 
the  walls  between  the  banks  and  tiie  island,  would  swell  the  cost  to  niaof 
millions. 

Having  considered  tlie  causes  of  the  closing  of  tlie  inlet,  and  the  objec- 
tions to  its  practicability,  I  will  now  take  into  consideration  tlie  plau  and 
effect  of  the  works  for  ro-opi?ning  il. 

The  universal  plan  of  improving  harbors  is  to  contract  their  outlets  by 
the  erection  of  piers,  sometim(\s  projecting  tar  into  the  sea;  to  tuni  they'll 
and  shingle  broiight  coastwise  across  tlie  inlet;  to  pen  up  the  tide-imter 
in  pools  or  bnsins,  and  let  it  out  at  the  proper  times — in  some  iustaDces 
through  pipes  or  tunnels — to  act  as  a  scour  in  conjunction  with  the  ett- 
tide;  or,  by  damming  and  canalling,  to  obtain, and  turn  through  thdurto 
an  additional  quantity  of  water  from  the  land,  with  the  view  ofobfiuiMy 
an  artificial  scour,  in  imitation  of  the  effects  of  a  fresh-water  river. 

Tlicse  plans  are  all  derived  from  nature.  The  uatuml  means  bywW 
an  inlet  is  kept  open  is  the  discharge  of  fresh  water  through  it;  wluch,op- 
posing  the  inllux  tide,  and  adding  to  the  power  of  the  ebb,  will  alwp 
maintain  a  certain  channel  in  proportion  to  the  quantity  of  land-walffl» 
be  discharged.

Prom  these  plain  and  obvious  principles  the  plans  mentioned  have  I** 
derived;  they  guided  even  the  nrst  attempts  at  the  improvements  of  !*• 
bors ;  and,  up  to  the  present  tmie,  they  govern,  without  a  single  excq** 
worthy  of  notice,  in  the  improvement  of  all  the  harbors  on  thecoai**

e  southerly  current  which  has  been  thought  by  some  to  exist, 
hesitation  in  saying  tiiere  is  no  such  current.  My  own  obser- 
it  more  particularly  the  opinions  of  a  number  of  respectable,  in- 
md  experienced  sea-captains,  (some  of  whom  have  been  thirty 
lie  coasting  trade,)  whom  I  have  consulted,  and  on  whom  I  can 
me  confidence  in  stating  that  the  currents  on  soundings,  on 
f  the  coast,  are  entirely  influenced  and  governed  by  the  winds, 
opinion,  there  is  no  eddy-current  from  the  Gulf  stream;  nor  is 
current  setting  southerly  from  the  Chesapeake  bay.

,  unless  affected  by  the  wind,  make,  of  course,  down  the  greatest 
Qto  deep  water.

i.  Should  there  be  any  appearance  of  a  re-opening  of  the  in-  • 
of  Roanoke  inlet,  a  few  piles  driven  in,  projecting  about  6  Jfeei 
tur&ce  of  the  water  in  the  sound,  and  interwoven  with  iatciiies, 
tuidly  check  it ;  though,  for  the  reasons  I  asslnied,  and  as  I . 
re  observed,  there  is  no  danger  of  a  re-opening  of  C\niv\»LC^  SxiAX. 
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There  are,  besides  those  already  mentioned,  other  powerfdl  natural  caoiei 
constantly  operating  to  free  Roanoke  inlet  of  obstructions  brought  in  bf 
the  northeasterly  winds.  The  fall  of  the  sound  is  considerable,  as  has  been 
shown ;  and  the  height  of  the  water,  as  nearly  as  can  be  ascertained,  is  two 
and  a  half  feet  above  the  level  of  low-tide  in  the  sea.  With  this  fiill,  wilt 
be  a  strong  outward  pressure  of  the  land-waters,  which  will  greatly 
strengthen  the  ebb-tide.  These  running  to  the  sea  at  low  water,  particolar- 
ly  at  the  low  ebb  of  the  spring  tides,  when  the  fall  will  be  the  greatest,  and 
the  sandy  bottom  most  exposed  to  their  action,  they  will  act  at  a  time  vheo 
they  can  operate  to  the  best  advantap.  And  when  the  current;  thus  crei- 
ted,  is  strengthened  by  freshets,  (as  will  sometimes  happen,)  both  operatiD|;«t 
low  water,  when  the  descent  to  the  sea  is  the  greatest,  they  will,  in  such 
cases,  be  capable  of  producing  extraordinary  effects — effects  frequeDilf 
strong  enough  to  arrest,  in  the  beginning,  the  march  of  the  dreaded  north- 
easterly winds  ;  prevent  the  tendency  of  the  inlet  to  fill  up  or  swerve ;  and 
prevent  the  introduction  of  sand  or  silt  into  the  harbor.  Another  powerful 
auxiliary  which  will  sometimes  co  operate  with  the  above  forces,  is  ibe 
northwest  wind,  which  frequently  succeeds,  has  as  long  a  duration,  aad 
blows  with  as  much  violence,  as  a  northeaster  ;  and  at  the  same  time  thti 
it  forces  the  waters  down,  and  raises  them  in  the  lower  part  of  the  sooiMLit 
depresses  the  waters  of  the  Atlantic,  and,  in  the  event  of  an  inlet,  will  urge 
the  egress  of  the  sound  waters  with  an  irresistible  scouring  impetus. 

The  effect,  therefore,  of  turning  the  whole  of  the  waters  of  Albeimrk 
sound  through  Roanoke  inlet  by  means  of  the  proposed  dams,  combined 
with  all  these  favorable  concurrent  aud  co-operating  causes  and  circam- 
stances,  will  be  to  keep  a  channel  of  fifteen  feet  of  water  constantly  open, 
though  the  boUom-waves  may  come  in  loaded  with  sand  in  any  pomble 
degree. 

HAnd,  lastly^  though  not  on  this  account  the  least  important  considoatioOi 
is,  that  the  same  causes  which  have  led  to  my  conclusions  formeilfei- 
isted,  and  produced  precisely  the  same  results  as  are  now  anticipald  in  l^ 
storing  the  same  order  of  things.  Such  a  fact  is  sufiicient,  in  itseU^to  allaf 
all  apprehensions,  and  dissipate  all  fears  of  full  and  complete  saooeB, un- 
less we  apprehend  what  we  have  no  reason  to  apprehend,  and  whai  never 
has  occurred,  viz :  that  similar  causes  will  not  produce  similar  effects;  Ihi^ 
with  the  same  head  of  land- waters,  may,  with  an  increase  of  four  timeiliK 
volume,  concentrate  upon  one  particular  point,  with  the  tides,  the  coitti 
the  sands,  the  currents,  and  the  winds,  the  same ;  what  was  true  in  ISBt) 
will  not  remain  true  in  1840. 

I  beg  it  to  be  understood,  that  the  effects  I  anticipate  are  not  conjeciani: 
they  are  inferred  from  the  operations  of  similar  causes  (as  stated)  both  oa 
the  coast  of  North  Carolina  and  on  the  sea-coast  of  foreign  couDtrki.  We 
know  that  the  inlet,  when  it  shared  the  discharge  of  the  waters  of  Allie- 
marle  sound  with  Currituck,  Coffee,  and  Pamlico,  maintained  a  di|ilfe  ^ 
ten  feet ;  and  that,  too,  when  exposed  to  the  same  strong  ^les  acd  tfU^  ' 
as  we  have  now  to  contend  with.    With  all  the  causes  which  fonnaflf  er- 
ulBd|  increased  b^  all  the  waters  of  the  Albemarle  soundi  to  donbc  Aflf'^ 
fata  to  keep  the  inlet  open  would  be  to  doubt  that  the  whole  applifliii'    ^ 
llf'-ei  force  will  not  produce  as  great  an  effect  as  the  applicafioD  of  s^   . 

:\JiOTs  have  now  to  take  into  consideration  the  locatioD  and  plafl<^j>  j^^ 
^1  VMI^  trf  which  il  la  picy^Qiaiei  to  effect  a  coroouiDicatioB  betveei  Albmut  pk  ^ 
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soand  and  the  ocean,  at  Nag's  Head,  by  shutting  the  waters  of  Albemarle 
from  those  of  Pamlico,  leading  the  former  through  a  channel  to  be  excava- 
ted  Dear  the  site  of  the  old  inlet,  from  Roanoke  sound  to  the  sea. 

Across  Croatan  sound,  the  most  eligible  site  for  a  dam  is  from  Pork  point, 
on  Roanoke  island,  to  Fleetwood's  lishway,  on  the  main  land.  The  dis- 
taDce  is  three  miles  ;  the  average  depth  of  water  is  b^  feet ;  the  greatest 
not  exceeding  13|  feet. 

It  is  shoaler  and  better  protected  (by  the  projecting  points  of  Roanoke 
island  and  the  main  land)  than  any  other  lino  ;  and  between  these  points 
and  the  embankment,  there  is  an  extensive  cove,  where  the  waters  of  the 
sound  and  sea,  coming  in  conflict,  will  find  a  place  of  repose  and  deposite 
for  the  matters  they  will  throw  together ;  giving  thereby  strength  to  the 
work,  and  purity  to  the  refluent  waters.  Across  Roanoke  sound,  the  selec- 
tion for  the  situation  of  the  dam  may  be  referred  to  the  causes  above  recited. 

This  embankment  will  cross  Herring  island  far  enough  to  the  south  to 
embrace  any  changes  that  may  possibly  take  place  in  the  direction  of  the 
inlet,  and  at  a  point  where  it  will  be  best  protected  from  the  agitated  water 
of  the  sound. 

Between  this  island  and  Roanoke  island  the  water  is,  in  one  place,  101 
ieet  deep.  The  length  of  the  water  line  is  6,935  feet ;  the  average  depth 
lor  645  feet,  is  S\  feet.  For  the  remainder  of  the  distance  (6,290  feet)  the 
sreatest  depth  does  not  exceed  6  feet ;  and  the  average  is  2\  feet.  The 
length  of  the  embankment  across  the  island,  and  the  marshes  on  the  mar- 
gin of  the  sound,  will  be  about  one  mile. 

I  propose  the  following  plan  of  construction  for  the  dam  across  Croatan 
acNind : 

Cribs,  20  feet  square,  constructed  of  round  logs  not  less  than  1  foot  in 
diometer,  with  a  row  of  cross-logs  in  the  centre,  and  to  be  kept  in  position 
by  five  piles  on  each  side.  The  cribs  to  be  filled  up  with  earth,  and  capped 
with  large  flat  stone,  6  feet  above  ordinary  water,  which  will  place  the  top 
of  the  embankment  beyond  the  reach  of  the  greatest  elevation  of  the  wa- 
ters in  the  sound.  The  earth  of  the  embankment  to  have  a  slope  of  2^  to 
1  on  the  north  side,  and  2  to  I  on  tiie  south  side,  and  to  be  protected  on 
each  Shore  by  slope  walls  of  stone. 

The  dam  across  Roanoke  sound,  in  the  channels  between  Roanoke  and 
Herring  islands,  to  consist  of  cribs  18  by  20  feet,  made  of  round  logs  not 
Ibbs  than  a  foot  in  diameter,  and  sustained  in  position  by  five  piles  on  each 
nde. 

Across  the  channels  between  the  banks  and  Herring  island,  cribs  15  by  20 
fint|  kept  in  line  by  a  pile  on  each  side  driven  in  every  five  feet.  The 
irhole  capped  as  above  with  stone,  and  sustained  on  the  sides  by  embank- 
ments of  earth  with  a  slope  of  1  to  I,  6  feet  hi&:h,  and  10  feet  thick  at  top. 

On  Herring  and  Roanoke  islands,  and  the  banks,  the  dam  to  be  con- 
•tmcted  of  an  embankment  of  earth  12  feet  thick  at  the  base,  4  feet  at  top, 
and  6  feet  high.  The  slopes  and  top  to  be  protected  from  abrasion  and 
tan  washing  by  a  covering  of  stone ;  of  which  no  danger  of  sinking  need 
te apprehended,  as  they  will  not  be  disturbed  by  the  sea.  We  have  evi- 
^denoe  of  this  in  the  stones  now  to  be  seen,  when  the  water  is  calm  and 
^BBr,at  Ballast  point,  three  miles  above  the  site  of  the  dam. 

The  bottom,  as  I  have  ascertained  by  borings  in  Croatan  and  Roanoke 
^londt,  consists  of  a  mixture  of  sand  and  soil,  aflfording  a  foundation  for 
j|i9  dami,  and  a  good  consistency  in  which  to  drive  piles. 
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UTiis,  in  my  opinion,  is  but  a  small  amount,  compared  with  the  advan- 
tages of  the  improTement.  Indeed,  the  great  importance  of  the  inlet  to  the 
nation  at  large,  to  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  on  the  score  of  homan- 
ity,  makes  it  difficult  to  name  a  sum  that  ought  to  outMreigh  these  con- 
siderations. To  bring  the  necessity  and  importance  of  this  project  more 
fully  into  yiew,  I  beg  leave  to  avail  myself  of  the  following  extracts  from 
the  report  qf  a  select  committee,  to  which  this  subject  was  referred  in  1830: 

**  The  place  where  the  contemplated  hilet  is  proposed  to  be  made,  is  at 
the  soptheastem  extremity  of  Albemarle  sound — a  body  of  water  nearly 
sixty  miles  in  length,  and  averaging  from  ten  to  twenty  in  width.  The 
sound  is  of  a  medium  depth  of  water,  from  twenty.to  twenty-five  feet,  and 
receives  into  its  bosom  the  tributary  streams  of  Currituck  sound.  North 
river,  Pasquotank,  Perquimans.  Chowan,  Roanoke,  and  Alligator  rivers. 
These  rivers  run  through  one  of  the  most  fertile  sections  of  our  country,' 
and  form  the  natural  outlet  of  twenty-six  counties  in  North  Carolina,  and 
twenty-two  in  Virginia.  In  consequence  of  the  closing  of  Roanoke  inlet, 
the  valuable  productions  of  these  numerous  counties  are  compelled  to  seek 
a  market — part  in  wagons  across  the  country  to  Petersburg,  Virginia;  part 
through  the  Dismal  Swamp  canal,  to  Norfolk  ;  and  part  over  Ocracock  bar 
Id  the  ocean,  through  one  ot  the  most  difficult  and  dangerous  navigations 
in  the  world. 

**'  The  committee  are  fully  impressed  with  the  vital  necessity  of  this  inlet 
to  a  large  and  populous  section  of  the  country,  and  of  its  great  national 
importance  to  the  trade  and  commerce  of  this  Union. 

^  The  area  of  the  country  that  would  be  immediately  benefited  by  it  con* 
tains  seventeen  thousand  square  miles,  and  a  population  of  nearly  half  a 
million.  The  only  outlet,  of  any  importance,  from  Albemarle,  now,  is  over 
Ocracock  bar,  a  distance  of  sixty  miles  from  where  Roanoke  inlet  formerly 
was ;  so  that  a  vessel  going  to  the  north  has  to  perform  a  voyage  of  120 
miles,  to  get  upon  the  same  parallel,  to  pass  through  a  difficult  and  narrow 
channel,  and  to  encounter  the  dangers  of  Cape  Hatteros,  where,  perhaps, 
there  are  annually  more  shipwrecks  than  upon  any  point  of  the  coast  of 
America.  Taking  the  amount  of  the  shipping  employed  in  the  Albemarle 
at  what  it  has  been  estimated,  viz :  100,000  tons,  we  may  arrive  at  some 
knowledge  of  the  losses  annually  sustained  at  Ocracock  bar,  and  the  in- 
termediate navigation.  The  charge  on  vessels  for  lighterage  and  deten- 
tion at  the  Swash  avera^^cs  one  dollar  per  ton.  amounting  to  .¥100,000;  the 
additional  rate  of  insurance,  because  of  the  risk,  averages  three-fourths  of 
one  per  cent.,  and  amounts  on  the  exports  and  imports,  (taking  the  same  at 
t3,O0O,0U0)  to  $45.000 ;  and  on  the  vessels,  to  $30,000  per  annum.  This 
annual  tax  of  $175,000  upon  the  navigation  of  this  section  of  the  country, 
independently  of  the  other  evils,  cannot  hut  enhance  the  rate  of  freight 
and  the  cost  of  conveyance  to  market.  Which  suggestion  is  proved  by  the 
fiu:t,  that  the  price  of  freight  from  Norlolk  and  Wilmington  (the  latter  but 
one  hundred  and  twenty  miles  soutli  of  Ocracock,)  is  from  20  to  25 
per  cent,  less  than  from  the  towns  of  Albemarle.  Estimating  this  en- 
hanced freight  as  a  tax  upon  produce  of  six  j)or  cent,  only,  we  can  fairly 
charge  to  the  defects  of  this  navigaiion  an  annual  pt>sitive  loss  to  the 
country  of  .^355,000.  From  the  causes  heretofore  alluded  to,  this  estimate 
is  rather  under  than  over  the  fact ;  when,  therefore,  we  take  into  considera- 
tion that  the  farmer  ultimately  pays  all  those  charg<)S  in  the  diminished 
▼alue  of  his  products,  we  easily  account  for  the  fact  that  the  same  articles 
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dut  in  bad  weather  for  privateers  and  the  smaller  sized  armed  vessels  acting 
offisnaively. 

In  forming  my  opinion,  and  in  framing  this  report,  I  have  consulted  some 
of  the  ablest  engineers  in  England,  and  a  variety  of  the  best  authorities  ex* 
tant ;  with  whose  views  I  have  made  free  use  when  in  accordance  with 
my  own,  and  have  availed  myself  of  the  reports  of  the  engineers  preceding 
roe,  in  inquiring  into  the  practicability  of  opening  the  inlet. 

A  plain  statement  of  facts,  with  the  obvious  deductions  therefrom,  has 
been  my  aim,  discarding  all  refined  theories  and  abstract  speculations  as  un- 
becoming, and  indeed  derogating  from  a  subject  involving  so  many  import- 
ant, grave,  and  interesting  considerations. 

Accompanying  this  is  a  map  of  the  survey  1  have  recently  made,  and  also 
some  charts  drawn  by  the  commanders  of  the  expeditions  fitted  out  by  Sir 
Walter  Raleigh,  which  I  obtained  from  the  admiralty  office,  and  the  library 
attached  to  the  museum  in  London,  which  will  be  found  curious,  interest- 
iD£,  and  somewhat  useful ;  and  also  some  notes  having  a  bearing  upon  this 
subject,  from  the  best  authenticated  history  of  the  discovery  of  this  portion 
of  the  coast,  and  the  various  colonies  planted  on  Roanoke  island.

ims  alluded  to  in  the  petition  are  divided  into  three  classes.  The

In  reference  to  the  delay  which  has  attended  the  adjustment  of  these 
claims,  the  committee  would  state,  that,  in  reply  to  a  resolution  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  of  the  9th  of  March  last,  fespecting  the  progress 
which  had  been  made  in  the  settlement  of  claims  for  horses  lost  in  the 
Creek  and  Seminole  wars,  the  Secretary  of  War  transmitted  to  the  Hod« 
a  report  of  the  3d  Auditor,  dated  March  13,  1840  [H.  Doc.,  No.  146],  in 
iVhich  he  fully  assigns  the  reasons  of  the  delay  complained  of ;  and,  afiff  i 
nersonal  application  recently  made  to  that  officer,  tiie  coaiDiittee  are  satis- 
jpe^  that  the  causes  of  the  delay  stated  in  his  report  still  exist,  and  that  it 
will  be  impossible  to  finish  the  examination  now  in  progress  till  tome 
weeks  after  the  adjournment  of  Ck>ngress.

An  adverse  report  was  made  thereon 
f  Ae  Committee  of  Claims,  in  the  Senate,  and  the  prajrer  of  their  peti- 
sn  was  rejected.  Concurring  in  the  opinions  expressed  in  that  repofti 
le  conomittee  now  adopt  it  as  a  part  of  this  reforij  and  ask  its  publi- 
ition. 

1*hey  also  subjoin  a  letter,  dated  December  12, 1837,  fiom  the  Third 
nditor  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  in  which  the  principles  that  have  in« 
loed  the  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury  to  disallow  this  class  of 
aims,  are  stated. 

Claims  of  this  description  are  not  provided  for  by  the  act  of  January 
),  1837 ;  and  if  the  provisions  of  that  act  are  to  be  extended,  so  as  to 
nbrace  this  class  of  cases,  it  should  be  done,  in  the  opinion  of  the  com- 
ittee,  by  general,  and  not  special  legislation. 

But,  after  a  careful  examination  of  the  existing  laws,  providing  com-

By  that  act,  those  banks  are  compelled  to  withdraw  their  notes  from  cir- 
^lation,  while  no  provision  is  made  to  supply  their  place.  The  withdrawal 
^this  circulating  medium,  in  which  we  have  had  and  still  have  confidence, 
^Dd  which  has  enabled  us  to  live  and  prosper,  is  already  producing  the 
Bieatest  inconvenience  and  distress.  It  is  vain  to  attempt  to  establish  aa 
Oclasive  metallic  currency  here,  while  specie  commands  a  premium,  and 
iiceats  are  actively  employed  in  purchasing  it  for  transportation  from  this 
CXitrict  Besides,  the  States  by  which  we  are  surrounded  having  only  a 
^■per  currency,  all  the  supplies  purchased  by  their  citizens  from  us  must  be 

1  for  in  paper,  while  we  will  be  compelled  to  pay  for  every  thine;  ia 
ie:   and  thus  an  additional,  constant,  and  expanding  drain  will  be 


Ppeiiej. 

By  that  act  the  banks  are  prohibited  from  discounting,  and  we  are  thus 
Seprifed  of  those  facilities  which  we,  in  common  with  every  city  f  the 
Uniim,  have  so  long  enjoyed,  and  without  which  it  is  now  almost  impossi* 
Ne  to  SQttain  commerce  or  trade.  Such  a  change  must  be  effected,  if  at 
JIf  gndaally.  Without  these  facilities,  the  debts  we  owe  to  the  banks,  to

AN  ACT  confirming  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  Virginia,  entitled  "  An  act  meorporating 
the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company,"  and  an  act  of  the  State  of  Maryland  confirming 
the  same. — [Approved  March  3, 1825. j 

Be  ii  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
^aiea  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  act  of  the  Legislature 
3f  the  State  of  Virginia,  entitled  "An  act  incorporating  the  Chesapeake  and 
Ohio  Canal  Company,"  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  ratified  and  confirmed, 
M>  iar  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  any  company  that 
nay  hereafter  be  formed  by  the  authority  of  said  act  of  incorporation,  to 
airiy  into  effect  the  provisions  thereof  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  within 
he  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the  L^nited  States,  and  no  further.

gress  that  such  connexion  can  be  made  without  impediment  or  injnry  lods 
navigation  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  canal. 

This  motion  gave  rise  to  an  able  and  interesting  legal  discussion  oo  the 
interpretation  of  an  act  of  Congress,  confirming  the  charter  of  the  cml 
company ;  in  which  Messrs.  Howard,  of  Baltimore^  Nelson,  of  Frederiet- 
town,  Mercer,  of  Virginia,  Jones  of  Washington  city,  Pigman,  of  Marylio^

took  part;  which  resulted  in  the  rejection  of  Mr.  Howard's  propositioo tt 
strike  out,  by  a  large  majority.

Ohio  canal,"  and  so  far  as  it  is  made  to  depend  on  the  sum  estimated  by 
ihe  United  States  hoard  of  engineers,  to  be  adequate  to  ihe  completion  d* tho 
eastern  section  of  the  said  canal,  and  respectfully  to  request  such  alten^tion 
ie  the  conditions  of  the  said  act  as  may  produce  a  practical  result. 

After  some  explanations  by  Mr.  Mason,  Mr.  Kennedy  moved  the  indefi- 
■ite.  postponement  of  the  resolution. 

The  question  was  put  on  Mr.  Kennedy's  motion  to  postpone  the  imdn- 
iodefinitely,  and  negatived. 
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Mr.  Brackenridge  offered  the  following,  instead  of  Mr.  Whittlesey's  third 
and  fourth  resolutions :

January  7, 1800.] 

Whereas,  it  is  represented  to  this  General  Assembly  that  the  water  car* 

riage  above  the  falls,  in  the  river  Potomac,  and  also  in  a  branch  of  the  said 

river,  commonly  called  the  south  branch,  as  high  up  the  said  branch  aft 

to  Moorfield,  in  Hardy  county,  is  greatly  obstructed  by  erecting  fish-dama 

and  other  obstructions  therein  :  for  remedy  thereof, 

Sec.  I.  Be  it  enacted^  That  all  fish-dams  and  other  devices  for  catching 
fish,  and  all  other  obstructions  already  made,  or  hereafter  to  be  made,  in 
the  river  Potomac,  between  the  Little  Falls  and  Savage  creek,  or  in  the 
branch  of  the  said  Potomac,  commonly  called  the  south  branch,  shall  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  deemed  and  declared  nuisances,  and  may  be  pulled 
down,  abated,  and  destroyed,  as  such,  by  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  justice  of  the  peace,  upon  information  given  to 
him  on  oath  of  the  existence  of  any  such  luiisance,  to  issue  his  warrant,  di- 
rected to  the  sherifi*,  or  any  constable  of  his  county,  requiring  such  officer 
to  remove  the  said  nuisance  without  delay,  who  shall,  thereupon,  execute 
and  effect  the  same  ;  and,  if  necessary,  iie  may  summons  sufficient  aid  for 
that  purpose.  No  person  or  persons,  whatsoever,  shall,  hereafter,  put,  place, 
or  erect,  any  fish-dam  or  other  obstruction,  or  place  or  make  any  heap  of 
stones  within  the  said  parts  of  either  of  the  said  rivers,  under  the  penalty  of 
fifty  dollars  for  every  such  offence,  to  be  recovered  in  any  court  of  record 
within  this  commonwealth,  with  costs,  bv  action  of  debt  or  information 
(wherein  but  one  imparlance  shall  be  allowed),  one  half  to  the  use  of  the 
informer  or  the  party  prosecuting,  and  the  other  half  thereof  to  the  jusucee 
of  the  county  where  the  said  prosecution  may  take  place,  and  applied  to- 
ward clearing  mid  improving  the  navigation  of  the  said  river. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That,  if  any  person  or  persons  shall 
obstruct  or  hmder  the  pulling  down,  destroying,  or  abating  any  such  nui- 
sance as  aforesaid,  or  shall  assault,  beat,  or  wound,  any  person,  for  having 
palled  down,  destroyed,  or  abated  any  such  nuisance  as  aforesaid,  or  for  at- 
tempting so  to  do,  every  person  so  olfending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum 
of  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  with  costs,  by  action  as  aforesaid,  and  ap* 
plied  in  like  manner  ;  and,  moreover,  be  subject  to  the  action  of  the  party 
injured  for  damages. 

Sec.  3.  In  every  action  or  suit  commenced  for  the  recovery  of  any  of  the 

Enalties  imposed  by  this  act,  and,  also,  in  every  action  for  an  assault  and 
ttery,  for  any  thing  [done],  or  attempted  to  be  done,  in  pursuance  of  this 
^ct,  on  an  affidavit,  or  other  satisfactory  proof,  to  the  court  in  which  the 
^uit  is  depending,  that  there  is  just  cause  for  bringing  the  same,  the  defend- 
ant siiall  and  may  be  compelled  to  give  sufficient  bail. 
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Sec.  4.  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  affect  any  legal 
rio-ht  now  possessed  by  Robert  Walker  to  keep  up  a  mill  Ujxin  the  south 
branch  of  the  said  river  Potomac,  under  the  regulations  and  conditions  by 
law  established.

be  of  public  utility,  for  which  purpose  it  may  be  necessary  to  cut  Icindsscd 
erect  locks  and  other  works  on  both  sides  of  the  river  ;  and  the  Legisla- 
ture of  Virginia  being  impressed  with  the  importance  -of  the  object,  and 
desirous  of  encouraging  so  useful  an  undertaking  ;  and  whereas,  it  is  in 
proof  l)efore  the  legislature  that  the  endeavors  to  form  n  company  for  that 
purpose,  under  the  act  of  legislature,  passed  January  23,  179S,  have  been 
ineffectual;  and  the  Potomac  Company  having,  by  their  board  of  dirccioR 
communicated  to  the  present  legislature  their  willingness  to  undertaisf 
that  important  work : 

2.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly,  That,  for  arid  ic 
consideration  of  the  expenses  the  said  company  will  be  at,  not  only  in  cm* 
ting  the  said  canals,  erecting  locks,  and  other  works,  for  o]>ening  the  lalk 
of  the  said  river,  and  the  north  and  south  branches,  to  wit,  the  north  branch. 
up  to  the  month  ol  Smith's  creek,  in  the  county  of  Shenandoah,  andibe 
south  branch  to  a  place  called  Carlhraes,  in  the  county  of  Rockineiiam 
where  the  said  south  branch  forks,  and  in  improvinir  and  extondio?  the 
navigation  thereof,  but  in  maintainiHg  and  Iceeping  the  same  in  repair. liie 
said  canals  and  works,  with  all  their  profits,  shall  be,  and  the  samei'v 
hereby,  vested  in  the  stockholders  of  the  Potomac  Company,  their  hemmi 
assigns,  forever,  as  tenants  in  common,  in  proportion  to  the  shares beJdbf 
them  respectively,  and  the  same  shall  be  deemed  real  estate,  and  beftrerer 
exempt  from  the  payment  of  any  tax,  imposition,  or  assessment,  whaterer: 
and  the  said  president  and  directors  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  recent

Senate  and  House  of  Delegates  of  Maryland.    It  is  made  more  espe- 
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cially  for  the  Legislature  of  Maryland,  because  the  experience  of  same  \v^ 
past  jnslilies  the"  apprehension  that  to  ihat  Stale  alone  can  we  look,  vl 
any  hope  of  success,  for  the  means  indispensable  to  realize  any  of  the  •:• 
vaiitai^es  anticipated  by  the  completion  of  the  canal  to  the  mineral  re^v-< 
of  the'Alleiranies. 

This  report,  if  made  at  the  connnencement  of  the  present  session  oil' 
legislature,  nnist  have  had  a  most  injurious  influence  on  the  inier*»?t5 :: 
ihe^canul.  At  that  time,  the  debts  of  the  company  were  vt;ry  IdTi^^i 
amount.  The  bonds  of  tlie  State,  issued  for  the  payment  of  the  dehLs,  w?:t 
then  unsold,  and  there  was  reason  to  believe  that  a  further  disclosure 'v 
the  extent  of  the  liabilities  of  the  company,  and  of  the  sacrifices  of  its  raesc? 
which  the  general  pecuniary  condition  of  the  country  had  made  udiv.^d. 
able,  would  so  far  have  depreciated  the  bonds  in  this  country  and  in  Europe. 
that  utter  bankruptcy  would  have  been  certain. 

The  arrival,  loo,  of  the  15th  day  of  December,  when  the  board  ofdiw- 
tors  were  legally  authorized  to  suspend  further  operations  on  a  larirepr 
portion  of  the  work  put  under  contract  by  their  predecessors,  afforded  i 
opportunity  to  tjet  rid  of.  most  embarrasbing  engacrements.     And  it  »S' 
thouofht  advisable  to  postpone  the  communication   until   supernum^rn:: 
officers  could  be  discharged,  settlements  could  be  made  with  numerou«cv;- 
tractors,  and  lime  afforded  to  the  oflicers  of  the  comfwiny  to  prepare  estirj.?ff 
and  statements  to  be  laid  before  the  president  and  directors,  that  a  pi- ^'

The  estimates  of  the  probable  cost  of  the  canal  are  made  out  most  ca> 
fully.  To  insure  accuracy,  the  chief  engineer  has  been  requested  to  r?M'' 
them  again  and  again.  The  board  believe  they  may  be  fully  contidtd  :r. 
Experience  thus  far  justifies  the  opinion.  The  cost  of  the  work  dorud*^ 
not  exceed  the  estimates.  The  work  to  be  done  can  proceed  undtrsnc: 
auspices  as  to  make  it  morally  certain  that  it  will  he  finished  for  a  suml^ 
than  $2,410,222.  Prices  of  labor  and  provisions  are  now,  and  will  iotso&f 
time  continue  to  be,  moderate.  The  company  is  extricated,  althoagii  •- 
great  sacrifices,  from  its  most  onerous  and  unfortunate  pecuniary  embarn^ 
ments ;  and  the  present  board  of  directors  will  enter  into  no  engagen^ 
without  being  well  prepared  to  fulfil  them  with  prompness  and  puQclu;^f 
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k¥ith  this  intention,  and  with  a  determination  to  practise  economy  in  small 

well  as  in  large  matters,  every  branch  of  the  business  of  the  company 

"  be  reformed.  Every  officer  and  agent  whose  services  are  not  believed 
to  be  indispensable,  has  already  been  discharged.  Instead  of  one  hundred 
and  eighteen  officers  and  agents  in  appointment  on  the  10th  of  June,  at  a 
compensation  of  $70,635  75  per  annum,  the  company  have  now  in  their 
omploy  seventy  eight  persons,  to  receive  annually  $43,911.  Each  and  all 
Ibe  works  in  progress  on  the  line  of  the  canal  have  been  particularly  ia- 
■pected  by  the  chief  engineer,  and  the  result  of  his  investigations  were  laid 
before  the  board.  The  facts  adduced  by  these  examinations  produced  a 
•Doviction,  that  an  entire  change  in  the  pinn  of  operations  on  our  works  ia 
ipogress  might  be  adopted  with  a  certainty  of  economizing  the  funds  of  the 
oompany,  without  postponing  the  time  when  the  whole  line  of  canal  from 
Georgetown  to  Cumberland  may  be  ready  to  receive  the  valuable  minerals 
tf  the  mountains  destined  to  be  borne  upon  its  bosom. 

It  is  not  proposed  at  present  to  construct  a  feeder  for  the  canalat  any  point 
batween  the  Great  Cacapon  and  Cumberland.  The  board  are  satisfied  that 
theni  are  between  these  two  points  works  to  be  constructed  f the  tunnel  and 
Inonel  deep  cuts,  the  aqueduct  over  Town  creek,  and  several  others),  which 
cannot  with  certainty  te  completed  before  the  first  day  of  January,  1842.  It 
will  be  perceived,  therefore,  that  a  further  expenditure  at  this  time  on  works 
less  difficult  than  those,  would  be  unwise  and  improvident.  The  money 
expended  upon  them  would  be  an  investment  that  could  yield  no  income 
until  the  whole  of  fifty  miles  were  finished,  that  the  waters  of  the  PotomaCi 
to  be  conducted  into  the  canal  by  a  dam  at  Cumberland,  could  pass  without 
beiog  obstructed,  to  the  present  western  termination  of  the  canal  at  the 
Booth  of  the  Cacapon.  Too  little  importance  seems  to  have  been  attached 
to  th^^e  considerations.  More  than  one  million  ofdollars  of  the  debts,  to  pay 
vhich  State  bonds  have  been  recently  sold  at  a  considerable  sacrifice,  were 
eootracied  to  pay  for  work  done  which  might  have  been  commenced  now 
•nd  finished  in  due  season.  Other  sections  were  in  progress,  involving  a 
^still  further  expenditure  upon  the  same,  as  we  believe,  erroneous  principles. 
They  have  been  abandoned,  and  the  board  proposes  to  divide  the  work  to 
be  done  into  four  classes,  so  as  to  complete  the  work  almost  simultaneously 
ID  the  winter  of  1842,  in  time  for  the  spring  trade  of  that  year. 

The  first  class  should  be  prosecuted  without  delay  oi  mterruption,  at  a 
nionthly  cost  of  $30,000,  it  being  impossible,  from  the  nature  of  these  works, 
to  expend  upon  them  more  than  that  sum. 

The  second  class  ought  to  be  commenced  on  the  first  of  April  nextj  ma- 
king the  monthly  estimate  $50,000. 

The  third  class  ought  to  be  commenced  on  the  first  of  October,  1840^ 
Snaking  from  that  time,  the  monthly  estimate  $100,000. 

The  fourth  class  ought  to  be  commenced  on  the  fiizst  of  April,  1841,  ma* 
king  the  monthly  estimates  not  less  than  $145,000. 

From  these  monthly  estimates,  according  to  the  contracts  as  usually  eu- 
tesnd  into,  the  board  of  directors  have  authority  to  deduct  one  fifth  from  each 
pmyo^ni  due,  to  be  retained  as  a  guarantee  that  the  several  contractors  will 
Mceciite  their  agreement,  and  to  ibe  paid  on  the  completion  of  each  ujnder- 
baking-  Deducting  then  from  the  gross  amounts  to  become  due  within  the 
ievieriil  periods  above-nasaed  this  iine-fifth,  and  the  canal  company  will  ss*

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ally  deposited  west  of  Cumberland.  The  present  termination  of  the 
inal  is  at  the  mouth  of  the  Great  Cacapon  river.  Betwean  that  point 
id  Cumberland,  a  distance  of  fifty  miles,  there  are  obstructions  to  the 
avigation  of  the  Potomac  river,  making  it  impossible  to  carry  on  an  ex- 
>nsive  and  profitable  trade  of  any  character  by  means  of  the  river  and 
le  canal.  All  of  the  estimates  that  have  been  made  showing  that  the 
ockholdcrs  may  expect  good  dividends,  are  founded  upon  the  supposi- 
DH  that  there  is  to  be  an  unintemipted  canal  communication  between 
ie- water  and  the  coal  fields.  The  coal  is  immense  in  quantity,  and  of 
quality  superior  to  any  bituminous  coal  yet  discovered  in  this  country, 
he  canal  is  most  admirably  constructed,  and  is  of  dimensions  sufficient 
bear  to  tide-water  in  the  course  of  a  year,  coal  enough,  paying  toll  at 
16  rate  of  one  cent  per  ton  per  mile,  to  produce  an  annual  income  of  more 
lan  $1,000,000.  It  is  not  probable,  however,  that  the  capacity  of  the 
inal  will  be  fully  tested  in  this  respect,  for  several  years  after  its  comple- 
>n ;  and  as  the  board  have  no  means  of  ascertaining  with  certainty  what 
ill  be  the  demand  for  this  coal,  they  cannot  undertake  to  say  that  there 
ill  be  within  a  short  period  of  time,  an  income  from  the  canal  sufficient 
i  make  a  good  dividend  upon  the  whole  amount  of  its  cost.  That  the 
lis  would  afford  the  means  to  keep  it  in  repair  and  to  make  an  annual 
vidend  of  much  more  than  10  per  cent,  on  the  $2,410,000  now  applied 
r,  there  can  be  no  reasonable  doubt.  It  is  the  province  of  the  Legisla- 
,re,  and  not  of  the  board,  to  decide  whether  it  is  most  politic  and  prudent 
r  the  State  to  abandon  the  canal  in  its  present  condition,  and  by  doing 
»  create  a  necessity  of  levying  an  annual  tax  on  the  property  of  the  peo- 
e  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  $7,197,000  already  invested ;  or  to  make  the 
)propriation  required,  with  a  certainty  that  it  will  be  a  profitable  invest- 
lent,  and  that  its  expenditure  may,  and  probably  will  make  available  and 
ighly  valuable  the  very  large  amount  of  stock  already  paid  for. 
The  board  of  directors  are  deeply  sensible  that  the  prices  at  which  the 
)nds  of  the  State,  issued  for  the  benefit  of  the  canal  company,  at  the 
St  session  of  the  LiCgislature,  have  been  disposed  of,  is  well  calculated 
discourage  a  further  exertion  of  the  generous  enterprise  in  the  cause  of 
ternal  improvements  which  has  characterized  the  Legislature  of  Mary- 
nd.  But  when  the  circumstances  under  which  these  bond^  were  un- 
rtunately  forced  upon  the  market  are  adverted  to,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
lounts  for  which  they  were  severally  sold  are  no  test  of  the  credit  of  the 
ate,  nor  evidence  of  the  price  wliich  bonds  hereafter  issued  would 
Eidily  command. 

When  the  present  board  of  directors  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  their 
ities,  on  the  10th  day  of  June  last,  the  debts  of  the  company  then  due, 
xi  to  become  due  in  a  very  short  period  of  time,  were       $2,968,948  08 
a  addition  to  this  very  large  ascertained  debt,  there  were 
in  the  employment  of  the  company,  contractors  holding 
the  promises  of  the  old  board  to  pay  them  for  work  to 
be  done  in  monthly  instalments  (amounting  generally

To  comply  with  these  very  large  engagements,  the  present  board 
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ted,  the  holders  having  powers  in  nearly  every  case  to  sell  them  privately 
or  publicly.  A  similar  distribution  of  other  debts  of  the  company,  and  of 
other  six  per  cent,  bonds  of  the  State,  had  been  made  by  their  agent,  Mr. 
Peabody,  in  London.  The  laws  of  the  last  session  of  the  Maryland  Legis- 
lature, authorizino:  an  issue  of  five  per  cent,  sterling  bonds  of  the  State  to 
Che  amount  of  $4,575,(K)(Ji,  required  that  the  six  per  cent,  bonds  should  be 
redeemed  and  cancelled,  by  substituting  for  them  the  sterling  bonds.  This 
took  away  from  the  new  board  the  authority  to  decide  upon  the  tinoe, 
terms,  and  manner  in  which  a  laree  proportion  of  the  sterling  bonds  should 
fo  into  the  market.    The  Legislature  had  directed  that  they  shodld  be 

B'  iced  in  the  hands  of  different  parties,  and  the  board  had  no  power,  if  they 
C  the  disposition,  to  disregard  this  mandate.  The  board  saw,  howeveri 
the  inevitable  consequences  which  must  ensue  upon  such  a  disposition  of 
the  sterling  bonds  at  a  time  when  the  difficulties  with  which  those  who 
had  to  hold  them  were  to  strugs^le  were  almost  without  example.  . 

The  Bank  of  the  United  States,  one  of  the  institutions  concerned,  was 
making  immense  sacrifices,  spasmodic  efforts,  to  save  its  charter,  and 
preserve  its  credit;  and  each  and  all  of  the  other  banks  named,  were  striip 
gling  against  one  of  those  tides  in  the  credit  system  which  periodically 
sweep  broad  and  wide  over  the  land,  and  bury  in  irretrievable  ruin  hun- 
dreds and  thousands  of  its  victims.  To  have  placed  these  sterling  bonds 
in  the  hands  of  parties  thus  situated,  on  the  terms  upon  which  the  six  per 
cents,  were  held,  must  have  eventuated  in  their  sale  at  prices  below  even 
50  cents  in  the  100.  Lots  of  them  would  have  been  offered  at  public  auc- 
tion in  the  midst  of  the  money  crisis  of  August  and  September  last,  when 
money  was  worth  from  two  to  three  per  cent,  per  month,  equivalent  to  24 
and  36  per  c^nt.  per  annum ;  and  it  cannot  be  supposed  that  a  lai^ 
amount  of  them  would  have  commanded  even  50  in  the  100,  the  price 
at  which  Indiana  five  per  cents,  were  selling  at  the  same  period.  That 
yoti  and  the  Legislature  may  judge  of  the  necessities  of  the  banking  insti« 
tnttOAs  referred  to  at  the  time  mentioned,  letters  from  their  officers,  num- 
bered from  1  to  tS,  are  appended  to  this  report.  In  these  letters  further  in- 
dulgence is  peremptorily  refused  to  the  canal  company,  and  notice  is  given 
in  some  of  them,  that  the  six  per  cent,  bonds  which  they  then  held,  would 
be  sold  at  public  auction,  unless  the  debts  for  which  they  had  been  hypo- 
thecated were  promptly  paid.  To  avoid,  if  possible,  proceedings  so  disas- 
trous, and  to  kepp,  if  practicable,  all  the  sterling  bonds  in  the  hands  of  but 
one  party,  the  president  determined,  and  this  determination  was  sanctioned 
by  the  board,  to  forward  a  large  amount  of  them  to  Mr.  Peabody,  in  Lon- 
don, with  instructions  to  dispose  of  them,  if  possible,  without  delay,  that 
he  might  be  prepared  to  honor  bills  of  the  company  to  be  drawn  upon  him 
fcr  the  payment  of  these  urgent  demands.  Letters  of  the  president,  con- 
taining these  instructions,  with  Mr.  Peabody's  replies  thereto,  detailing  the 
difficulties  he  has  had  to  encounter,  and  the  manner  in  which,  at  great 
lacrifices,  a  large  amount  of  the  bonds  have  buen  disposed  of,  and  con- 
duding  with  his  resignation  and  tiie  appointment  of  Baring  Brothers  A 
3o.,  as  the  agents  of  the  canal  company  in  his  stead,  are  ap{)ended,  num- 
lered  from  19  to  32. 

At  the  time  Mr.  Peabody  made  sale  of  £500,000  of  the  bonds,  he  had 
>ills  drawn  on  him  by  the  canal  company,  then  to  be  provided  for,  to  the 
mount  only  of  £82,74^  17^.  Set,  beside  'the  loans  for  which  he  was  re- 
pojisible  in  Europe^  and  bad  received  from  the  company  bonds  to  the 
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on  the  line  was  equally  palpable.  It  may  be  very  bad  policy  to  hypo- 
thecate bonds  to  procure  the  means  of  fulfilling  contracts  afterward  to  be 
made;  and  yet  it  may  be  wise  policy,  as  it  is  certainly  nothing  but  strict 
honesty,  to  pledge  bonds,  or  any  other  property,  which  a  debior  may  hold, 
to  obtain  the  means  to  pay  existing  debts,  wlien  such  debts  cannot  be  paid 
in  any  way  more  judicious.  At  the  time  when  these  iiypothecations  were 
made  to  Messrs.  Uhristmas,  Livingston,  ic  Prime,  and  K.  Riggs,  Esq.,  and 
others,  there  were  good  reasons  to  believe,  that  sales  could  be  effected  ia 
£urope,  by  the  agent  of  the  canal  company  in  time  to  pay  the  debts  wheD 
due  iu  New  York  by  bills  on  I>ondon.  By  referring  to  copies  of  the  letters 
of  Mr.  Peabody,  appended,  marked  19  and  20,  wiiich  were  in  possession  of 
the  president,  when  these  contracts  were  made,  it  will  be  seen  that  we  thea 
had  good  reason  to  anticipate  that  sales  could  bo  effected  in  London  oa 
terms  to  which  we  were  willing  to  submit. 

After  these  loans  and  advances  were  negotiated,  a  letter  was  received 
from  Mn  Peabody  declining  to  accept  any  bills  of  the  company,  and  an- 
nouncing his  inability  to  dispose  ot  the  bonds  in  Europe.  This  made  a 
eale  ot  the  hypothecated  bonds  unavoidable;  and  they  were  disposed  of  on 
terms  to  be  seen  in  the  appendix,  No.  39. 

The  terms  of  sale  were  very  low  indeed;  and  it  is  proper,  therefore,  to 

remark,  in  proof,  that  the  prices  were  as  good  as  the  money-market  would 

at  that  time  justify,  that  eighty  of  those  bonds  were  afterward  offered  by 

the  purchaser  from  the  company,  at  public  auction,  and  were,  according  to 

'  the  auctioneer'^;  statement,  <<sold  in  twenty  lots  of  four  bonds  each,  as  fol- 

-'  lows:  1  lot  at  72,  I  lot  at  65,  1  lot  at  62,  1  lot  at  61,  1  lot  at  58,  I  lot  at  67, 

;  tad  the  balance  at  OU  per  cent."     In  fact,  only  two  lots,  one  for  72  and  the 

^  other  61,  actually  changed  owners.      The  others  were  bought  in  for  want 

€f  purchasers.     On  the  same  day  Illinois  six  per  cents,  were  offered  pub- 

-'  licly,  and  a  sale  could  be  made  of  but  one  of  $1,000,  at  66  per  cent. 

'  These  facts  are  stated,  in  the  hope  that  they  may  satisfy  the  Legislature 

that  the  sacrifices  made  were  unavoidable,  and  do  not  serve  to  show  that 

-  the  credit  of  the  State  is  such  as  to  make  a  ftirther  issue  of  the  bonds  inex* 

pedient. 

After  this  most  disa.strous  issue  to  exertions  to  meet  the  engagements  of 
their  predecessors,  the  board  determined  to  pay  no  more  interest  to  the 
State,  nor  money  to  the  contractors,  until  a  favorable  change  should  take 
jDlacc  in  the  condition  of  the  money-market.     Neither  of  these  decisions 
ought,  it  is  believed,  to  be  condemned.     The  canal  company  never  had  an 
income  sufficient  to  pay  the  ofhcers  in  its  employment,  and  kepp  the  work 
i.n  repair.     When  my  predecessors  entered  into  an  obligation  to  pay  the  in- 
terest to  the  State,  they  knew  it  could  only  be  done  by  a  sale  of  the  bonds 
^f  the  State  itself.     The  present  board  know  that  the  Legislature  baa  au- 
thorized the  treasurer  of  the  State  to  use  the  surplus  revenue  of  the  State, 
^or  the  payment  of  this  interest,  in  the  event  of  a  failure  of  the  canal  com- 
pany to  comply  with  its  engagement.     Could  the  present  board  be  justified, 
aioder  such  circumstances,  m  selling  the  bonds  of  the  State  at  less  than  70 
in  the  100,  to  pay  a  debt  to  the  State,  when  the  treasurer  could  get  for  the 
saoje  purpose  their  full  nominal  value  for  the  bonds  of  banks  held  by  the 
State,  and  bearing  an  interest  of  but  5  per  cent,  per  annum  7     The  board 
lielieved  that  such  a  proceeding  would  not  be  approved;  and  they  have 
left  the  int^Tcst  unpaid,  considering  that  it  will  be  their  solemn  duty  to 
Hiake  payment  of  the  whole  amount  due,  as  soon  as  it  can  be  done  with- 
out too  much  sacrifice  of  the  State  securities. 
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lystem — a  State  to  whose  liberality  the  friends  of  the  canal  are  so  much 
ndebted.  It  is  due  to  the  indicated  wishes  of  the  House  of  Delegates ;  it  is 
lae  to  the  whole  people  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  who  have  a  right  to  ex- 
pect that  the  oiana^ers  of  a  corporation  which  owes  all  its  present  power  to 
them,  will  not  attempt  even  to  exert  that  power  in  defiance  of  any  public 
policy  which  the  authorized  representatives  of  the  people  may  adopt.  The 
Bssurance  is  given  with  much  pleasure  by  the  president  and  directors,  who 
txight  to  do,  and  are  disposed  to  do,  nothing  calculated  to  interfere  with  the 
designs  of  the  Legislature  of  a  State  of  which  some  of  us  are  citizet]s,  and 
lo  which  all  of  us  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  the  benefits  the  communities 
io  which  we  severally  reside  are  destined  to  derive  from  the  noble  efforts 
made  by  that  State  in  behalf  of  the  canal. 

The  board  have  studiously  and  purposely  avoided  all  repl^  to  the  singu- 
lar publications  intended  to  affect  mjuriously  the  canal,  which  have  ema- 
nated from  the  directors  of 'the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  railroad.  If  we  could 
show  that  the  affairs  of  the  railroad  company  are  not  judiciously  managed ; 
or  that  investments  made  in  that  highly  important  work  will  not  be  advan- 
tageous, we  do  not  perceive  how,  by  so  doing,  we  should  further  the  inter- 
eats  of  the  improvements  we  have  in  charge.  Each  undertaking  must  rely 
for  public  patronage  on  its  own  merits,  and  the  good  conduct  of  its  direct- 
ors, and  not  upon  the  actual  or  supposed  demerits  of  the  other.  So  believ- 
iDg,  the  board  declines  encouraging  a  public  controversy  between  two  com- 
panies, with  the  fortunes  of  each  of  which  those  of  all  the  people  of  Maryland 
are  too  intimately  connected.

Dear  Sir  :  At  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohiii- 
nal,  on  the  &h  instant,  and  during  my  short  sojourn  in  the  city  of  Wadk^^ 
^on,  after  the  adjournment,  I  had  not  an  opportunity  of  drawing  dut  a. 
jtten  statement  of  the  reasons  which  forbade  my  uniting  in  the  report  6i 
9  committee. 

Forms  I  consider  of  very  little  consequence,  and  I  wish  you  to  file  and 
lat  my  letter,  in  other  respects,  as  if  it  were  a  protest  or  counter  report  fot^ 
lily  made. 

It  was  my  intention  not  to  make  more  than  a  mere  oral  statement  in  the 
noting  of  the  stockholders,  of  the  reasons  which  prevented  my  concurrence  ; 
t  it  seems  that  another  course  would  give  greater  satisfaction,  and  isi  per« 
ps,  required  of  me  by  considerations  of  justice  to  myself  and  others. 
it  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  follow  the  minute  details  of  the  report,  inas- 
ich  as  its  general  features  furnish  ample  ground  of  exception  to  it.  'tiui 
St  feature  that  strikes  my  mind  as  remarkable  is,  the  positive  certaintp^ 
th  which  facts  are  stated  and  deductions  made  with  regard  to  the  pro- 
edinj^  of  all  the  officers  of  the  company,  and  the  high  praises  unifdrml}* 
iren  tor  diligence,  fidelity ,  and  skiUj  without  any  fact  to  predicate  them  on* 
is  said  to  t^  charitable  to  praise.  True,  it  may  be  so  when  yonr  prabecr 
n  do  no  evil.  But  when  the  report  is  consideied  a  certificate  of  the  effl* 
mcy  of  officers  filling  important  stations,  I  am  not  prepared  to  give  it  un- 
the  evidence  shall  have  been  furnished,  inasmuch  as  it  would  be  mani- 
itly  calculated  to  expose  the  directory  to  unmerited  reproach^  if,  in  th(^ 
thful  performance  of  their  duty,  the  interest  of  the  company  should  reh- 
ire their  removal. 

The  report  is  occupied,  to  a  great  extent,  with  the  proceedings  of  the  en- 
leer  department,  and  facts  are  stated  with  earnestness,  as  if  tlicy  were  thei 
velopmenls  of  an  investigation  upon  the  sworn  testimony  of  disinterested 
tnesses.  The  committee  remark,  after  an  elaborate  detail  of  proceedings 
le  page  31) :  "  7 hey  are^  however ^  prepared  to  spealc  with  great  cortfi^ 
nee  of  the  diligence,  fidelity ^  and  skill,  with  which  the  affairs  of  the  cofn* 
ny  are  conducted  at  the  office  in  Washington^  by  the  very  valuable  ojf* 
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for  bringing  into  such  complete  regularity  and  efficiency^  every  depart'^ 
ment  under  their  control^  as  well  as  for  the  jtrornptitudfj  energy,  and  abiliiy 
with  which  they  have  performed  their  own  more  esjiecial  functions  imth  the 
carrangefnents  that  have  been  made,  and  thus  far  executed,  every  thing  is 
in  the  best  possible  traiu,'^  I  could  not  justify  myself  to  tlie  State  of  Mary- 
land, after  the  investigation  and  developments  made  in  the  Legislature,  du- 
ring the  last  session,  if  I  were  to  make  such  a  report.  A  few  extracts  from 
the  report  of  the  committee  on  internal  improvements,  will  show  how  far 
such  opinion  comports  with  the  views  of  that  committee,  after  a  laborious 
and  searching  investigation  into  the  affairs  of  the  company.  With  regard 
to  the  proceedings  in  reference  to  the  G  per  cent,  bonds  of  the  State,  they  say, 
.  "the  committee  are  unable  to  account  for  the  conduct  of  the  company,  in  re- 
lation to  these  very  bonds,  hi  the  first  place,  they  ffavc  more  for  them  than 
they  would  have  brought  in  the  market,  at  the  time  they  purchased  them.  In 
the  second,  they  proceeded  to  hypothecate  them  at  once,  on  terms  so  disadvan- 
tageous as  rendered  their  retention  of  them  utterly  imjiossible.  Did  they  in- 
tend to  procure  the  means  to  carry  on  the  work  at  any  sacrifice ;  and  did  they 
adopt  the  hypothecation  process  as  one  most  likely  to  conceal  their  inten- 
tion? To  have  sold  tlie  bonds  at  once,  much  as  they  wanted  money,  would 
have  been  too  palpable.  They  hypothecated  them,  however,  upon  terms 
which  may  bring  them  into  market;  and  thus,  what  was  the  product  of 
design,  may  seem  to  be  the  result  of  accident.''  Again,  the  committee  of 
the  Legislature  say,  "  the  liypothecation  in  this  country  is  represented  by 
|.  the  company  as  having  been  made  at  par,  while  the  fact  of  their  having 
-  received  a  part,  if  not  the  whole  amount,  in  Virginia  paper,  is  concealed  in 
.  the  general  suuoment  of  the  company.  To  illustrate  this  matter,  we  will 
\  suppose  a  loan  to  have  been  effected  in  the  Bank  of  North  America  for 
'  ^100,  on  a  pledge  of  that  amount  of  State  bonds  :  if  the  amount  received 
by  them  was  in  Virginia  paper,  5  per  cent,  below  par,  the  hypothecation 
Tiras,  unquestionably,  not  made  as  represented."  And,  again,  they  say: 
'  "  Twice  already,  has  the  State  contributed  what  the  company  has  assured 
her  would  be  amply  sufficient  to  complete  the  work.  Twice  has  this  money^ 
.  or  part  of  it,  been  applied,  not  to  the  objer»,t  for  which  it  was  asked  and  ob- 
tained, but  to  relieve  the  company  from  embarrassments  which  they  have 
improvideutly  incurred,  or  devoted  to  objects  as  unauthorized  as  they  were 
unwarranted."  This  report  was  made  as  late  as  the  8th  of  March,  1839, 
and  the  paragraphs  are  quoted,  not  fi>r  the  purpose  of  imputing  any  un- 
worthy motives  to  the  old  board,  but  to  do  justice  to  the  new.  These  loans, 
.  and  these  hypothecations,  have  been  a  fruitful  source  of  embarrassment, 
and  will  continue  to  be  so.  It  does  not  appear  to  me  to  be  true,  that  "  every 
thing  is  in  the  best  possible  train.  ^^  The  obvious  construction  of  the  lan- 
^agc  of  the  committee  of  stockholders  is,  that  the  new  board  have  to  nav- 
igate a  smooth  sea.  This  construction  is  very  much  helped  by  a  paragraph 
in  page  6.  Speaking  of  the  future  prospects,  they  say :  "  Ao  dimmer  can 
be  apprehended,  unless  from  those  deranscenicrUs  which  occasionally  occur 
in  the  money  market,  and  by  prudence,  judgme^it^  and  skill,  these  may,  in 
general,  be  anticipated  and  guarded  against^  When  it  is  observed,  that 
the  entire  report  preceding  the  last  paragraph  is  taken  up  in  proving  the 
"  sagacity,  the  firmness,  and  the  ability,  with  which  the  affairs  of  the 
company  have  been  conducted"  by  the  old  board,  whatever  may  have 
been  the  intention  of  the  committee,  the  obvious  construction  of  the  lari- 
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,  gladly  pay  the  debt  in  that  form,  if  the  terms  you  oould'offer  would  be  made 
'^K^ceptable.

Gentlemen  :  Your  letter  of  the  8th  inst.  has  this  moment  reached, 
and  I  cannot  allow  an  instant  to  elapse  without  expressing  to  you  the  ex- 
treme surprise  it  has  occasioned.'

It  is,  indeed,  an  unfortunate 
result  of  loan  that  we  have,  with  no  little  inconvenience,  extended  for  some 
months  past,  and  a  result  that  we  could  not  believe  that  the  company 
W^ould  have  permitted  to  occur  under  the  special  and  peculiar  circumstances 
of  the  case.

terial improvement  appears  more  remote  than  ever. 

Mr.  Williams,  the  President  of  the  Ohio  Lile  and  Trust  Company,  has 
put  into  the  market  $800,01)0  Ohio  G  per  cent,  stock,  redeemable  in  1860| 
and  has  sold  nearly  §1*00,000,  at  a  price  to  produce,  clear  of  commission, 
about  91^;  but,  although  it  has  been  in  the- market  three  weeks,  buyers 
cannot  be  found  to  take  the  remainder.

Letter  to  George  Peabody^  Esq.^  London. 

New  York,  October  1,  1839. 

Dear  Sir:  The  verbal  explanatictns  which  you  will  receive  from  Mr. 
Jenkins,  will  be  so  full,  that  I  need  not  say  much  in  reply  to  your  last 
letters,  by  the  "  Great  Western"  and  the  "  British  Q,ueen." 

Your  refusal  to  acce[)t  the  bills  of  the  canal  company,  has  placed  us  in 
a  most  painful  situation.  Every  creditor  of  the  company  who  holds  stock 
of  tho  State  of  Maryland,  seems  disposed  to  offer  it  at  auction,  without 
further  delay.  One  of  tht?  banks  of  Baltimore  has  advertised  the  stock 
held  by  it,  for  sale,  on  the  0th  of  Octol)er;  and  Mr.  E.  Riggs  offers  for  sale 
in  this  city,  to-day,  £11,000  of  the  five  per  cents,  which  were  deposited 
with  him  in  July  last  as  collateral  security  for  certain  acceptances  of  his, 
given  to  obtain  a  monthly  estimate.  I  have  made  an  effort  to  procure 
money,  by  hypothecating  a  portion  of  the  five  per  cents.,  to  rescue  the  stock 
to  be  sold  here ;  but  such  is  the  condition  of  affairs,  that  I  have  not  been 
able  to  obtain  a  loan,  althous^h  I  am  willinor  to  allow  two  per  cent,  per 
month.  This  state  of  things  was  apprehended  by  me,  when  my  letters, 
urging  you  to  accept  and  sell,  were  written.  I  foresaw  that  we  could  not 
keep  the  stock  out  of  the  market,  and  preferred  that  you  should  dispose  of 
it  in  Europe.  The  whole  board  of  directors  deeply  regret  that  you  have 
not  complied  with  the  requests  made,  and  see  very  clearly  that  enormous 
sacrifices  will  be  inevitable,  if  the  Liverpool  should  bring  information  that 
you  have  dishonored  all  our  bills.  The  stock  offered  by  Mr.  Riggs  will 
not  bring  more  than  76,  1  fear;. and  immediately  upon  that  fact  being 
known,  all  the  parties  who  hold  Maryland  stocks,  in  this  country  and  in 
Europe,  will  come  into  the  market,  under  an  impression  that  delay  will 
niake  these  securities  less  and  less  valuable.

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But  I  regret  to  confess  that,  in  this  attempt,  it  was  found  impossible  to 
rive  at  any  general  results  which  were  just  and  satisfactory,  on  ac- 
rant  of  the  broad  scope  of  the  resolution  itself,  and  the  manner  in  which 
tost  of  the  memoranda  had  (perhaps  necessarily)  been  kept  and  presented 
f  different  officers.  The  manner  was  found  to  be  as  diversified  as  the 
laracters  of  the  individuals  who  executed  them,  varjjing  according  to 
eir  different  capacity,  or  their  different  views  of  duty. 
A  few  of  the  subordinates,  thougli  endowed  with  the  qualifications  of 
gilaiit  and  useful  guardians  of  the  revenue  laws,  appear  to  lack  the 
icessary  clerical  ability  to  respond  very  pertinently  and  correctly  in  all 
ipects  to  the  requisitions  of  such  resolutions.  Want  of  time  may  occa- 
mally  have  prevented  others,  whose  official  duties  are  many  and  ardu- 
B,  to  keep  a  journal  with  details,  however  brief,  of  their  services  in 
jach  and  every  day"  in  the  year. 

Some  few  noted  their  services  with  such  fidelity  and  minuteness  as  lb 
count  for  the  time  spent,  not  only  by  hours  but  minutes ;  but 
tiers  contented  themselves  with  merely  enumerating  the  days  of 
>nth,  and  annexing  lo  each  day  the  general  remark,  "  attended  to  the 
ties  of  my  station,"  or,  "  on  the  lookout,"  or  some  other  observation  of 
similar  character;  expecting  thereby  they  had  satisfactorily  complied 
th  the  requirements  of  the  resolutions. 

Some,  again,  evidently  influenced  by  conscientious  motives,  enumerated 
ly  those  cases  in  which  their  services  had  actually  been  called  into  re- 
isition ;  while  others,  without  distinctly  stating  their  own  individual  ser- 
ies, returned  only  copies  from  the  books  kept  in  the  collector's  office, 
hibiting  the  arrival  and  departure  of  vessels,  or  the  touching  of  others 
ding  coastwise,  as  presumptive  evidence  of  the  extent  of  their  duties. 
Others  exhibited,  in  a  tabular  form,  through  many  columns,  not  only  the 
tionality,  but  also  the  species  of  all  vessels  whicn  came  under  their  offi- 
I  cognizance,  and  the  particular  services  they  had  to  render  during  the 
m  described. 

But,  without  multiplying  instances  of  diversity,  the  few  h^e  adduced 
U  show  how  abortive  the  attempt  must  necessarily  be  to  present,  in  a 
ndensed  and  uniform  manner,  the  whole  information  intended  to  be  eli- 
ded by  the  requirements  of  the  resolutions. 

It  also  shows  that,  if  accomplished  in  any  manner,  the  result  would  be 
:e)y  to  prove  unjust  to  those  officers  and  districts  where  a  more  general 
brief  manner  of  keeping  the  memoranda  may  have  been  adopted ;  or 
lere,  under  the  present  tariff  lav^  some  of  the  most  necessary  and  use- 
I  officers,  to  prevent  violatiipns  of  them,  and  thereby  both  repress  smuff. 
ing  and  secure  the  revenue,  are  stationed  at  exposed  points,  near  which 
tie  hona-fide  business  is  transacted ;  and  hence,  though  they  should  be 
ery  day  very  vigilant  and  watchful,  few  memoranda  could  be  made  of 
her  the  entry  or  clearance  of  vessels. 

In  view  of  these  divei^^ified  circumstances,  and  of  the  obstacles  they  in- 
rpose  to  prevent  the  preparation  of  any  accompanying  and  useful  abstract 
them,  1  have  thought  proper,  on  this  point,  not  to  go  beyond  the  resolu*

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customs  to  keep  a  daily  account,  in  writing,  of  the  time  he  is  actually  em- 
ployed in  the  public  service,  each  and  every  day,  and  what  his  employ* 
ment  each  day  is ;  stating  the  same  so  much  in  detail,  as  to  exhibit  a  clear 
and  intelligible  account  of  ail  his  services  firom  day  to  day. 
^  Resolved^  That  such  memoranda  as  are  made  by  each  and  every  officer 
shall  be  quarterly  sworn  to,  as  a  full,  just,  and  complete  account  of  the 
services  actually  rendered,  and  the  time  actually  spent  by  him  in  public 
employment 

itesolved,  That  the  memoranda  of  each  district  be  imbodied  together 
br  the  use  of  Congress ;  and  that  the  Secretary  add  to  it  the  amount  of 
iounage  entered,  cleared,  or  owned  in  such  district,  with  the  amount 
>f  revenue  collected  therein,  and  the  expense  of  collecting  the  same ; 
ihowing  what  each  officer  receives  for  all  such  services.

I  would,  therefore,  invite  your  immediate  attention  to  the  subject  of  that 
circular,  which  was  sent  to  you,  and  desire  that  you  will  cause  your  sub- 
ordinates, who  have  neglected  the  requisitions  of  that  circular,  to  furnish, 
through  you,  the  information  called  for  by  it,  at  as  early  a  period  as  prae- 
ticable.

That,  by  the  late  act  of  your  honorable  bodies,  all  the  banks  in  tliis  Dis- 
:rict  are  compelled  to  wind  up  within  four  years ;  are  prohibited  from  doing 
my  business  as  baulking  institutions,  and  cannot  even  receive  and  pay  out 
he  deposites  of  any  others  than  their  respective  stockholders. 

They  feel  confident  that  a  state  of  things  thus  operating  to  the  injury  of 
he  banks,  and  necessarily  producing  great  distress  in  the  community,  sud- 
lenly  deprived  of  the  accommodations  to  which  they  have  been  accus- 
omed,  cannot  but  be  looked  upon  by  Congress  with  regret.

K840,  February  19. — The  board  agreed  to  the  following  report  on  the 
:3ject  of  wrought-iron  guns: 

Cruns  of  this  material  were  the  first  used ;  and  they  have  been  tried  al 
"^ious  periods  since  the  first  invention  of  gunpowder,  and  always  without 
^cess. 

The  first  and  greatest  objection  is  the  difficulty  of  welding  the  parts 
: ether  perfectly,  and  the  still  greater  difficulty  of  determining  whether 
^  welds  are  perfect  or  not.  In  the  accounts  of  a  wrought-iron  gun  tried 
Toulon  in  1745,  it  is  stated,  that,  after  the  gun  was  broken  up,  the  casca- 
and  trunnions  were  found  to  be  held  only  by  a  portion  of  the  faces 
^ich  touched.  Three-fourths  of  these  faces  showed  the  effects  of  rust* 
Sn  1813,  the  company  of  St.  Etienne  proposed  to  the  French  Govern- 
intto  construct  all  the  artillery  required  in  France  of  wrought  iron  ;  they 
:3t  to  Paris  as  a  specimen  an  eight-pounder,  weighing  only  670  pounds 
siglibh.)  It  was  mounted  upon  a  truck  carriage  with  solid  wheels,  17 
^hes  in  diameter,  and  fired  with  three  pounds  of  powder ;  the  recoil 
.£  25  feet.  With  four  pounds  of  powder,  it  was  37  feet.  It  sustained  nine 
^nds  without  injury  ;  but  the  material  was  not  approved  by  the  French 
icers. 

This  extreme  lightness  was  not  desirable,  but  the  contrary.  It  is  neceB* 
-y  for  a  gun  to  have  sufficient  weight,  to  avoid  this  great  recoil ;  and  the 
t  action  of  weight  below  a  certain  point  is  injurious. 
This  excessive  recoil  would  be  very  inconvenient  in  serving^  the  guns^ 
3  would  soon  destroy  the  carriage.  This  material  is  more  liable  to  injury 
rn  oxidation  than  bronze. 

%  sixpounder  wrouorht-iron  gun,  manufactured  by  R.  d&  J.  Hunt,  anchor 
leers,  was  tried  at  Watervliet  arsenal  in  1832.  This  gun  was  fired  with  two 
of  charges,  and  forty  rounds  service  charges.

Thelight-houscsof  Great  Britain  were  in  early  times  illuminated  by  va- 
us  modes,  by  candles,  lamps,  and  by  beacon-fires  of  wood  or  coal,  made 
on  the  summits  of  the  towers.  In  succession  of  time,  the  different 
itrivances  for  lighting  have  been  gradually  improved  both  in  England 
d  France ;  and  a  question  is  now  presented  whether  the  French  lentic* 
ir  apparatus  or  the  improved  English  parabolic  reflectors  are  to  be 
?ferred.  I  made  it  my  duty  to  examine  into  the  operation  and  effect  of 
th  these  plans,  and  the  result  of  my  observations,  added  to  *the  best 
brmation  1  could  obtain,  decided  me  in  favor  of  the  French  systeau 
le  brilliancy  of  both,  however,  is  so  remarkable,  compared  with  the 
nness  of  the  American  lights,  that  no  one  can  avoid  noticing  the  dif- 
ence,  although  in  the  United  States,  the  parabolic  reflector,  if  such  it; 
1  be  called,  is  universally  in  use.  The  imperfection  of  its  form  and 
5  inferiority  of  its  construction,  as  to  material  and  workmanship,  are;8<^ 
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procured  from  Mr.  Wilkins,  the  manufacturer  for  that  corporation  and  the 
Government,  fifteen  2linch  parabolic  reflectors  with  the  requisite  lamps, 
and  various  other  articles  of  which  a  list  may  be  found  in  paper  marked . 
GC.  Fourteen  of  these  reflectors  and  lamps  now  compose  the  lighting 
apparatus  of  the  Boston  light-house,  and  the  other  has  been  exhibited  by 
Mr.  Greenough  at  Washington,  with  a  French  reflector,  procured  by  me  at 
Paris,  and  one  of  American  manufacture  furnished,  ns  I  utiderstand,  by  Mr. 
Winslow  Lewis.  As  this  exhibition  was  witnessed  by  numerous  persons 
it  will  be  useless  for  me  further  to  refer  to  il  here. 

In  negotiating  at  Paris  for  the  two  sets  of  French  lenses,  I  was  equally 
fortunate  in  securing  the  assistance  of  a  distinguished  engineer.  Monsieur 
Li.  FresUel,  to  the  elder  brother  of  whom  is  justly  ascribed  the  invention 
and  application  of  this  beautiful  apparatus.  Monsieur  Fresnel  not  only 
favored  me  with  his  valuable  advice,  but,  feeling,  as  he  said,  a  deep  interest 
in  the  perfection  of  the  machines  ordered  by  the  American  Government, 
generously  undertook  to  superintend  their  construction,  and  to  guaranty 
the  faithful  fulfilment  of  the  contract ;  and  I  am  informed  by  him  that 
they  will  possess  several  valuable  improvements,  and  be  superior  to  any 
that  have  ever  been  made  by  the  well-known  manufacturer  Monsieur 
Lepaute. 

It  will  not  be  expected  that  I  should  attempt  a  description  of  these 
machines ;  the  books  and  drawings  which  accompany  this  report  will 
furnish  explanation  more  satisfactory,  and  it  will  be  only  necessary  for  me 
to  remark  here  that  the  eflect  of  similar  apparatus  when  lighted  is  beauti* 
ful  in  the  extreme ;  and  however  brilliant  may  be  the  light  produced  by  the 
reflectors  brought  by  me  from  England,  that  from  the  lenticular  apparatus 
will  be  still  more  so. 

In  regard  to  the  comparative  merit  of  the  lenses  and  the  reflectors  I  have 
already  remarked  that  the  preference  is  generally  given  to  the  former. 
Though  the  construction  and  fitting  up  of  the  lenses  will  cost  a  large  stun 
of  money  in  the  beginning,  the  saving  in  the  consumption  of  oil  will  soon 
make  up  the  diflerence. 

It  will  now  be  my  purpose  to  refer  to  the  lighthouses  and  floating 
lights  visited  by  me,  and  here  again  I  take  pleasure  in  acknowledging  my 
obligations  to  Mr.  Secretary  Herbert,  and  to  Captains  Drew,  WeTler,  and 
Madden,  elder  brethren  of  the  Trinity  House,  the  latter  three  having  accom- 
panied me  in  one  of  the  steamers  belonging  to  the  institution  on  a  visit  of 
inspection  to  the  floating  lights  on  the  Thames.  To  Messrs.  Cunningham  and 
Maconach^i^  of  the  board  of  northern  lights,  to  Mr.  Wilson,  United  States 
consul,  and  niember  of  the  Dublin  light  house  board.  Captain  Beaufort, 
royal  hydrographer,  and,  as  before  mentioned,  to  Monsieur  L.  Fresnel, 
and  to  many  others  in  both  countries,  I  was  also  greatly  indebted  for 
valuable  services  rendered. 

I  was  also  under  many  obligations  to  Mr.  Eugene  A.  Vail,  an  Americoa 
gentleman  residing  at  Paris,  who  kindly  devoted  his  time  and  valuable 
services  in  assisting  in  making  the  arrangements  for  the  lenses,  not  only 
while  I  was  in  France,  but  after  I  had  left  that  country. 

With  a  view  to  brevity,  I  shall  notice  only  one  of  the  lighthouses  un* 
der  the  superintendence  of  each  of  the  respective  corporations  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  also  an  English  floating  light  and  one  of  the  principal  light-houaes 
of  France.  These  will  be  the  light-houses  at  South  Stack,  near  Holyhead,  oa 
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il       The  same  reason  was  assigned  to  me  by  Captain  Denham,  R.  N.,  sur- 
j..  veyorof  the  port  of  Liverpool,  for  placing  the  lantern  of  the  light-house 
on  Point  EUiams  (which  I  also  visited)  so  near  the  ground. 

As  an  evidence  of  the  solicitude  shown  by  the  Trinity  board  to  adopt 

every  possible  precaution  to  guard  vessels  from  danger,  the  gulls  are 

encouraged  to  build  their  nests  in  fissures  of  the  rocks  near  the  light;  care 

is  taken  not  to  disturb  them,  and  by  proper  caution  in  this  respect,  they 

^J   fearlessly  rear  their  young  witliin  a  few  feet  of  the  buildings,  and  the 

•^  spot  being  known  by  the  pilots  and  fishermen  as  the  resort  of  these  birds, 

J  the  noise  which  they  make,  more  especially  in  bad  weather,  gives  wam- 

'    ing  to  those  on  board  of  vessels  brought  in  unexpected  proximity  to  this 

~  dangerous  point. 

The  South  Stack  was  lighted  for  the  first  time  in  1820,  and  has  since 
■     required  no  repairs. 

The  whole  appearance  of  this  establishment  displays  a  degree  of  liber« 

-  ality,  neatness,  and  order,  highly  honorable  to  the  Trinity  board.     In 
truti),  there  is  something  in  the  character  of  all  the  mstitutions  of  this 

-  great  country,  that  conveys  an  idea  of  completeness  and  stability  not  gen- 
-■   erally  to  be  Ibund  elsewhere. 

^         Among  other  English  light-houses,  visited  by  me,  I  should  particularly 

^    mention,  as  having  drawings*  of  the  establishment,  that  at  Start  point, 

near  to  Plymouth,  in  the  British  channel.     The  lighting  apparatus  is 

--  arranged  after  the  French  plan,  and,  though  not  entirely  complete,  exhibits 

i-  a  beautiful  light.

r      Engagements,  connected  with  other  objects  of  duty,  did  not  permit  me, 

:*'  while  in  Scotland,  to  examine  veryr  closely  into  the  hght  bouse  system  of 

c  -  tliat  country ;  nevertheless,  I  collected  some  valuable  information,  and  had 

an  opportunity  of  visiting  the  light-house  on  the  island  of  Inskerth  in  the 

li   Frith  of  Forth,  a  few  miles  from  Ijcith. 

-.^      This  light  is  elevated  240  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea,  and  may  be 
•^  seen  in  clear  weather  15  miles.  It  was  formerly  lighted  by  reflectors,  but  in 
^   1835  these  were  removed  to  give  place  to  a  revolving  apparatus  of  the 
second  order,  upon  the  dioptric  principle. 

The  change  has  been  g^enerally  thought  to  have  improved  the  character 
of  the  light.    Indeed,  so  much  favor  did  the  new  apparatus  find  after  satis- 
[  factory  experiment,  that  several  others  have  since  been  established  in  the 
^,  kingdom,  and  by  the  Government  in  the  colonies. 

1       The  lenses  are  composed  of  seven  series,  forming  together  a  heptagon, 
the  whole  revolving  once  in  seven  minutes,  producing  seven  successive 
,*    flashes,    wilii   alternate  partial  obscurations  at  each   entire   revolution. 
■^    These  obscurations  are  caused  by  the  utmost  total  disappearance  of  the 
"^    rays  of  hght  when  the  eye  of  the  observer  is  in  hue  with  the  angles  of  the 
^     lenses.  The  alternations  of  light  and  darkness  are  more  distinct  at  a  distancef 
of  10  or  12  miles  ;  when  vjewed  nearer,  the  divergent  rays  from  the  lenses 
-^     and  mirrors  furnish  a  faint  light,  which  is  found  useful  to  pilots,  who  cal- 
culate, from  the, extent  of  obscuration,  their  distance  from  the  island.

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%f  600  pounds  in  weight ;  these  avestnick  in  thick  weather  by  trip-hamawbi 
•which  are  worked  by  tlie  revolutions  of  a  horizontal  shaft  crossing  die 
floor  of  the  lantern.  This  shaft  is  kept  in  motion  by  clock  work  containol 
in  a  small  case,  and  is  similar  to  the  apparatus  used  for  revolving  lights. 
The  two  ends  of  the  shaft  project  nearly  across  the  balcony  ;  and  at  each 
revolution  it  trips  two  hammers  in  succession,  one  at  each  end,  which 
strike  alternately,  and  as  the  shaft  revolves  twice  in  one  minute,  the  ham- 
mers make  four  blows  in  the  same  time.  I  was  informed  that  the  consump- 
tion of  oil  in  the  lamps  attached  to  the  29  rellectors  was  equal  to  3  gallons 
in  12  hours. 

There  is  so  liule  difference  in  the  mode  of  management  of  the  lights  ia 
Ireland,  and  those  in  England  and  Scotland,  that  I  shall  content  m3rself 
l>y  simply  remarking,  that  the  establishment  at  Poolbeg,  exhibited  in  all 
its  essentials  a  degree  of  system,  neatness,  and  order,  not  inferior  to  any  I 
had  seen  elsewhere. 

VENTILATION. 

All  the  light-houses  in  Great  Britain,  are  well  ventilated,  not  only  with 
a  view  to  furnish  a  sufficient  circulation  to  aid  the  combustion  of  the  oil, 
as  to  preserve  a  healthful  temperature  throughout  the  buildin&f.  The 
ventilation  of  the  lantern  is  produced  by  moveable  valves,  placed  at  con- 
Tenient  points,  either  under  or  above  the  balcony,  or  in  the  floor  of  the 
lantern.    These  are  opened  or  shut  at  pleasure.    Stoves  are  used  in  winter. 

ENGLISH   FLOATING   LIGHTS.* 

These  vessels  are  equally  perfect  with  the  light-house  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  Trinity  House.  I  had  an  opportunity  of  visiting  several  of 
them,  and  as  they  are  generally  alike  in  construction  and  equipment,  I 
shall  attempt  a  brief  description  of  one  only,  a  new  vessel,  "  the  Levta 
Middle,"  being  so  called  from  the  name  of  the  shoal  near  to  which  she  is 
moored. 

She  is  of  158  tons  measurement,  having  one  mast  secured  with  iioil 
rigging,  which  is  preferred,  as  presenting  less  surfece,  and  consequently- 
less  obstruction,  to  the  rays  of  h'ght     On  the  summit  of  the  mast  is  a 

flobe  of  5  or  6  feet  diameter,  the  distinguishing  signal  of  the  Trinity 
[ouse. 

She  is  moored  with  a  spar  and  bridle,  with  two  anchors,  having  75 
fathoms  of  1  f  chain  on  each  of  the  three  legs. 

The  lantern  encircles  the  mast,  by  which  it  is  sustained  in  a  steady 
position.  In  the  daytime  it  is  lowered  into  a  small  house,  also  encircling^ 
the  mast,  and  of  sufficient  size  to  contain  the  lantern  with  space  to  pass* 
round  it  and  for  ventilation  from  below.  The  roof  of  the  lantern  projeeCtf^ 
over  the  top  of  the  house  about  5  inches,  so  as  to  make  it  nearly  water 

ti^ht. 

"The  lighting  apparatus  consist  of  eight  12-inch  parabolic  reflectors^ 
with  Argand  lamps,  the  whole  hung  on  double  pinions  or  gimbles,  by 
which  their  equilibrium  is  preserved,  and  the  reflectors  retained  in  a  ver- 
tical position,  whatever  may  be  ihe  motion  of  the  vessel. 
— ^^-^^— ^— ^-^^ 

•  See  drawings  T,  Z,  X,  pa[cr:?  Nos.  3, 4. 
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all  others  in  the  country,  all  being  under  the  same  general  superintendence -' 
and  sjrstematic  regulations. 

This  splendid  edifice  is  situated  about  two  miles  from  the  small  seaport 
town  of  Bnrfleur,  and  stands  upon  a  projecting  piece  ef  land,  the  level  of 
which  is  only  15  feet  above  common  tides.  In  very  heavy  or  shore  winds 
with  full  tides,  the  surrounding  surface  is  partially  covered  by  the  sea;  hence 
the  light- house  is  approached  by  a  stone  causeway  terminating  with  massive 
parapet  walls,  protecting  a  line  of  compoct  buildings,  forming  three  sides  of 
a  square,  and  intended  for  the  accommodation  of  the  engineers  and  keepers. 
"Within  the  area  formed  by  these  buildings,  the  light-house  is  reared;  tho- 
whole  being  on  a  scale  of  grandeur,  solidity,  and  beauty,  rarely  equalled^ 
The  blocks  of  CTanite  are  of  great  size,  very  carefully  hanunered,  jointed^ 
in  the  most  perfect  manner,  and  laid  in  cement. 

The  walls  of  the  exterior  building  are  three  feet  thick.  The  light-honso' 
is  at  its  base  of  square  form,  39  feet  on  each  side,  having  walls  twelve  feet 
in  thickness,  and  upon  which  the  circular  tower  is  elevated,  being  at  its 
base  27  feet  in  diameter,  and  gradually  tapering  to  21  feet. 

The  walls  of  the  tower  are  of  proportional  thickness ;  yet,  notwithstand- 
ing every  care  has  been  taken  by  the  architect  to  render  the  building  Hmt 
and  stable,  the  vibrations  of  the  summit  of  the  tower  in  heavy  gales,  accord- 
ing to  the  account  of  the  keeper,  are  remarkable.  He  represented  to  ma- 
that  the  lantern  moved  in  such  a  manner,  that  it  was  difficult  for  the  keepers 
to  retain  their  foothold  ;  that  the  revolutions  of  the  apparatus  were  some» 
times  stopped  by  the  binding  of  the  parts  caused  by  the  vibrations,  and- 
that  it  became  necessary  to  turn  the  machinery  by  hand. 

The  apex  of  the  tower  is  in  height  about  240  feet,  and  the  lantern  is* 
reached  by  a  spiral  stair-case  of  367  steps. 

The  apparatus  is  of  the  first  order,  and  composed  of  sixteen  series  of 
lenses,  with  seven  rows  of  mirrors  above  and  four  below.  It  is  revolvinff, 
and  performs  its  revolutions  once  in  eight  minutes,  and  flashes  at  intervab 
of  thirty  seconds.  The  machinery  for  producing  the  revolutions  is  similar 
to  that  used  in  England. 

The  lantern  is  lighted  with  a  carcel  or  mechanical  lamp  of  four  concen- 
tric wicks  placed  within  the  centre  of  the  apparatus,  and  a  spare  one  is 
kept  con?t:iuily  in  readiness  to  be  substituted  for  the  one  in  use,  should  that 
one  become  suddenly  extinguished.  This  inconvenience  is  in  fact  one  of 
the  strongest  objections  that  can  be  brought  against  the  single  lamp  with 
concentric  burners  for  lighthouses,  as  in  the  event  of  the  light  being  ex- 
tinguished at  least  twenty  minutes  must  elapse  before  another  can  be 
lighted  up. 

Belonging  to  each  of  the  sets  of  lens  apparatus  contracted  for  in  PariS|. 
are  three  of  these  lamps,  two  spare  ones  to  each  set,  and  as  these  have 
already  arrived  in  the  country,  I  shall  allude  no  further  to  them  than  to 
remark  that,  in  my  opinion,  the  English  hydraulic  lamp,^  manufactured 
by  the  Messrs.  Wilkins,  and  brought  by  me  from  London,  is  preferable,  from, 
its  simplicity  of  construction  and  consequent  less  liability  to  derangement* 
It  has  also  four  concentric  burners,  and  is  adapted  to  the  lens  apparatus.. 
The  oil  used  in  this  and  all  the  French  light-houses,  and  generally 
throughout  the  kingdom  for  domestic  purposes,  is  of  vegetable  production,

Sir  :  In  compliance  with  a  resolution  of  the  Senate  of  the  United  States, 
of  the  28th  of  April,  1840, 1  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  a  series 
of  statements,  numbered  1  to  11,  exhibiting  the  value  of  imports,  including 
goods  free  of  dut3r,  Rafter  deducting  reshipments,)  comparea  with  the 
amount  of  duties  which  accrued  on  the  value-paying  duty  durinff  the 
years  ending  on  the  31st  December,  1821  to  1839  inclusive,  after  dedoct- 
mg  therefrom  drawback  paid  and  expenses  of  collection ;  and  the  rate  per 
cent  of  said  duties  on  the  net  value,  and  excess  of  expenses  in  States 
where  such  expenses  exceeded  the  accruing  duties. 

In  comparing  the  columns  of  imlue  and  duty,  apparent  disciepanciee 
may  be  observed,  but  which  do  not*exist  in  &ct  ,  This  is  unavoidable^  in 
consequence  of  tfie  loss  of  some  of  our  records  in  the  Treasury  building 
when  destroyed  by  fire  in  1833.  It  thus  became  necessary  to  take  the 
calender  year  for  the  duties,  while  the  column  of  value  exhibits  the  lesnlt 
of  the  commercial  year  ending  30th  of  September  annually*
